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PROCEEDINGS 


This  being  the  day  fixed  by  Section  i  Article  II  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
New  Hampshire,  the  One  Hundredth  Annual  Convention 
assembled  in  S.  Paul's  church,  Concord,  Wednesday,  Novem- 
ber 20,  1 90 1,  at  II  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  the  Rt.  Reverend  the 
Bishop  of  the  diocese  Celebrant,  the  Rev.  James  B.  Goodrich 
Gospeler,  ^nd  the  Rev.  W.  Norlhey  Jones  Epistolar. 

The  Bishop  delivered  his 

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

My  Brethren  •of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity : 

The  peace  of  God  and  His  Love  be  upon  you,  and  upon  all  Chris- 
tian people.  Amen.  May  the  eternal  .Spirit,  daily  creating  us  anew 
in  Christ  Jesus,  make  us  to  live  and  to  plan  ever  as  men  who  wait  for 
their  Lord.  • 

The  good  God  has,  amid  perils  seen  and  unseen,  brought  us  safe 
through  another  year.  Our  ministerial  force  has  not  been  weakened 
by  death ;  nor,  for  an  unwonted  record,  has  any  clergyman  within 
the  year  been  received  into  this  Diocese  or  transferred  from  the  Dio- 
cese. Save  for  one  Ordination  the  ranks  of  our  clergy  remain  as  they 
were  at  the  last  Conventional  report. 

Four  of  your  Bishops  have  been  called  from  their  earthly  toil :  Hale, 
the  learned  ^nd  modest  coadjutor  of  Springfield  ;  Barker,  of  that  most 
interesting  missionary  District  of  Olympia;  Alexander  Burgess  of  the 
Diocese  of  Quincy,  brother  of  George  Burgess,  the  great  first  Bishop  of 
Maine,  at  whose  hands  1  received  the  Priesthood ;  and  Whipple,  long 
time  Bishop  of  Minnesota.  The  last  two  died,  the  one  during  the 
session  of  the  recent  General  Convention,  the  other  just  on  the  eve 
of  that  Convention. 

Bishop  Whipple,  if  not  a  man  of  learning  the  widest  and  most  pro- 
found, administered,  first  the  Missionary  District,  then  the  Diocese, 
of  the  great  state  of  Minnesota,  with  much  effectiveness.  But  through- 
out the  Engl i.sh* speaking  world  he  has  received  and  has  deserved  his 
highest  honors  as  the  brave,  unflinching  champion  of  the  Indian  and 
his  rights  against  the  greed  of  wicked  men. 
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I  have  this  year  given  my  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev- 
erend Frederick  William  Taylor,  Doctor  in  Divinity,  to  be  Bishop- 
coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Quincy. 

I  was  unable  to  consent  to  the  making  of  the  missionary  Bishop  of 
North  Dakota  coadjutor  of  Minnesota.  Much  as  I  desired  to  help 
Minnesota,  and  to  gratify  its  venerable  Bishop,  I  did  not  think  it  right 
to  remove  from  North  Dakota  their  Bishop,  by  them  sorely  needed, 
after  an  episcopate  of  only  two  years. 

On  the  first  day  of  July,  in  S.  Paul's' church,  Lancaster,  I  ordained 
the  Rev.  Raymond  Morrison  Dow  Adams  to  the  Priesthood. 

The  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese  are  Arthur  P.  Kelley, 
B.  A.,  Robert  Merriman,  B.  A.,  Mr.  Donald  Browne,  and  Mr.  St. 
Ethelbert  Yates ;  and  there  are  two  Postulants.

8;  in  Christ  church,  Portsmouth,  16;  at  S.  Paul's  School,  in  the 
chapel  of  S.  Paul,  5,  and  the  chapel  S.  Peter  and  S.  Paul,  44 ;  in  All 
Saints',  Littleton,  4;  in  S.  Mark's,  Ashland,  5  ;  in  the  chapel  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  Holderness  School,  10,  three  of  them  boys  of  the  school ; 
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in  S.  James's,  Keene,  4 ;  in  S.  Luke's,  Charlestown,  3 ;  in  S.  Thom- 
as's, Hanover,  5,  three  of  them  Dartmouth  college  men;  in  Trinity, 
Claremont,  6 ;  in  S.  Timothy's  Mission,  Concord,  9,  one  of  them  for 
S.PauPs  chapel  at  S.  Paul's  School ;  in  Christ  church.  North  Conway, 
4;  in  S.  Paul's,  Lancaster,  4;  in  S.  Mark's  Mission,  Groveton,  6;  in 
S.  Mary's,  Penacook,  8  ;  in  the  Mission  of  the  Transfiguration,  White- 
field,  I ;  and  in  the  Church  of  S.  John  the  Baptist,  Sanbornville,  7 — 
in  all,  2S4. 

In  addition  to  the  parishes  and  missions  in  which  there  has  been 
Confirmation,  I  have  visited  the  following:  Christ  Church,  Exeter; 
Trinity,  Tilton;  S.  Jude's  Mission,  Franklin  Falls;  S.  Andrew's, 
West  Manchester;  S.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield;  Union  church.  West 
Claremont;  S.  Andrew's-by-the-Sea,  Rye  Beach;  Holy  Trinity,  Jef- 
ferson; Grace  chapel,  Kearsarge;  S.  Andrew's,  Hopkinton ;  and 
Grace  Mission,  East  Concord. 

To  sum  up  the  year's  acts :  I  have  ordained  one  to  the  Priesthood. 
I  have  confirmed  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  persons.  I  have  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  twenty-seven  times.  I  have  preached 
eighty-two  sermons,  and  delivered  fifty-six  addresses. 

These  remarks  it  may  be  worth  while  to  make:  The  parish  in  Con- 
cord has  received  from  one  loving  parishioner  the  Memorial  Gift  of  a 
large  and  commodious  parish  house,  of  brick  and  stone,  now  in  build- 
ing, near  the  church.  The  generous  niece  of  this  benefactor  has  given 
to  the  church  an  organ  of  the  best  quality.  Our  dear  Mr.  Tibbits  con- 
tinues his  work  of  love  among  the  people  of  the  North  End.  He  has 
secured  the  erectton  of  a  plain  church  of  stone,  at  the  cost  of  several 
thousand  dollars.  In  May  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rhinelander  of  Washington 
held  a  Mission  of  eight  days  in  this  S.  Timothy's  church.  His  instruc- 
tive, earnest,  and  wise  words  were,  I  am  sure,  very  helpful  in  S.  Tim- 
othy's, and  to  many  members  of  S.  Paul's  parish  in  general. 

Mr.  John  Dunklee,  of  Boston  and  Concord,  recently  gave  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  an  excellent  piece  of  land  in  the  very  heart  of 
the  rapidly  growing  South  End  of  Concord.  I  hope  it  will  not  be  long 
ere  the  Church  will  there  be  rendering  some  real  service  to  the  people. 

In  Suncook,  Dr.  Roberts,  helped  by  Lay  Readers  from  this  parish, 
holds  Service  pretty  regularly  on  Sundays. 

Christ  church  in  Portsmouth  has  received  from  a  source  not  known 
by  me  the  important  gift  of  one  thousand  dollars, — a  large  help  in 
their  vigorous  activities. 

Exeter,  too,  was  made  glad  the  other  day,  and  their  Bishop  with 
them,  by  receiving  at  the  offertory  a  sum  from  one  general  source  fully 
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sufficient  to  remove  all  the  indebtedness  of  the  parish,  which  has  accu- 
mulated in  the  recent  years,  during  which  the  parochial  Funds  were 
not  yielding  their  accustomed  income. 

The  parish  at  North  Conway  has  again  suffered  from  the  illness  of 
its  rector.  The  vigilant  treasurer,  Mr.  Schouler,  has  seen  to  it  that 
the  people  had  through  the  winter  their  regular  celebrations  of  the 
Holy  Communion ;  and,  throughout,  we  were  under  heavy  obligations 
to  a  faithful  Lay  Reader  of  Conway. 

I  have  been  made  sad  by  the  death  of  the  Senior  Warden  of  that 
parish,  the  venerable  Charles  A.  Peabody  of  New  York.  Judge  Pea- 
body  was  a  man  wise  in  counsel,  deeply  interested  in  the  Church,  and 
in  all  good  things,  and  was  the  very  embodiment  of  loyalty  to  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  in  which  was  his  summer  home.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  his  was  the  longest  continuous  service  as  Warden 
in  New  Hampshire.  His  loving  zeal  was  further  shown  by  a  bequest 
of  twenty- five  hundred  dollars  to  the  endowing  of  the  parish. 

While  upon  the  subject  of  endowments  and  gifts,  it  gives  me  great 
joy  to  record  that  Hanover  has  received  very  large  additions  to  its 
parochial  endowment.  The  additions  are  chiefly  due  to  the  thought- 
ful goodness  of  three  or  four  sure  friends  of  the  Rector,  and  of  one 
friend  of  the  Bishop.  May  their  hearts  be  blessed  forevermore!  S. 
Thomas's  church  has  now  fully  one  half  of  the  endowment  that  it 
needs. 

At  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of  the  church 
there,  the  sermon  was  preached  by  Mr.  Berkeley,  a  beloved  former 
Rector ;  and  in  the  evening  at  a  public  meeting,  very  warm  words 
touching  the  ministry  and  the  ministers  of  the  parish  were  spoken  by 
the  distinguished  president  of  Dartmouth  college,  and  by  Dr.  Leeds, 
longtime  paster  of  the  College  church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Adams,  missionary  curate  for  Lancaster  and  the 
regions  around,  had  duririg  his  diaconate  an  exceedingly  useful  year. 
Groveton  is  his  special  centre  of  work  ;  but,  aided  by  our  good  deacon, 
Mr.  Macmaster  of  Berlin,  and  with  Mr.  Carroll  of  Lancaster,  many 
places  in  those  townships  around  received  ministrations.  In  Grove- 
ton  an  excellent  piece  of  land  for  a  church  building  has  been  pur- 
chased. A  sad  pity  it  would  be  were  the  Diocese  to  be  deprived  of 
these  fruitful  outgoings.  The  notable  generosity  of  the  summer  cpn- 
gregation  in  Jefferson  has  provided  Mr.  Adams's  maintenance  through 
another  year. 

Further  up  in  Coos  county  the  Rev.  Mr.  Whatham,  a  presbyter  of 
the  Diocese  of  Quebec,  but  residing  in  Vermont  near  by,  has  held  some 
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services  in  the  village  of  Riverside  recently  sprung  up  opposite  Beech- 
er*s  Falls.  In  this  New  Hampshire  village  he  has  gotten  land  and 
secured  the  erection  of  a  comely  church  house  or  chapel,  in  which 
Divine  Service  is  now  held. 

For  the  Mission  at  Whitefield  a  house  has  this  year  been  built  which 
temporarily  serves  well  as  a  church — a  great  improvement  over  the  hall 
up  two  long  flights  of  stairs.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Jenks,  a  man  greatly 
loved  in  Whitefield,  and  most  justly,  has  during  almost  three  suipmer 
months  given  to  this  mission  the  great  benefit  of  his  services  and  care. 
Mr.  Jenks  has  resigned  his  chair  at  Nashotah  House,  and,  still  a 
priest  of  this  Diocese,  is  now  Professor  in  Divinity  at  Trinity  College, 
Toronto. 

S.  Mark^s,  Ashland,  has,  I  think,  completed,  or  nearly  completed, 
payment  for  its  beautiful  parish  house. 

In  Tilton,  with  Franklin,  Mr.  Emery  is  now  very  much  helped  by 
the  generously  given  services  of  our  Deaconess,  Helen  Moulton.  A 
boon  it  would  be,  and  to  God's  great  glory,  if  each  of  our  larger  par- 
ishes could  provide  itself  with  a  like  assistance. 

S.  Andrew's,  West  Manchester,  in  which  the  work  goes  well  on,  has 
become  an  organized  mission.     So,  too,  has  Franklin  Falls. 

At  all  adequately  to  meet  the  need,  Grace  church,  Manchester,  ought 
to  have  a  vigorous  Curate,  and  two  women  workers.  In  East  Man- 
chester, alone,  a  new  and  rather  remote  part  of  the  city,  where  some 
Services  and  a  Sunday-school  of  the  church  have  been  held,  are  many 
hundreds  of  people  connected  with  no  Christian  congregation.  The 
Church  ought  at  once  to  purchase  ground,  and  to  erect  some  kind  of 
a  spacious  building  of  her  own  in  which  Divine  Service  can  be  held. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  G.  McMurphy,  last  year  transferred  to  this  Diocese, 
and  now  living  in  his  native  town  of  Derry,  has  given  some  assistance 
in  the  missions  of  Manchester.  In  Derry  itself  Mr.  McMurphy  has  in 
every  way  been  most  kind  and  good.  In  celebrating  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, often  in  preaching,  in  the  development  of  music,  and  in  con- 
tributions of  money  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  mission,  he  has 
been  a  friend  indeed,  and  a  brother,  to  the  deacon  or  other  person 
there  set  to  work. 

Mr.  Donald  Browne,  lately  a  Congregational  minister,  and  now  a 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  lives  in  Derry,  and  does  a  great  deal  of 
valuable  work.  The  mission  at  Derry  seems  one  of  considerable 
promise. 

In  Milford,  Mr.  Patterson,  now  a  priest,  has  abounded  in  zeal  and 
self-denial  in  his  Lord's  work.     In  the  adjoining  town  of  Wilton  reg- 
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ular  Sunday  Services  are  held ;  and  by  Mr.  Patterson  an  interesting 
class  was  there  presented  for  Confirmation.  In  Peterborough  and 
elsewhere  the  missionary  at  Milford  has  occasionally  held  Service. 
Milford  has  from  the  first  been  accounted  part  of  the  missionary  field 
of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  Nashua.  In  Milford  a  church 
of  rough  stone  (which  is  thought  to  be  there  about  as  inexpensive  as 
any  material)  has  been  this  year  erected,  chiefly  by  the  liberality  of  the  * 
people  themselves.  About  one  thousand  dollars  would  so  complete 
the  church  as  to  make  it  convenient  for  use.  This  sum  we  do  not 
know  how  to  obtain.  That  seems  to  be  a  good  suggestion  made  by 
some  ladies  of  the  Woman's  Auxilar}'  outside  of  Milford,  that  the  Ad- 
vent Offerings  of  every  Sunday-school  in  the  Diocese  be  this  year 
asked  for  this  one  object  of  the  church  at  Milford,  just  as  we  have  the 
Lenten  offerings  for  general  missions. 

If  all  my  brethren  of  the  clergy  will  take  up  this  with  earnestness, 
will  regard  themselves  as  now  requested  by  the  Bishop  to  do  this,  the 
sum  gathered  might  not  be  large ;  but  it  would  bring  some  apprecia- 
ble relief.  Milford  is  certainly  the  centre  of  work  much  needed  around. 

The  well-esteemed  Unitarian  minister,  for  some  years  in  Milford,  has 
lately  sought  Confirmation,  and  is  now  a  student  for  Holy  Orders  in  the 
Church. 

Epping  has  experienced  a  revival  of  zeal  and  of  love,  in  the  care  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Brine  of  Portsmouth,  and  of  Mr.  Newman,  his  warm- 
hearted Lay  Reader. 

By  arrangement  between  the  people  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hale,  Divine 
Service  has  been  held  regularly  through  summer  and  autumn  in  S. 
Peter's,  Drewsville,  and  in  the  village  of  Walpole.  Further  particu- 
lars are  not  yet  in  my  possession ;  but  we  all  hope  for  much  of  good 
to  come  to  that  fair  region. 

The  rectorship  of  Charlestown  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lassiter  has  just  now 
resigned.     It  is  his  purpose  to  take  duty  in  a  Southern  Diocese. 

The  wide-awake  parish  at  Dover  has  courageously  purchased  for  a 
parish  house  the  fine  old  colonial  mansion,  and  the  grounds  on  which 
it  stands,  adjoining  their  church. 

To  my  brethren  from  without  who  have  ministered  to  Summer  Con- 
gregations— congregations  having  consecrated  churches,  and  to  those 
gathered  in  schoolhouses,  or  in  hotels — we  are  once  more  under  very 
real  obligations.  Many  clergymen  I  could  here  justly  name.  They  to 
whom  we  are  most  deeply  indebted,  some  of  whom  have  here  minis- 
tered many. successive  summers,  are  Dr.  Littell,  Mr.  Sill,  Mr.  Kidner, 
Mr.  Sprague,  Mr.  F.  B.  Allen,  Mr.  J.  E.  Johnson,  and  Dr.  Floyd  W. 
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Tomkins.  The  names  of  several  of  our  own  clergy  could  rightly  be 
added,  and,  at  least,  that  of  one  educated  layman.  This  earnest 
Christian  roan,  near  his  remote  summer  home,  far  from  any  regular 
place  of  worship,  summer  after  summer  gathers  in  a  schoolhouse  thirty 
or  forty  of  the  scattered  folk  of  the  neighborhood  for  Divine  Service, 
and  to  instruct  them  in  the  ways  of  God. 

From  several  of  the  Summer  Congregations  very  liberal  contribu- 
tions in  money  have  this  year,  and  in  recent  years,  come  to  us,  without 
which  the  work  of  our  Diocese  could  not  have  been  nearly  so  effec- 
tively done. 

The  largest  gifts  from  these  this  year  are  from  Jefferson,  Bethlehem, 
Dublin,  and  Rye  Beach.     But  others  are  not  insignificant. 

In  the  systematic  religious  visiting  of  all  families  throughout  the 
towns  of  the  state,  much  has  this  year  been  accomplished.  They  who 
are  engaged  therein  will,  I  am  sure,  make  an  interesting  report. 

Of  Rochester  only,  and  of  the  regions  immediately  adjacent  thereto, 
do  I  care  to  say  anything  in  detail.  This  thriving  young  city  shows 
fifty-two  communicants  of  the  Church  and  more  than  ninety  other 
baptized  members.  And  there  are  some  thousands  of  persons  not 
connected  with  any  congregation  of  Christians.  Here  we  surely  ought 
immediately  to  have  Services,  and  before  long  a  church  edifice  of  our 
own.  The  two  presbyters,  Mr.  Eames  and  Mr.  Dow,  who  had  Roch- 
ester in  hand,  were  much  impressed  with  the  spirit  of  loyalty  among 
these  Church  families,  and  with  their  desire  for  the  Church's  ministra- 
tions. None  of  the  people  are  able  to  give  much  money  at  any  one 
time. 

Both  the  Diocesan  Schools,  Holderness  and  S.  Mary's,  are  enjoying 
the  blessing  of  God.  In  each  the  work  of  all  instructors,  and  of  most 
scholars,  is  efficient  and  faithful;  and  the  life,  I  thinks  is  wholesome. 
What  our  schools  are  trying  to  do  seems  to  be  increasing  in  apprecia- 
tion of  the  people.  Applicants  for  admittance  at  both  schools,  and 
the  admissions  themselves,  are  such  as  to  have  increased  by  more  than 
one  third  the  numbers  in  residence  at  each  school. 

Dear  Miss  Gain  forth,  who  has  been  with  us  from  the  very  beginning 
of  S.  Mary's  School,  the  Master  of  all  has  seen  fit  to  take  to  Himself. 
A  woman  of  distinction,  devout,  wholly  forgetful  of  self,  she  was  a 
person  lovable  and  loved  beyond  that  which  falls  to  the  lot  of  most 
teachers  aAd  of  most  women.  Our  hearts  are  indeed  made  sad;  but 
none  can  doubt  that  she  now  rests  with  the  Blessed.  The  School's 
efficiency  as  a  whole  is  not,  1  think,  to  be  impaired. 

The  year  which  has  gone,  since  last  we  met,  my  brethren,  was  in- 
2 
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that  I,  and  many  others,  favored  a  stricter  rule  concerning  the  Solem- 
nizing of  Marriage,  and  not  that  Christ's  law  requires  it. 

The  great  fault  of  this  Convention,  and  of  all,  is  the  devoting  of  the 
energies  and  the  time  to  the  Canons,  to  the  mere  scaffolding  of  the 
Church,  and  the  crowding  of  Education  and  the  great  work  of  Missions 
into  a  corner.  Days  spent  hammering  at  Canons!  Christian  Educa- 
tion limited  to  a  report,  and  hurried  through  at  that !  And  thrust  into 
night  sessions  the  Missions  of  God! 

May  God  forgive  us !  May  God  convert  us  from  our  lethargy,  and 
arouse  us  to  the  preparing  the  way  for  the  Coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  !

LECTION OF  BOOKS,  PAMPHLETS,  AND  PAPERS. 

Your  committee  have  used  the  authority  given  to  them  by  the  last 
Diocesan  Convention  to  effect  the  following  agreement  with  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library : 

Concord,  N.  H.,  May  6,  1901. 
Our  proposition  with  reference  to  the  collection  of  books  and 
pamphlets  known  as  •*  the  Registrar's  Collection,"  the  property  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  New  Hampshire,  is, 
that  we  will  bind  it  as  needful  in  a  substantial  manner  and  place  it 
upon  our  shelves  in  its  proper  location  .in  the  classification  (said  loca- 
tion  being  such    that   the    whole    collection   will    come    practically 
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together).  It  is  agreed  that  the  Convention  may  withdraw  its  collec- 
tion from  the  State  Library  building  at  any  time  upon  reasonable 
notice,  provided  that  the  State  Library  shall  be  fully  reimbursed  for 
the  amount  paid  out  for  binding,  upon  vouchers  being  furnished  of 
such  expense.  We  also  agree  that  the  books  in  the  Registrar's  col- 
lection shall  not  be  taken  from  the  building  but  shall  be  open  to  the 
free  use  of  any  one  coming  to  the  Library  to  see  them. 

Praifided^  that  volumes  may  be  loaned  for  the  use  of  the  officers  of 
the  Diocese  and  for  literary  or  historical  studies  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Convention  above  named  may  adopt.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dow  made  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  November  1,  1901  : 


REPORT  OF  THE   FINANCIAL  SECRETARY. 

The  work  of  the  Financial  Secretary  during  the  last  year  has  not 
been  so  encouraging  as   he  had  anticipated.     The  main  object  for 
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which  he  was  appointed  was  to  canvass  the  various  parishes  and  mis- 
sions to  secure  funds  for  the  treasury  of  our  Diocesan  Board  of  Mis- 
sions.  There  has  been  none  of  that  work  accomplished  by  him.  He 
has  received  but  one  invitation  for  such  a  canvass  from  the  Rectors 
and  Pries ts-in-charge  of  Missions  in  the  Diocese,  and  that  invitation 
was  for  a  canvass  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Financial  Secretary  is  not  an  officer  of  the  Diocese.  He  has 
no  authority  to  visit  the  parishes  and  missions  of  his  own  accord  and 
secure  funds  for  the  Diocesan  treasury.  He  is  simply  a  servant  of  the 
clergy  and  people ;  a  man  provided  by  the  Bishop  to  assist  the  par- 
ishes and  missions  in  securing  funds  for  their  own  work  which  is  going 
on  outside  their  own  parochial  limits.  His  work  can  only  be  success- 
ful when  he  has  the  hearty  cooperation  of  both  clergy  and  people. 

The  credit  for  any  success  which  may  be  obtained  in  his  canvass 
belongs  wholly  to  the  people.  It  is  the  system  alone  which  is  of  ad- 
vantage. And  that  system,  if  it  be  adopted  at  all,  must  be  adopted 
by  the  parishes  and  missions  of  their  own  accord.  The  Bishop,  in 
appointing  a  Financial  Secretary,  has  proposed  this  plan  for  securing 
funds  for  our  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers,  to  both  clergy  and  people. 
It  remains  for  them  to  consider  and  adopt  the  plan.  The  Financial 
Secretary  is  waiting  for  invitations  from  the  parishes  and  missions  to 
make  canvasses  for  funds  for  carrying  on  our  own  Diocesan  work. 

The  only  work  accomplished  by  the  Financial  Secretary,  acting  as 
such  during  the  past  Convention  year,  has  been  of  a  nature  which  be- 
longs more  properly  to  the  various  parochial  authorities  themselves. 
He  has  been  sent  by  the  Bishop  to  four  parishes  and  missions  to  ex- 
amine into  their  financial  condition,  and  to  assist  them  in  reorganizing 
their  methods  for  obtaining  support.  In  carrying  on  this  work  he  has 
made  a  canvass  of  all  the  members  of  each  congregation,  and  has 
secured  pledges  for  the  maintenance  of  services  during  the  succeeding 
year.  The  responses  of  the  people  in  each  canvass  have  been  most 
generous.  They  have  cordially  cooperated  with  the  Secretary  in  his 
work,  and  have  pledged  sums  largely  in  excess  of  what  has  been  given 
in  the  preceding  years.  In  two  instances  out  of  the  four,  the  pledges 
have  been  nearly  or  more  than  doubled,  and  the  treasurers  have  re- 
ported that  they  are  being  well  paid  in  by  the  subscribers. 

In  two  parishes  the  canvass  entirely  did  away  with  the  necessity  for 
supporting  the  services  by  fairs  and  entertainments,  such  as  they  have 
always  before  relied  upon.  In  both  of  these  the  people  have  under- 
taken to  maintain  their  services  in  Ihe  future  by  free-will  offerings. 

In  all  four  of  the  canvasses  provision  was  made  for  meeting  the  lia- 
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bilities  then  outstanding  against  the  congregations,  and  committees 
were  organized  for  obtaining  and  collecting  subscriptions  in  the  future.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD   OF   MANAGERS  OF   DIOCESAN 

MISSIONS. 

The  board  held  two  meetings  during  the  year,  at  one  of  which  no 
quorum  was  present. 

No  new  plans  have  been -brought  forward  by  the  board.  Having 
entrusted  certain  work  to  the  clergy  of  the  five  districts  under  their 
secretaries,  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  wait  until  a  year's  trial  should 
show  where  the  w^ak  and  strong  points  existed  before  suggesting  any 
change  in  method.  This  work  in  the  districts  will  be  presented  to 
you  to-night.  We  believe  that  it  has  proved  itself  strong  during  the 
past  year  in  the  direction  of  canvassing  new  towns,  and  in  following 
up  the  work  in  the  towns  already  canvassed ;  but  comparatively  weak 
in  making  use  of  the  Financial  Secretary,  and  in  arranging  for  visita- 
tions and  missionary  services  for  the  presentation  of  the  missionary 
cause.  It  is,  however,  believed  that  these  latter  objects  can  be  at- 
tained to  advantage  by  the  further  use  of  the  district  arrangement  in 
future  years. 

The  board  has  no  new  work  to  propose  that  has  not  been  urged 
upon  you  before.  We  have  seen  the  work  at  Derry  develop  where  a 
few  years  ago  we  could  only  tell  you  that  we  had  heard  from  there  a 
Macedonian  cry  for  help.  Rochester,  that  has  been  mentioned  so 
often  in  our  reports,  still  calls  upon  us  to  take  up  the  work  for  which 
there  is  such  opportunity.  Manchester,  strengthened  in  her  missions 
already  established,  shows  more  clearly  than  ever  the  need  of  another 
man  to  do  the  work  in  East  Manchester.  The  work  north  of  Lancas- 
ter, so  nobly  and  generously  fostered  by  our  friends  at  Jefferson,  must 
have  some  help  from  the  rest  of  the  Diocese.  The  district  secretaries 
cannot  make  bricks  without  straw,  though  they  give  their  services,  and 
should  have  an  annual  grant  of  $50  each  for  the  necessary  expenses  of 
their  work. 

If  the  people  in  this  Diocese  and  its  friends  without  wish  to  know 
where  money  is  needed  and  how  it  can  be  used  we  can  give  a  ready 
answer.  First,  the  missions  already  established  deserve  and  require 
their  continued  support.     Second,  if  they  are  specially  interested  in 
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the  rural  problem,  they  will  do  great  good  in  supporting  by  special 
offerings  the  work  of  the  district  secretaries.  Third,  if  they  feel  more 
impressed  with  the  needs  of  the  centres  of  population,  they  can  help 
to  do  the  work  we  are  neglecting  in  such  places  as  East  Manchester 
and  Rochester.  To  do  the  work  we  have  in  mind  will  require  $i,ooo 
more  than  our  previous  annual  receipts. 

We  close  the  year  with  $84.59  ^otq  than  the  previous  year.  On  the 
other  hand  our  total  receipts  of  $2,266.86  are  less  than  the  receipts  of 
last  year  by  $415.83. 

We  believe  that  the  money  entrusted  to  us  has  been  economically 
and  efficiently  expended.  We  are  sure  we  could  use  twice  as  much 
with  equal  efficiency,  and  we  ask  all  the  friends  of  our  Diocesan  mis- 
sions to  increase  their  offerings  by  fifty  per  cent.

Dear  Bishop:  I  submit  the  following  report  of  official  acts  by  the 
clergy  of  the  Northern  district  outside  of  parochial  and  mission  limits : 

The  clergy  have  held  during  the  year  one  meeting  for  the  discussion 
of  missionary  work.  Missionary  meetings  have  been  held  and  ad- 
dresses made  at  Berlin,  Whitefield,  Littleton,  Woodsville,  and  North 
Haverhill. 

Mr.  Ladd  reports  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  at  Shel- 
burne,  and  six  or  eight  services  held  in  Milan. 

Mr.  Adams  reports  seven  baptisms,  two  celebrations  at  Stark,  and 
one  celebration  at  Jefferson  Meadows.  These  should  perhaps  fall 
properly  under  his  regular  work.  He  has  also  canvassed  a  fair  portion 
of  the  town  of  Jefferson. 

Mr.  Carroll  reports  services  held  on  three  Sundays  at  Maidstone 
Lake,  and  the  partial  canvass  by  himself  and  Mr.  Ladd  of  the  town  of 
Milan. 

Mr.  Goodrich  reports  the  administration  of  Holy  Communion  to  a 
Church  woman  in  Lyman,  and  hopes  to  visit  all  the  Church  families 
discovered  there  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  secretary  has  visited  Berlin,  Lancaster,  Whitefield,  Jefferson, 
and  Littleton ;  given  one  Sunday  to  Whitefield,  and  held  there  one 
Lenten  Service ;  delivered  five  missionary  addresses,  visited  the  Church 
people  in  Monroe  twice,  those  at  Bath  twice,  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  to  two  persons  in  Monroe,  baptized  one  child  in  Bath, 
and  canvassed  the  town  of  Benton. 

Summarizing  the  work,  we  have  to  report  eight  baptisms,  six  cele- 
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brations  of  Holy  Communion,  twelve  services  outside  parochial  limits, 

five  services  within  parochial  limits  with  addresses  on  missions ;  one 

town  thoroughly  canvassed  and  two  towns  in  part ;  all  Church  families 

in  Bath,  Benton,  and  Monroe  visited;  probably, also,  those  in  Lyman, 

Stark,  and  Stratford.

REPORT   OF   THE   COMMISSION    ON  THE  HOUSE  TO 
HOUSE  CANVASS  OF  THE  STATE. 

There  are  240  towns  in  the  state.  We  have  regular  services  in  37, 
occasional  services  in  5,  and  summer  services  in  15.  We  have  can. 
vassed  thoroughly  by  the  visitation  of  every  house  or  about  every 
house  34,  and  we  have  partially  canvassed  24 ;  25  are  included  under 
two  heads  given  above,  so  that  we  have  touched  more  or  less  90,  leav- 
ing 1 50  of  which  we  have  no  knowledge,  and  206  in  which  we  have 
not  completed  the  canvass. 

During  the  past  year  16  towns  have  been  thoroughly  canvassed,  and 
10  partially  canvassed.  Our  work  year  after  year  necessarily  overlaps 
previous  reports,  since  partial  work  is  made  thorough  work  in  some 
cases.  During  the  past  year  we  have  certainly  gotten  at  the  facts  as 
to  the  religious  condition  of  about  34,000  people,  and  have  added  to 
the  communicant  roll  of  the  Diocese  148  names:  there  have  been 
found  in  addition  several  hundred  of  baptized  persons  not  included  in 
that  number. 

The.  objects  of  the  canvass  are — first,  to  find  out  our  own  isolated 
people;  second,  to  learn  religious  conditions  in  the  localities  can- 
vassed ;  third,  to  distribute  Prayer  Books.  We  can  report  that  the 
canvassers  have  everywhere  been  received  with  cordiality,  and  that  in 
addition  to  pastoral  work  done  during  the  canvass  we  have  been  able 
in  some  cases  incidentally  to  assist  by  the  information  obtained  the 
religious  bodies  working  in  the  localities  visited.

Stated  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  were  held  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  April,  and  July. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  committee  in  July  there  were  present  the  Rev.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

The  public  school  system,  under  whatever  modification  it  may  here- 
after receive,  is  the  accepted  and  approved  system  of  elementary  edu- 
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cation  in  this  country.  And  your  committee,  so  far  as  their  personal 
observations  go,  find  that  our  public  school  teachers  in  New  Hamp- 
shire are  almost  without  exception  conscientious  men  and  women,  and 
that  they  exercise  a  distinct  religious  influence  in  their  schools,  and  im- 
part a  religious  tone  to  the  instruction  they  give.  If  a  teacher  should  be 
irreligious  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  scholars  will  soon  become  aware 
of  it,  and  your  committee  desire  at  this  time  to  call  attention  to  the 
\try  great  importance  of  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  church  people 
everywhere  to  secure  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  religious  teachers  in 
our  schools. 

But  your  committee  desire  to  go  further  and  inquire  whether  some 
formal  and  definite  religious  or  ethical  instruction  is  not  essential,  and 
is  not  possible  in  our  public  schools. 

At  the  recent  General  Convention  a  prominent  speaker,  and  one  of 
well  known  liberality,  said:  *•  The  children  of  the  Republic  to-day  are 
taught,  at  the  public  expense,  almost  everything  except  the  simple 
truths  summed  up  in  the  Church  Catechism  in  answer  to  the  questions, 
*What  is  thy  duty  towards  God,'  and  'What  is  thy  duty  towards 
thy  Neighbor.'  In  neither  of  these  answers  is  there  a  single  sentence 
that  need  disturb  the  susceptibilities  of  any  Christian  man,  Roman 
Catholic  or  Protestant ;  nay,  the  Hebrew  might  assent.  Why  is  not 
that  simple  teaching  instilled  into  the  tender  minds  of  the  children  of 
our  land?  You  know  perfectly  well  why.  You  know  perfectly  well 
wky  it  is  that  a  little  knot  of  agnostics  is  able  to  defy  the  armies  of  the 
living  God.     It  is  because  those  armies  are  divided.'- 

Now  that  the  nation  has  by  the  great  crime  against  its  late  president 
been  startled  into  a  deeper  consideration  of  the  whole  subject  of  rev- 
erence for  law  and  government,  your  committee  deem  this  to  be  an 
opportune  time  to  invite  a  study  of  the  question  of  teaching  the  chil- 
dren in  our  public  schools  their  civil  as  a  part  of  their  moral  and  relig- 
ious duties  in  a  formal  and  systematic  way. 

As  one  resource,  outside  of  the  public  school  system,  for  which  we 
cannot  be  too  thankful,  your  committee  desire  to  recommend  confi- 
dently and  earnestly  the  Diocesan  School  for  Boys  at  Holderness,  and 
S.  Mary's  School  at  Concord.  The  founding  of  these  schools  was 
discussed  at  an  early  stage  in  the  committees  of  this  Convention. 

Your  committed  would  also  recommend  that  a  Commission  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop,  to  consist  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen, 
to  take  into  consideration,  ( i )  whether  or  not  public  attention  should 
now  be  called  to  any  defects  in  our  public  school  system  as  regards 
the  all-important  subject  of  the  development  of  character.     And  (2) 
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whether  any  practical  suggestions  can  be  made  as  regards  the  taking 

of  measures  to  supply  such  defects.

HOLDERNESS  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

It  is  with  deep  gratitude  to  the  giver  of  all  blessings  and  growth,  that 
the  trustees  of  Holderness  School  for  Boys  present  their  annual  report 
once  more  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
year  has  been  one  of  exceptional  progress  in  every  department  of  the 
school  life. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Knowlton  Endowment  Fund  has  made  pos- 
sible the  payment  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  indebtedness  which 
was  incurred  before  the  receipt  of  this  fund,  and  it  is  proposed  to  con- 
tinue to  reduce  this  indebtedness  steadily,  out  of  the  income  of  the 
fund,  until  the  school  be  wholly  free  from  encumbrance. 

But  besides  this  reduction  of  the  debt,  which  must  remain  a  chief 
care  of  those  who  have  charge  of  the  interests  of  the  school,  the  most 
pressing  needs,  those  requiring  immediate  attention,  have  been  sup- 
plied to  a  certain  extent,  as,  for  example,  the  outside  woodwork  of  all 
the  buildings  has  been  painted,  greatly  increasing  the  beauty  and 
attractiveness  of  the  school  as  it  is  seen  from  the  highway  leading 
from  Plymouth.  In  addition,  certain  other  improvements,  such  as  the 
purchase  of  a  new  set  of  china  for  the  dining-roofti,  have  been  made 
for  the  convenience  of  the  household. 

But  our  chief  cause  for  joy  and  thankfulness,  this  year,  lies  in  the 
fact  that  more  new  boys  have  entered  the  school,  and  that  we  have 
now   a  larger  number  of  boys  altogether  than  for  many  years  past. 
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There  are  now  between  forty  and  fifty  boys  at  Holderness,  and  the 
outlook  for  the  future  is  most  encouraging.  The  tone  of  the  school  is 
excellent.  It  never  was  better.  The  increasing  number  of  boys  has 
brought  us  a  corresponding  strengthening  of  the  wholesome  and  manly 
temper  which,  under  the  present  Rector,  has  become  more  and  more 
the  distinguishing  characteristic  of  the  school. 

The  teaching  staff  has  undergone  the  following  changes :  Mr.  Her- 
bert S.  Rogers  has  left  us,  and  his  duties  have  been  assumed  by  Mr. 
Robert  F.  Leavens.  In  addition  the  staff  has  been  increased  by  the 
coming  of  Mr.  T.  T.  Weeks. 

And  now  one  word  as  to  the  needs  of  Holderness.  The  Knowlton 
fund  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  school,  but  it  can  never  do  much 
more  than  insure  the  payment  of  the  running  expenses.  For  the  many 
special  needs  of  a  well-equipped  school  we  must  look  to  Church  peo- 
ple for  means  to  supply  them.  For  example,  just  now  we  ought  to 
have  some  hundreds  of  dollars  to  provide  a  proper  athletic  field,  to 
beautify  the  school  grounds  for  which  nature  has  already  done  not  a 
little,  and  to  meet  other  real  needs  which  we  are  unable  of  ourselves 
to  supply.  So,  again  this  year  we  commend  Holderness  School  to  the 
people  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  all  church  people  who  have  the  cause  of 
Christian  education  at  heart,  that,  through  generous  aid,  this  good 
work  may  be  enlarged  and  developed  to  the  utmost.

S.  MARY'S  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

In  the  case  of  a  great  school  with  members  in  large  numbers,  an 
increase  of  between  thirty  and  forty  per  cent,  would  involve  larger 
figures  and  a  formidable  demand  upon  accommodations  and  resources. 
The  inconveniences  do  not  become  oppressive  where  the  number  is 
small,  but  such  an  increase  is  just  as  full  of  suggestion  as  to  the  sue- 
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cess  already  attained  and  of  promise  for  the  future.  As  it  is  not  cus- 
tomary to  name  such  percentages  except  in  regard  to  large  numbers, 
a  report  in  that  form  with  the  number  of  members  of  S.  Mary's  School 
as  a  basis  would  be  misleading.  And  yet  it  is  true  that  such  a  state- 
ment would  be  correct,  and  true  also  that  the  growth  is  wholesome 
and  real,  indicative  of  a  freshening  life  and  an  increasing  prosperity 
under  the  able  and  painstaking  administration  of  Miss  Isabel  M.  Parks 
as  Principal. 

Full  measure  of  faithful  work  has  been  done  in  all  the  departments. 
In  that  of  art,  under  Miss  Bertha  Niles,  a  new  feature  has  been  the 
forming  of  an  art  class  to  which  all  may  be  admitted  who  wish  without 
extra  charge,  so  that  every  member  of  the  school  has  now  the  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  the  elements  of  drawing. 

Since  the  close  of  the  school  at  the  end  of  the  last  academic  year. 
Miss  Bennett  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  has  taken  charge  of  the  department  of 
French.  Miss  Bennett,  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  College,  brings  to 
the  work  of  her  department  a  very  complete  equipment  of  general  cul- 
ture and  of  training  in  her  specialty,  and  is  a  most  valuable  addition 
to  the  staff  of  the  school. 

The  department  of  which  Miss  Bennett  assumes  the  charge  wa^  left 
vacant  by  the  lamentable  death  of  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Montague  Gain- 
forth,  the  first  Principal  of  the  school. 

Miss  Gainforth  came  to  us  a  stranger  to  all,  being  received  simply 
upon  the  consideration  of  the  recommendations  made  by  persons  of 
the  highest  standing  and  responsibility.  She  immediately  took  a 
commanding  and  thoroughly  recognized  place  among  leading  educa- 
tors, and  won  the  high  regard  of  all  who  came  to  know  her  and  to  ap- 
preciate her  attainments,  ability,  and  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  education.  This  to  her  was  something  more  than  simply 
storing  the  mind  ;  it  meant  in  her  understanding  of  her  responsibilities 
and  in  her  high  ambition,  the  culture  of  heart  and  soul  as  well.  She 
won  the  warm  affection  of  her  associates  and  pupils,  and  the  unquali- 
fied esteem  and  personal  regard  of  those  whose  privilege  it  was  to 
know  her.  While  most  unassuming  and  simple  in  manner  and  in  all 
her  carriage  of  herself  towards  others,  there  was  a  dignity  which  com- 
manded respect,  and  an  engaging  and  refined  cordiality  that  was  most 
winning.  Her  death  was  felt  as  a  keen  bereavement  by  all  the  mem- 
bers and  graduates  of  the  school,  as  well  as  by  her  associates  in  its 
administration,  and  hardly  less  by  those  without.  The  very  company 
assembled  to  pay  the  last  tokens  of  respect  and  affection  at  her  funeral 
was  in  itself  a  striking  testimonial  to  her  singular  worth.     The  mem- 
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ory  and  tradition  of  her  gracious  personality  remain  a  benediction  to 
the  school,  treasured  by  all  who  came  within  the  circle  of  her  gentle 
and  genial  influence. 

During  the  past  year,  as  Miss  Parks  reports,  the  school  was  unusu- 
ally favored  in  opportunities  for  improvement  and  enjoyment.  Among 
those  outside  the  school  the  most  highly  appreciated  were  the  delight- 
ful and  instructive  afternoons  furnished  by  the  Concord  Woman's  Club 
at  its  public  meetings. 

Within  the  school  there  were  lectures  and  talks  by  Miss  Margaret 
Morley,  Mrs.  Anna  Spencer  Frost,  and  Mrs.  Jackson;  also  by  the 
Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  by  Rev.  Drs.  Roberts 
and  Hill,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  William  Lloyd  Himes  and  James 
Goodwin. 

Gifts  of  books  were  received  from  Bishop  Niles,  from  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  at  Washington,  from  the  Hon.  Frank  A.  Hill,  and 
from  the  Rev.  William  Lloyd  Himes. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Drumm  and  Mr.  W. 
H.  Foster  S.  Mary's  enjoyed  for  one  year  the  use  of  a  telephone,  and 
this  most  useful  service  is  continued  to  the  school  by  vote  of  the 
trustees. 

The  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson,  Rector  of  S.  Thomas's  Church,  Dover, 
was  elected  a  member  of  this  board  at  the  last  annual  meeting. 

The  school  has  won  and  fully  maintains  a  high  place  among  its  sis- 
ter institutions.  Its  affairs  are  administered  wisely  and  economically 
by  those  holding  its  executive  offices.  Its  bills  for  the  year  last  past 
are  paid.  It  remains  for  the  people  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  and 
outside  of  it  to  recognize  its  peculiar  claims  upon  their  benefactions 
and  their  patronage.  It  is  the  only  Church  School  for  girls  now  open 
in  all  the  three  northern  dioceses  of  New  England.

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The  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson  made  the  following  report  for 
the 

SUNDAY-SCHOOL  COMMISSION. 

The  objects  of  the  commission  have  been  (i)  to  collect  information 
with  respect  to  present  conditions  of  Sunday-school  work  in  the  Dio- 
cese; (2)  to  create  and  stimulate  an  intelligent  interest  in  religious 
work  for  children. 

Information  has  been  gathered  by  means  of  a  list  of  questions  sent 
to  each  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  having  a  Sunday-school  in  charge. 
A  fairly  satisfactory  response  has  been  received,  and  the  information 
will  be  of  value  to  the  future  work  of  the  commission. 

Interest  has  been  aroused  (1)  by  personal  inter\'iews  with  those  in 
charge  of  Sunday-schools,  especially  concerning  problems  and  meth- 
ods; (2)  by  articles  in  the  Fly- Leaf  2iViA.  elsewhere,  calling  attention 
to  the  work ;  (3)  by  certain  questions  in  the  list  previously  mentioned, 
which  questions  were  designed  to  help  the  clergy  candidly  to  face  their 
own  situation,  rather  than  to  elicit  information ;  (4)  by  public  confer- 
ences, one  of  which  was  held  in  Nashua,  another  at  convocation  in 
Danbury,  and  a  third  has  been  arranged  for  at  Manchester.  The  way 
is  now  open  for  many  similar  conferences. 

The  committee  believe  that  the  work  of  the  commission  ought  to  be 
continued  with  vigilance  and  care.  The  Sunday-school  is  a  vital  part 
of  the  church,  and  the  situation  is  not  satisfactory.  A  well-laid  plan 
is  needed  to  arouse  the  Diocese  to  aggressive  and,  in  some  measure, 
uniform  work.  Parochial  inertia,  aided  by  deeply  rooted  conservatism, 
is  so  great  that  years  of  wisest  management  may  probably  be  required 
to  bring  the  Sunday-school  up  to  the  standard  of  other  church  work. 

The  commission  received  from  a  friend  one  B.  &  M.  mileage  book, 

to  be  used  in  doing  Sunday-school  work.     This,  and  some  more,  has 

been  used  by  the  chairman  of  the  commission.     There  have  been  no 

other  contributions,  and  other  expenses  have  been  defrayed  by  the 

members  themselves.

Each  parish  entitled  to  representation  in  this  Convention 
may  send  one  delegate ;  if  a  parish  have  more  than  twenty  and  not 
more  than  fifty  communicants  it  may  send  two  delegates ;  if  it  have 
more  than  fifty  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  communicants  it  may 
send  three  delegates;  and  if^* 

The  report  was  adopted  and  lays  over  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion for  final  action. 

The  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hale  moved  that  the  committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  be  discharged,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  Rev.  James  B.  Goodrich  moved  that  the  special  com- 
mission on  Summer  Churches  be  discharged,  and  the  motion 
prevailed. 

On  motion,  it  was  Voted^  That  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee on  Canons,  with  the  Secretary,  prepare  the  copy  and  procure 
the  printing  of  the  digest  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  au- 
thorized by  this  Convention.

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The  year  that  ends  to-day  for  the  Orphans'  Home  has  been,  thank 
God,  without  serious  sickness  or  distress  of  any  kind.  There  have 
been  the  same  needs  and  trials  as  ever,  the  same  demands  for  faithful 
devotion  to  the  round  of  duties,  for  unceasing  care,  and  for  hope  and 
confidence.  We  have  had  many  mercies  to  be  thankful  for ;  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  we  are  fain  to  believe,  has  rested  upon  our  charitable 
work.  We  humbly  trust  that  in  sheltering,  clothing,  feeding,  and 
training  for  respectable  lives  the  orphan  boys  and  girls  gathered  in  the 
Home  we  are  fulfilling  the  mind  of  Christ,  our  Master,  and  that  He 
will  accept  such  service  as  done  to  Himself. 

Mrs.  Moreland  and  her  associates,  as  the  years  go  on,  deserve  in- 
creasingly the  sympathy  and  confidence  of  the  friends  of  the  Home. 
They  continue  instant  in  devoted  labors  for  the  children  entrusted  to 
their  care.  May  the  good  Lord  reward  them  for  all  their  faithful  ser- 
vice and  sacrifices.  Miss  Geikie,  who  has  been  connected  with  the 
Home  for  several  years,  left  in  the  winter  on  account  of  health.  Her 
place  has  been  filled  by  Miss  Babcock. 

Thirty-eight  children  have  made  up  the  family:  21  boys,  17  girls. 
Seven  children  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home  during  the  year  and 
six  children  have  left.  The  greatest  care  is  taken  in  regard  to  those 
who  leave,  to  see  that  they  have  good  homes  and  suitable  occupations. 
One  of  the  trustees,  Hon.  Hiram  A.  Tuttle,  has  in  several  instances 
given  personal  attention  to  procuring  for  boys  old  enough  to  go  away, 
places  where  they  would  be  trained  in  farm  work  and  have  kind  and 
proper  looking  after. 

The  present  number  of  children  is  38.  We  could  largely  add  to 
this  number  if  our  means  and  accommodations  were  sufficient. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  the  desirability  of  having 
separate  homes  for  the  boys  and  girls  was  discussed,  and  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  make  inquiries  in  regard  to  a  suitable  location  for  a 
home  for  the  boys,  comprising  farm  and  dwelling-house,  and  not  more 
remote  from  Concord  than  six  or  seven  miles.  In  many  respects,  sep- 
arate homes  for  the  boys  and  girls  would  secure  better  training  and 
arrangements  for  each  class,  and  would  remove  certain  grave  diffi- 
culties. Several  persons  having  large  and  varied  experience  in  the 
management  of  orphans'  homes  have  urged  strongly  the  separation  of 
the  boys  from  the  girls  into  different  families,  as  essential  to  the  true 
success  of  the  work. 

The  chaplain,  the  Rev.  J.  K.  Tibbits,  has  given  invaluable  help 
during  the  year,  not  only  by  the  ministration  of  his  office,  but  also  by 
his  unfailing  sympathy  and  wise  counsel  and  help. 

We  have  been  informed  that  the  trustees  of  the  Pearson  fund  will 
shortly  pay  to  us  the  interest  due  on  the  bequest.  This  money 
will  not  only  supply  a  deficiency  of  JI500  in  the  income  of  the  past 
year  which  has  been  temporarily  met  by  borrowing  from  deposits  in 
savings  banks  set  apart  from  the  permanent  fund,  but  will  also  further 
the  removal  of  the  old  dilapidated  building  now  used  for  school-room 
and  work-shop,  and  the  repair  or  demolition  of  the  windmill  which  is 
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in  a  dangerous  condition.  There  are  many  things  to  be  done  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Home  and  for  enlarging  its  usefulness.  For  these 
things  we  must  pray  and  wait.  When  God  is  ready,  He  will  send  the 
pitiful  and  large-hearted  givers  to  supply  our  needs. 

The  Home  has  been  indebted  to  many  persons  during  the  past  year 
for  generous  gifts,  for  kindly  deeds  and  service  rendered  freely,  for 
active  sympathy  and  interest.  We  would  gladly  name  them  all,  did 
time  permit.  May  God  make  their  benevolence  the  seed  which  shall 
bring  forth  abundant  blessings  for  themselves.  The  Father  which 
seeth  in  secret  shall  reward  them  openly. 

Finally,  pray  for  the  Home,  that  through  the  gifts  of  charitable 
persons  the  work  may  be  preserved  and  enlarged,  and  that  an  in- 
creased number  of  fatherless  children  may  be  helped  by  means  of  it. 

Pray  for  the  Home,  that  Christ's  work  may  be  done  there  in  His 
spirit,  and  with  His  methods.  The  effectual,  fervent  prayer  of  a 
righteous  man  availeth  much.

A  quorum  being  present,  the  President  shall  announce  the  Conven- 
tion duly  organized ;  after  which  the  first  business  shall  be  the  election  of  a 
Secretary,  except  in  the  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  when  a  Presi- 
dent shall  be  first  elected,  according  to  Article  7  of  the  Constitution.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  The  Holy  Communion  shall  be  celebrated  on  every  morning  of  the 
session  of  the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  he  shall  call  the  Convention  to- 
order,  and  every  member  shall  remain  in  his  seat  unless  he  rise  to  address 
the  chair. 

3.  The  President  shall  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other 
members,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Convention  by  any  member. 

4.  When  the  Convention  is  equally  divided,  the  President  shall  decide 
the  question  by  his  vote ;  and  when  his  vote,  given  in  the  minority,  shall  make 
an  equal  division,  it  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  vote,  and  in  such  case  the  ques- 
tion  shall  be  lost. 

5.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  upon  any  question,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  himself  to 
the  President. 

6.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Convention. 

.7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention 
without  leave,  if  he  be  able  to  attend. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question  without 
leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  wishing 
to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

9.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  a  question  is  put 
shall  give  his  vote,  unless  excused  for  special  reasons  before  a  division. 

10.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Pres- 
ident before  being  debated,  and  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  so  required  by 
the  President. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to 
adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit,  to 
amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely — which  several  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

12.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order ;  that,  and  the  motion 
to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  always  be  decided  without  debate. 

13.  When  a  motion  has  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  the  negative,, 
it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  majority  to  move  for  a  reconsider- 
ation thereof  on  the  sanle  day. 

14.  No  question  shall  be  taken  on  any  report,  unless  upon  a  motion  to 
print  or  recommit  it ;  but  reports  shall,  as  of  course,  lie  upon  the  table.  If 
a  committee  deem  any  action  of  the  Convention  desirable,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  present,  in  writing,  such  Resolutions,  Acts,  or  Canons,  as  they  may 
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think  proper  to  offer,  which  only  shall  be  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

15.  Clergymen  officiating  in  this  Diocese,  but  not  canonically  members 
of  this  Convention,  visiting  clergymen  in  good  standing,  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  and  licensed  Lay  Readers  of  this  Diocese,  and  officers  of  the  Dio- 
cese not  delegates  from  any  parish  or  mission  shall,  on  their  names  being 
recorded  by  the  Secretary,  be  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  without 
the  right  to  vote. 

16.  The  Rules  of  Order  and  the  Order  of  Proceedings  shall  be  printed 
with  the  Journal  of  last  Convention.

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PROCEEDINGS. 


The  One  Hundred  and  First  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, assembled  in  Centennial  session  in  the  chapel  of  S. 
John's  Church,  Portsmouth,  Wednesday  afternoon,  November 
19,  1902,  at  2  :30  o'clock. 

The  Right  Reverend  President,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
called  the  Convention  to  order  and  to  prayer. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  as  prepared  by  the 
Bishop,  was  called  by  the  secretary  of  the  Convention  of  1901, 
and  those  whose  names  afe  marked  with  an  asterisk  (pages 
494-496)  answered  to  their  names,  or  were  present  during  the 
Convention.

The  Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hale 
and  the  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Ticknor  such  committee. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  request  of  the  joint  committee 
of  the  two  Houses  of  General  Convention  upon  the  change  of 
name  of  the  Church,  embodied  in  a  series  of  resolutions  asking 
action  of  this  Convention  upon  the  same.  * 

Mr.  Edward  C.  Niles  favored  action  upon  the  request,  and 
moved  that  it  be  made  the  special  order  for  to-morrow  morning. 

The  motion  was  adopted.

Mr.  Edwin  A.  Himes  read  the  following 

REPORT  OF  THE   REGISTRAR. 

The  office  of  Registrar  of  this  Diocese  was  created  by  the  conven- 
tion of  1859,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  William  Stevens  Perry,  then  Rec- 
tor of  the  young  S.  Luke's  church,  Nashua,  afterward  Bishop  of  Iowa. 
The  Canon  »'  Of  a  Registrar  of  this  Diocese,"  adopted  at  his  sugges- 
tion, is  too  long  to  be  given  here.  It  called  for  what  in  present  day 
terms  is  known  as  a  "  strenuous'^  person,  strongly  imbued  with  the 
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historical  instinct,  and  carried  away  with  the  passion  of  the  **  collec- 
tor/^ in  any  wise  adequately  to  fulfil  its  stringent  requirements. 
Bishop  Perry  was  such  a  person,  as  appears  in  his  subsequent  volum- 
inous and  most  valuable  work  as  a  historian.  But  we  had  the  benefit 
of  his  genius  for  a  little  while  only.  He  had  made  but  two  annual  re- 
ports when  he  was,  in  1861,  called  to  another  Diocese.  .  In  the  later 
report  he  said : 

••  The  Diocese  has  but  to  continue  the  gathering  together  these 
fragmentary  annals  of  Church  history  to  secure  a  unique  assortment  of 
material  for  future  students  and  inquirers.'^ 

I  think  I  may  say  that  we  have  not  since  had  any  person  in  the  Dio- 
cese who  possessed  all  of  Bishop  Perry's  gifts  as  a  Registrar.  But  the 
impulse  given  to  this  work  by  him  has  never  been  wholly  lost.  And 
while  our  collection  to-day  may  not  be  •*  unique,"  it  is  certainly  of  no 
small  value  **for  the  use  of  the  student  and  inquirer"  in  Church 
history. 

On  the  removal  of  Mr.  Perry  the  Registrar's  work  was  committed  to 
Mr.  Horace  A.  Brown,  who  had  already  been  Secretary  of  the  Diocese 
four  years.  Mr.  Brown  had  not  time  for  the  work  of  collecting,  but 
undertook  to  care  for  whatever  documents  came  to  his  hands  until 
some  one  would  accept  the  larger  labor  pertaining  to  the  office.  But 
a  considerable  addition  was  made  to  our  archives  in  the  seventeen 
years  he  had  them  in  charge. 

The  third  Registrar  was  the  Rev.  Hall  Harrison,  chosen  in  1878, 
who  quite  entered  into  the  spirit  of  Bishop  Perry.  His  one  Report, 
printed  in  the  Journal  for  1879,  ^^  ^^^^'  interesting  reading,  with  its 
spice  of  reproof  and  exhortation  for  the  Diocese.  But  the  account  of 
the  work  done  by  him  during  the  year  made  it  impossible  for  any 
offence  to  be  taken.  The  Convention  expressed  its  deep  regret  that 
Mr.  Harrison  was  leaving  the  Diocese,  and  gave  him  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  for  both  his  work  and  his  account  of  it. 

The  Rev.  Lucius  Waterman  was  immediately  chosen  Registrar. 
That  versatile  scholar  bestowed  the  same  large  bounties  of  time,  labor, 
and  money  upon  this  work  which  in  other  relations  have  contributed 
so  much  to  our  Diocesan  progress.  To  him  we  owe  the  publication 
of  the  ••Journals  of  the  first  twenty-eight  Conventions  of  the  Diocese 
of  New  Hampshire,  from  1802  to  1828,  never  before  printed,  together 
with  a  reprint  of  later  Journals  [1829-1844],  to  the  consecration  of 
the  first  Bishop."  For  many  years  men  had  been  saying  this  ought  to 
be  done,  but  to  Dr.  Waterman  we  owe  it  that  it  is  done  and  well  done. 
The  cost  of  this  publication  fell,  I  believe,  chiefly  if  not  wholly  upon 
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the  Registrar,  and  the  labor,  which  can  hardly  be  appreciated  save  by 
those  who  have  done  similar  work,  was  wholly  his.  Besides  this,  Dr. 
Waterman  added  largely  to  the  store  of  documents  in  our  collection, 
chiefly  in  the  way  of  rare  things,  or  of  pamphlets  needed  to  complete 
files.  On  his  removal  to  Minnesota  in  1885!  the  Rev.  Wm.  Lloyd 
Himes  was  chosen  fifth  Registrar.  He  was  succeeded  in  1896  by  Mr. 
George  P.  Cleaves.  Mr.  Cleaves  took  no  small  pains  to  gather  alt 
current  documents  containing  the  annals  of  the  Church  in  this  land, 
which  work  I  am  sure  will  be  appreciated  by  this  Convention.  On  his 
removal  from  the  Diocese  a  few  months  since  the  Bishop  reappointed 
Mr.  Himes  to  serve  until  the  Convention  should  have  opportunity  to 
select  Mr.  Cleaves's  successor. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  most  of  the  current  Journals 
of  Diocesan  Conventions.  We  are  particularly  indebted  to  the  follow- 
ing persons  and  institutions  for  favors  received  :  To  Bishop  Peterkin 
of  West  Virginia,  for  his  unique  Diocesan  history,  the  illustrated  story 
not  only  of  the  present  Diocese  of  West  Virginia,  but  also  of  earlier 
days  of  the  mother  Diocese,  especially  of  that  portion  included  in  the 
newer  jurisdiction.  It  is  a  most  valuable  contribution  to  the  annals  of 
the  Church. 

We  owe  thanks  also  to  the  Bishops  of  Michigan  City,  of  Duluth,  of 
Laramie,  and  New  Hampshire.  To  the  Rev.  Frederick  E.  Bennett 
of  Arizona,  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Seabury,  d.  d.,  of  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Hart,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Holworthy 
of  western  Texas,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Frisbie  of  Michigan,  the  Rev.  Geo. 
Grant  Smith  of  Kentucky,  to  Mr.  Robert  M.  Elgin  of  Texas,  to  Thi 
Churchman^  to  The  Living  Church,  and  to  The  ChUrch  Standard \  to 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  to  S.  Mary's  School  at  Concord, 
and  to  the  Church  Periodical  Club  of  New  York,  which  through  its 
secretary,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Chapin,  and  its  agent  in  Concord,  has  rendered 
us  important  service. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  the  Diocesan  Library  and 
the  older  Parish  Library  of  S.  PauPs  Church,  Concord,  are  now  com- 
bined with  that  under  the  care  of  the  Registrar.  There  are  now 
1,105  bound  volumes  on  our  shelves  at  the  State  building.  I  have  not 
actually  counted  the  pamphlets  and  other  unbound  material,  but  there 
are  probably  not  less  than  1,200  such  pieces.  About  fifty  volumes  are 
ready  for  the  bindery.  These  are  all,  except  the  very  latest  additions, 
classified  and  indexed  so  that  any  one  of  them  can  be  readily  found. 

These  include,  beside  the  General  Convention  records  and  those  of 
the  various  dioceses,  volumes  of  general  Church  history,  histories  of 
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the  Church  in  this  land,  histories  of  Dioceses,  of  Parishes,  and  of 
Missions,  and  many  volumes  of  Church  periodicals,  containing  detailed 
annals  of  the  Churches  life.  We  have  The  Churchman  complete,  save 
a  single  number,  since  1874,  and  some  broken  volumes  beside.  There 
are  imperfect  sets  of  The  Church  yourual^  of  The  Living  Churchy  and 
The  Church  Standard^  besides  a  good  many  volumes  of  other  weeklies 
of  this  country  and  of  England.  There  are  partial  sets  of  The  Church 
RevieWy  of  The  Church  Eclectic^  and  of  The  Spirit  of  Missions  since 
1846,  many  of  the  latter  being  from  the  library  of  the  late  (ieorge  L. 
Balcom,  by  whom  they  were  highly  prized.  Besides  these  are  books 
of  reference,  biographies,  and  theological  works. 

Our  files  of  Convention  Journals  since  1870  are  very  nearly  complete, 
and  in  the  case  of  forty  dioceses  we  have  full  sets.  Of  many  of  the 
others  we  lack  the  records  of  their  earlier  years,  now  out  of  print, 
which  probably  can  never  be  had  until  they  are  republished,  perhaps 
by  private  enterprise,  as  were  our  own. 

The  cost  to  the  Convention  of  this  collection  of  books  and  pamph- 
lets has  been  just  twenty  dollars.  In  1897  an  annual  appropriation  of 
ten  dollars  was  voted  to  be  expended  at  the  discretion  of  the  histori. 
ographer.  But  after  two  years,  the  Diocese  being  somewhat  embar- 
rassed financially,  the  Registrars  thought  it  well  to  do  their  work  as  best 
they  might  at  their  own  charges.  However,  when  recently  applica- 
tion was  made  to  the  treasurer  for  a  portion  of  the  sum  granted  by  the 
Convention,  that  official  declined  to  make  any  payment  on  that  ac- 
count, but  only  because  he  doubted  if  he  had  been  authorized  to  do  so. 
If  the  Convention  will  formally  authorize  the  treasurer  to  pay  the  sum 
appropriated  to  the  Registrar  it  will  be  of  no  small  advantage  in  his 
work. 

There  are  no  doubt  stored  away  upon  book  shelves,  or  even  in  the 

garrets  of  our  New  Hampshire  folk,  many  books  and  pamphlets  and 

back   numbers   of  periodicals  which  are  of  no  particular  use  to  the 

owners  but  of  large  value  in  a  library  like  ours,  designed  chiefly  for 

reference  and  historical  investigation.     We  can  now  offer  to  place  all 

such  documents  where  they  will  be  as  secure  for  the  time  to  come  as 

human  care  can  make  them,  and  as  free  to  all  readers  and  students  as 

is  consistent  with  their  preservation.     The  Registrar  will  be  glad  to 

correspond  with  any  and  all  who  will  place  such  material  in  his  care, 

and  will  pay  the  transportation  on  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MAN- 
AGERS OF  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  held  four  long  and  busy  meetings  during  the  past 
year.  The  apportionments  for  Diocesan  and  General  Missions  re- 
quired much  anxious  work,  and  have  resulted  in  both  success  and  fail- 
ure. The  failure  we  think  may  be  largely  attributed  to  the  fact  that 
the  plan  was  new,  and  that  the  apportionments  could  not  be  brought 
before  the  people  until  a  large  part  of  the  year  had  passed.  We  were 
asked  to  increase  our  offerings  to  General  Missions  by  $728.06. 
Many  feared  that  we  would  fail  to  do  this  in  the  time  left, — a  result 
that  would  have  seemed  ungrateful  and  inconsiderate  towards  the 
society  that  has  helped  us  all  these  years  and  is  still  doing  so.  We 
are  proud  to  be  one  of  the  eight  dioceses  that  raised  the  full  appor- 
tionment, and  to  know  that  we  gave  $90  more  than  the  sum  asked 
for. 

On  the  other  hand  the  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions  were  $437.46 
less  than  the  expenditures,  the  balance  of  last  year  is  wiped  out  and 
there  is  a  deficit. 

The  very  minimum  of  missionary  work  within  the  Diocese  for  the 
coming  year  will  require  an  expenditure  of  $3,100.  We  dare  not 
make  an  apportionment  for  less.  Not  one  of  you  would,  with  knowl- 
edge of  the  facts,  vote  to  cut  out  a  single  item  of  proposed  expendi- 
ture. And  in  addition  to  this  there  is  the  necessity  of  restoring  the 
balance  of  about  $500,  which  is  essential  to  the  prompt  payment  of 
stipends  all  too  meager. 

The  Board  asked  for  $3,000  last  year.  When  the  apportionment 
was  made,  the  work  at  Rochester  was  still  without  a  permanent  mis- 
sionary, and  therefore  the  sums  actually  named  aggregated  only 
$2,825. 

The  General  Board  of  Missions  has  most  considerately  asked  us 
this  year  for  $1,850  instead  of  for  $2,072.88,  while  we  are  obliged  to 
increase  our  estimates  for  Diocesan  Missions  by  $275. 

The  apportionments  for  both  objects  are  herewith  submitted.  Every 
one  can  see  flaws  in  it ;  but  no  amount  of  tinkering  would  make  it 
perfect.  You  are  earnestly  asked  to  see  that  at  least  the  amount 
specified  is  contributed  to  each  treasury,  and  are  also  urged  to  arouse 
the  generosity  of  individuals  to  make  special  contributions  so  as  to 
restore  our  working  balance.

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REPORT   OF  THE  COMMISSION    ON  THE    HOUSE  TO 
HOUSE  CANVASS  OF  THE  STATE. 

There  are  240  towns  in  the  state.  We  have  regular  services  in  42, 
occasional  services  in  5,  and  summer  services  in  12,  total  of  59.  Of 
these  59  towns  14  have  been  canvassed  by  the  visitation  of  every 
house,  and  12  are  known  to  have  been  partially  canvassed.  Of  the 
remaining  181  towns  48  have  been  canvassed  by  the  visitation  of 
every  house,  and  15  have  been  partially  canvassed.  This  leaves  a  total 
of  118  towns  of  which  we  have  no  real  knowledge  as  against  150  of 
such  towns  reported  last  year.  There  has  been  a  gain  of  28  towns 
completely  canvassed.  About  90  communicants  have  been  added  by 
the  canvass  of  the  past  year  to  the  roll  of  the  diocese. 

The  commission  has  paid  out  for  maps,  and  expenses  of  making  or 
following  up  the  canvass,  $40,  donated  to  it  by  friends.  The  remain* 
ing  expenses,  which  cannot  be  less  than  $175,  have  been  provided  by 
the  workers  themselves  or  their  friends.  The  remarkable  work  done 
by  Mr.  Emery  of  Tilton  and  his  lay  helper,  Mr.  Thurber,  deserves 
special  mention ;  for,  working  out  from  Tilton  as  a  centre,  they  haye 
in  the  past  two  years  visited  every  house  in  35  towns.

by  Rev.  James  C.  Flanders ;  "  The  Tilton  Circuit,"  by  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Stanley  Emery;  and  "The  Outlook,"  by  the  Rev. 
Edward  A.  Renouf,  d.  d.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  closed 
this  very  interesting  meeting  with  a  brief  address  and  prayers. 

SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday  morning,  November  20,  there  was  an  early  celebra- 
tion of  Holy  Communion  in  both  S.  John's  and  Christ  church, 
at  7  o'clock. 

At  9  :  30  o'clock  the  clergy  and  laity  met  in  S.  John's  chapel, 
and,  preceded  by  the  cross  bearer,  the  clergy  in  their  clerical 
robes,  with  the  vested  choir,  walked  in  procession  to  S.  John's 
church,  when  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  Celebrant,  the  Rev.  Henry  E.  Hovey 
Gospeler,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  leV.  Brine  Epistoler.  The 
service  ended,  the  procession  was  re-formed  and  returned  to 
the  chapel  in  like  order.     At  this  service  the  Bishop  read  his 

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

Grace,  mercy,  and  peace  from  (iod  the  Father,  and  from  Our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  be  upon  you,  and  upon  all  the  Israel  of  God  !  May  we, 
and  all  Christian  people,  be  ever  ♦•  looking"  with  prayer  and  in  hope, 
for  our  blessed  Lord's  visible  return.  And  duly  enabled  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  may  no  one  of  us  fail  to  receive  a  •'  crown  of  righteousness"  at 
•*that  day."     Amen  and  Amen. 

When  we  were  last  year  assembled,  our  brother,  the  rector  at  North 
Conway,  w.us  even  then  lying  on  what  soon  proved  to  be  his  bed  of 
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death.  Mr.  Greer  was  a  man  of  note  in  pastoral  w^ys.  Few  men,  or 
none,  have  I  known  who  so  readily  adapted  themselves  to  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men  as  he,  and  who  so  quickly  made  them  glad  to  have 
the  parson  be  of  their  number.  And  he  was  untiring  in  finding  the 
most  remote  homes  of  his  parishioners,  and  in  ministering  to  such 
as  were  sick  or  poor.  In  this  regard  he  has  left  a  place  not  easy  to 
fill.  An  excellent  natural  reader  of  the  service  was  he,  and  devout 
and  serious  in  God's  House  always. 

Mr.  Hardy,  the  senior,  who  very  recently  died  in  Concord,  had 
sought  the  diaconate  only,  and  this  very  late  in  life.  Most  of  his 
years  had  been  spent  as  a  Methodist  minister.  At  one  time  he  was 
Presiding  Elder ;  at  another,  state  Superintendent  of  public  schools. 
After  Mr.  Hardy's  ordination  to  the  diaconate,  he  was  ever  ready  to  do 
any  duty  assigned  to  him,  so  far  as  advancing  years  allowed.  I  think 
he  found  much  comfort  in  the  Church. 

I  am,  as  you  know;  brethren,  accustomed  to  say  some  words  touch- 
ing  those  Bishops  of  the  Church  who  in  any  year  have  been  taken 
away  by  death.  This  I  do  because  few  things  are  more  wholesome 
and  more  refreshing  than  to  contemplate  the  lives  and  virtues  of  good 
men.  I  do  it  for  the  further  reason,  that  it  is  just  to  regard  not  the 
Bishop  of  New  Hampshire  alone  as  your  Bishop,  but  to  recognize  that 
you  have  relations  to  the  whole  body  of  Bishops  as  in  a  right  view  in 
several  things  set  over  you  in  the  Lord. 

Of  your  Bishops  this*year  deceased,  there  are  three :  Bishop  Whit- 
tle of  Virginia,  one  of  the  oldest  Bishops,  long  time  broken  in  health, 
was  a  Christian  gentleman  always,  frank,  honorable,  and  fearing  God 
rather  than  popular  opinion.  If  some  usages  and  theological  ideas 
which  I  deem  sound  and  good  seemed  to  him  hurtful  and  wrong,  he 
was  open  and  downright  in  opposition.  How,  being  the  Virginia 
churchman  that  he  was,  and  the  well-bred  gentleman,  could  it  be  other- 
wise? One  cannot  doubt  that  this  faithful  servant  of  righteousness  is 
now  comforted  in  fuller  visions  of  truth  and  of  his  Lord. 

Bishop  Spalding  has  in  Colorado  toiled  long  and  faithfully.  Many 
difficulties  have  lain  in  his  way.  At  times  a  man  of  fainter  heart  might 
have  lost  heart  utterly.  But,  trusting  steadily  in  God,  in  the  strength- 
ening cheer  that  comes  from  a  beautiful  family  and  home,  the  good 
Bishop  went  on  his  way.  And  to  his  successor  he  transmitted  a  dio- 
cese in  pretty  sound,  healthy  condition.  The  Lord  reward  him  for  all 
his  works ! 

The  diocese  of  Alabama  has  been  very  grievously  afflicted  in  the 
OSS  of  its  young,  loving,  devout,  active  chief  pastor.  Bishop  Barnwell, 
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a  man  greatly  beloved.  So  widely  had  he  in  his  brief  episcopate 
gained  the  esteem  and  the  affectionate  regard  of  his  fellow-citizens, 
that  the  Fund  which  has  been  raised  for  Mrs.  Barnwell  was  suggested 
and  largely  set  forward  by  a  Presbyterian  gentleman  who  had  seen  the 
Bishop's  spirit  and  manner  of  life.  In  his  college  student  days,  my 
affection  went  out  very  strongly  to  him,  and  to  his  brother  who  per- 
ished in  that  dreadful  cyclone  in  Louisville  some  years  ago.  Just  then 
from  the  South,  immediately  after  the  war  was  ended,  and  belonging 
to  a  family  of  distinction  in  South  Carolina,  they  made  friends  every- 
where, and  they  both  formed  for  us  of  the  North  an  attachmeiit  which, 
I  think,  never  grew  slack. 

Of  Dr.  Littlejohn,  who  was  taken  from  earthly  duties  before  our  last 
Convention,  I  desire  at  this  late  day  to  say  a  word.  Bishop  Littlejohn 
always  knew  just  what  he  wanted,  and  in  sentences  stately  rather  than 
terse  he  always  said  just  what  he  meant.  For  learning,  and  for  sobri- 
ety of  judgment  and  philosophic  thought,  his  name  was  known  beyond 
the  seas,  to  which  the  invitation  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  at  Cam- 
bridge University  in  England  testifies.  I  should  think  that  his  dioce- 
san duty  was  strongly  done. 

When  rector  in  New  Haven,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  a  deep  as  well  as  widely  spread  interest  in  personal  religion 
prevailed  in  many  places.  It  was  a  quiet  revival  of  religion,  in  which 
the  working  of  the  good  Spirit  of  God  was  far  more  a  cause  than  any 
human  agencies.  Instead  of  letting  this  pass  by  with  indifference,  or 
with  some  cynical  remark,  and  so  losing  a  priceless  opportunity.  Dr. 
Littlejohn  threw  open  the  doors  of  St.  Paul's  church,  and  every  night 
during  three  weeks,  at  a  preaching  service,  he  delivered  a  powerful 
sermon  upon  Gospel  verities,  and  the  simplest,  and  most  practical 
spiritual  evangelical  themes.  Partly  as  a  result  of  these  sermons  and 
instructions  and  appeals,  about  one  hundred  and  4wenty  persons  came 
to  Confirmation  not  long  afterwards.  Many  of  these  were  students  in 
Yale  college.  One  of  the  persons  then  deeply  impressed  became  a 
devoted  Bishop  in  the  Church. 

Since  this  Address  was  written,  word  conies  of  the  death  of  Dr. 
Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  Bishop  of  Mississippi.  I  have  space  and  time 
only  to  say  that  Dr.  Thompson,  whose  life  in  the  episcopate  has  been 
eminently  a  life  of  burdens,  did  much  for  the  Church  while  a  Presby- 
ter by  many  pamphlets  and  books  which  were  clear,  plain,  vigorous, 
and  of  much  value  to  many  people. 

I  have  this  year  given  my  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Burgess,  D.  D.,  whom  I  years  ago  ordained  to  the  priest- 
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hood,  to  be  Bishop  of  Loog  Island ;  of  my  kinsman,  the  Rev.  Charles 
Sanford  Olmsted,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop-coadjutor  of  Colorado  ;  of  the 
Rev.  Alexander  Hamilton  Vinton.  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  Western 
Massachusetts;  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Mackay-Smith,  D.  D.,  be- 
loved by  me  from  his  college  days,  to  be  Bishop-coadjutor  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Bond  Restarick,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  mis- 
sionary district  of  Honolulu;  of  the  Rev.  James  HearttVan  Buren,  to 
be  Bishop  of  Porto  Rico ;  and  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Tyler  Olmsted, 
D-  D.,  to  be  Bishop-coadjutor  of  Central  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  Skinner  Lassiter  has  been  transferred  to  the 
diocese  of  East  Carolina,  and  the  Rev.  James  Goodwin  to  the  diocese 
of  Connecticut.  The  Rev.  Giles  Herbert  Sharpley  has  been  received 
into  the  diocese  from  Connecticut. 

On  the  27th  day  of  November,  in  the  Mission  of  the  Transfigura- 
tion, Derry,  I  ordained  Mr.  Donald  Browne  to  the  diaconate.  On  St. 
Matthew^s  day  in  Grace  church,  Manchester,  I  advanced  him  to  the 
priesthood.  The  7th  day  of  September,  in  Christ  church.  North  Con- 
way, I  ordained  Mr.  Ernest  St.  Ethelbert  Yates  to  the  diaconate. 

The  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  diocese  are  Arthur  Paul 
Kelley,  B.  A.,  Robert  Merriman,  B.  A.,  and  Mr.  Edward  Everett; 
and  there  are  three  Postulants. 

The  following  persons  have  been  licensed  as  Lay  Readers  for  a 
longer  or  shorter  time  during  the  year.  All  the  licenses  need  to  be 
renewed  at  Advent :  Mr.  Horace  A.  Brown,  Mr.  John  H.  Garvin,  Mr.

In  addition  to  the  parishes  and  missions  in  which  there  has  been 
Confirmation,  I  have  visited  the  following:  The  Mission  of  the  Trans- 
figuration, Derry ;  Christ  Church,  Salmon  Falls ;  St.  Jude's  Mission, 
Franklin  Falls ;  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  East  Weare ;  St. 
Luke's,  Charlestown ;  Trinity,  Claremont ;  St.  Andrews  by  the  Sea, 
Rye  Beach ;  the  Missions  at  Colebrook  and  Riverside  ;  Christ  Church, 
North  Conway ;  Grace  Chapel,  Kearsarge ;  and  St.  Andrew's,  Hop- 
kinton. 

To  sum  up  the  year's  acts :  I  have  ordained  two  to  the  diaconate 
and  one  to  the  priesthood.  I  have  confirmed  292  persons.  I  have 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  eighteen  times.  I  have  preached 
sixty-six  sermons  and  delivered  thirty-three  addresses. 

On  the  19th  of  December,  in  Emmanuel  church,  Boston,  I  was 
present  at  the  Consecration  to  the  Bishopric,  for  the  Philippines,  of 
the  Rev.  Charles  Henry  Brent,  D.  D. 

The  22d  day  of  April,  in  All  Saints'  Church,  Worcester,  I  was 
present  at  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Hamilton  Vinton, 
D.  D.,  to  the  Episcopate.  1  cannot  let  the  mention  of  the  last  Conse- 
cration be  made  without  one  word  of  tribute  to  the  greatly  honorable 
and  generous  action  in  the  whole  matter  of  the  setting  off  and  the 
Endowment  of  the  new  diocese  of  Western  Massachusetts,  on  the 
part  of  the  members  of  the  parent  diocese. 

The  22d  day  of  October,  at  Grace  Church,  Utica,  I  was  one  of  the 
two  Presenting  Bishops  at  the  Consecration  of  my  kinsman,  once  pupil, 
and  long  time  friend,  the  Rev.  Charles  Tyler  Olmsted,  D.  D.,  to  be 
Bishop-coadjutor  of  Central  New  York  ;  'and  I  joined  in  the  laying  on 
of  hands. 
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The  third  week  in  October,  in  my  place  in  the  House  of  Hishops  in 
Philadelphia.  I  joined  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop  for  the  missionary 
District  of  Salina.  And  in  that  noble  city,  whose  very  atmosphere  is 
charged  with  missionary  zeal  and  love,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  a 
very  interesting  session  of  the  Missionary  Council. 

I  have  reluctantly  come  to  think  that  I  ought  not  longer  to  remain  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society.  It  was  with  no  usual  feelings  of  regret  that  in  May 
last  I  withdrew  from  close  association  with  a  body  of  men  of  the 
highest  character,  large  hearted,  unselfish,  wise,  and  just,  after  about 
fifteen  years  of  pretty  regular  attendance  upon  the  monthly  delibera- 
tions in  New  York  of  this  missionary  Board. 

While  considering  things  connected  with  our  Domestic  and  Foreign 
interests,  it  is  a  matter  of  devout  thankfulness  that  in  September  this 
little  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire  was  one  of  the  few,  eight  in  all, 
which  had  contributed  the  full  sum  asked  for  in  the  apportionment,  for 
the  Church  missionary  work  outside  of  the  Diocese. 

A  further  good  thing  is  this :  That  this  result  was  reached,  not  by 
very  large  gifts  from  any  individual  contributor,  but  by  the  offerings  of 
our  congregations  pretty  generally.  We  must  do  at  least  not  less  well 
in  the  year  to  come. 

A  few  remarks  I  will  now  offer,  mostly  touching  this  Diocese.  The 
going  from  us  of  dear  Mr.  Goodwin  in  the  way  of  duty,  as  both  he 
and  I  believed,  after  eleven  years  of  loving,  self-denying,  godly  toil 
with  us,  is  to  me,  and  to  all  our  interests,  a  deplorable  loss.  No  man 
can  ever  more  entirely  win  all  hearts,  and,  I  am  sure,  the  approval  of 
Almighty  God.  Mr.  Niles,  after  three  years  in  the  mission  at  Laconia, 
succeeds  Mr.  Goodwin  in  the  rectorship  at  Nashua.  And  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Sharpley  comes  from  New  Haven  to  Laconia.  These  three  earnest 
priests  and  their  cures  let  us  commend  to  the  favor  of  the  ever 
blessed  Trinity. 

Under  Mr.  Patterson,  the  ministrations  in  Milford  and  in  Wilton,  and 
elsewhere,  have  enjoyed  much  blessing,  and  in  outlying  places  to 
which  he  has  gone,  carrying  the  word  and  sacraments  of  life.  I  wish 
that  the  beautiful  church  of  stone  was  fully  paid  for ;  but  the  people 
seem  to  be  working  on  toward  that  end.  For  Wilton,  too.  I  think 
that  something  is  begun  towards  gathering  money  for  a  church. 

St.  Matthew's  church.  Sugar  Hill,  is  now  clear  of  debt.  That  and 
St.  PeterVin-the-Mount,  at  Eastern  Holderness,  will  be  ready  for 
Consecration  next  summer. 

Mr.  Jenks  of  our  clergy,  now  Professor  of  Divinity  in  Trinity  col- 
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lege,  Toronto,  has  again  lovingly  cared  for  the  little  mission  at  White- 
field,  in  summer. 

Payment  is  completed  upon  the  lot  for  a  church  or  church  house 
in  St.  Mark^s  mission,  Groveton. 

In  and  around  Danbury,  by  the  rector  of  Tilton,  and  his  most  use- 
ful Deaconess,  aided  by  a  most  efficient  Lay  Reader,  and  by  two  zealous 
Christian  women  from  Massachusetts,  to  whom  that  mission  has  owed 
most  from  the  beginning,  a  very  blessed  work  of  good  is  going 
forward. 

In  September,  when  I  visited  Colebrook  and  Riverside,  in  the  north- 
ernmost part  of  this  State,  I  was  greeted  by  not  large  but  earnest  con- 
gregations. A  priest  belonging  to  the  Diocese  of  Quebec,  now, 
however,  removed  to  Maryland,  has  given  some  ministrations  to  our 
scattered  Church  people.  In  the  young  village  of  Riverside,  our  ser- 
vice was  held  in  a  church  house  or  hall,  or  chapel,  which  the  people 
had  lately  erected,  the  only  house  of  worship  in  the  place,  and  this 
not  consecrated,  nor  quite  paid  for.  What  arrangement  we  can  make 
for  pushing  forward  the  mission  work  in  that  farthest  part  of  the 
Diocese  from  the  centres,  and  even  for  continuing  some  fragmentary 
work  meantime,  I  do  not  know. 

In  one  rural  part  of  New  Hampshire,  the  generous  thought  of  an 
eminent  layman  may  perhaps  soon  give  us  a  modest  little  church. 
But  in  the  material  side  of  the  Diocese  the  one  thing  of  large  advance 
actually  accomplished  this  year,  is  the  gift  by  Mr.  Hudson  Eliot  Bridge 
of  St.  Louis,  of  a  very  desirable  piece  of  land  in  the  village  of  WaV- 
pole,  and  the  erection,  now  going  on,  of  a  church  of  stone,  the 
memorial  of  a  beloved  and  beautiful  child.  This  is  not  the  first  very 
large  benefaction  from  this  source  in  the  fair  town  of  Walpole.  Sev- 
eral months  in  summer  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bridge,  with  their  children, 
spend  always  in  their  New  Hampshire  home,  to  our  comfort  and  great 
help. 

Most  of  the  Summer  Congregations  do  now  send  contributions  of 
much  value,  to  our  Diocesan  work,  and,  persons  in  those  congrega- 
tions, for  which  they  must  be  held  in  due  honor,  and  God,  the  Holy 
Spirit,  be  praised.  Rye  Beach,  Dublin,  Jefferson,  and  Bethlehem  are 
eminent  most  years  in  the  largeness  of  their  gifts.  Jefferson,  besides 
other  assistance  in  things  Diocesan,  almost  takes  my  breath  away  by 
continuing  to  furnish  the  full  salary  of  the  missionary  in  parts  adjacent 
the  year  through.  Besides  chief  duty  in  Groveton,  with  Whitefield 
and  parts  of  Jefferson,  in  some  of  the  work  helped  by  Mr.  Carroll  of 
Lancaster,  priest  in  main  charge  of  all  that  region,  and  much  by  our

Deacon  McMaster  of  Berlin,  this  missionary,  Mr.  Adams,  at  my  vis- 
itation, presented  me  at  Groveton  eleven  persons  for  Confirmation, — the 
fruit  of  services  conducted  chiefly  by  him  in  the  village  of  North 
Stratford. 

I  have  to  deplore  the  young  city  of  Rochester  with  even  nothing  yet 
done  to  meet  the  crying  need ;  and  not  less  important  and  insistent  is 
East  Manchester,  almost  a  city  in  itself,  and  springing  forward  ia 
growth.  Here  something  is  done  at  great  disadvantage.  Both  these 
places  ought  at  once  to  have  land  for  a  church,  or  some  kind  of  a 
church  house,  and  a  resident  priest  with  a  soul  aglow  with  heavenly^ 
fire. 

Of  the  brethren  from  without  who  have  the  longest  time  served  us 
in  summer  I  must  name  Dr.  Littell  from  New  York,  Mr.  Kidner,  Mr. 
Sprague,  and  Mr.  F.  B.  Allen,  all  of  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Sill  of  New 
York,  and  Dr.  Tomkins  of  Philadelphia,  to  whom  Rye  Beach  owes 
not  a  little.  Each  one  of  these  brethren  is  the  very  embodiment  of 
love  and  loyalty.  Each  would  omit  nothing  to  strengthen  this  strug- 
gling diocese.  Their  very  presence  with  us  is  always  a  strengthening. 
Nor  will  I  this  year  omit  to  make  mention  of  the  comfort  and  the  aid 
given  me  by  Archbishop  Bryan  of  Long  Island,  who,  not  by  public 
services  only,  in  summer,  but  through  vigilant,  loving  house  to  house 
work  in  and  around  Walpole  did  us  a  world  of  good ;  and,  also,  in  his 
place,  by  the  wise  and  generous  Senior  Warden,  Mr.  Schouler,  of 
Christ  Church,  North  Conway.  In  JafFrey,  too,  and  at  Bethlehem, 
and  at  Sugar  Hill  and  elsewhere  visiting  brethren  have  placed  us 
under  real  obligations. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Schools  I  will  only  say  that  both  are  healthy  in. 
spirit  and  in  working,  and  that  both  have  this  year  increase  in  the 
number  of  scholars, — Holderness  a  very  large  increase. 

You  know,  brethren  of  this  Diocese,  that  I  do  not  regard  the  Church 
as  in  need  of  much  legislation  upon  constitutions  or  canons.  Yoh* 
also  know  how  distressed  I  am  that  the  Church  dares  to  go  triennium 
after  triennium  with  no  Court  of  Appeals  to  which  a  man  who  deems 
himself  wronged  can  go  for  justice.  One  would  think  that  two  Cases^ 
which  have  this  year  gotten  some  notoriety  would  shame  us  away 
from  the  position,  in  substance,  that  if  a  man  be  not  satisfied  with  the 
decision  of  judge  or  jury  in  a  civil  trial  court,  he  can  find  redress  only 
by  prosecuting  the  judge  or  the  members  of  the  jury  for  wrong-doing ! 
How  would  that  look  in  civil  affairs?  Moreover,  if  it  should  come  to 
pass  that,  in  the*  trial  of  a  minister  for  heresy,  four  to  three  in  some 
diocesan  court  should  proclaim  that  it  consists  with  good  faith  for  a. 
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man  in  the  Church's  Orders  to  deny  the  Virgin  Birth  of  our  blessed 
Lord  or  his  literal  Resurrection  in  such  way  as  to  leave  that  sepulchre 
empty,  and  to  retain  his  position  as  one  authorized  to  speak  in  the 
Church's  name,  ought  not  the  Church  of  God  to  be  able,  in  a  regular 
process,  to  protect  herself  from  shielding  false  teachings  in  her  name? 

I  trust,  brethren,  that  by  the  coming  around  of  next  year's  Conven- 
tion, you  will  be  able  to  prepare  a  memorial  to  be  submitted  to  the 
General  Convention  praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, with  or  without  any  relation  to  a  provincial  system  in  this 
Church . 

A  committee,  as  you  know,  was  appointed  by  last  year's  General 
Convention  to  consider  whether  a  change  in  tlie  name  of  the  Church 
is  desirable  at  this  time,  and  if  any  change,  then  what  change.  This 
committee,  to  aid  them  in  the  making  of  their  report,  has  very  prop- 
erly sent  to  every  Bishop  and,  through  the  Convention  secretaries,  to 
every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  request  that  the  Convention  do,  by 
vote,  communicate  to  the  committee  their  opinion  and  wish.  And 
they  ask  that  our  reply  be  sent  to  them  by  next  October.  Whether 
you  will  find  an  opportunity  to  weigh  duly  so  grave  a  matter  and  to 
give  your  reply  at  this  Convention,  it  is  for  you  to  see  and  to  say. 
Should  the  many  things  now  crowding  upon  you  render  due  considera- 
tion impossible,  inasmuch  as,  after  our  next  year's  Convention,  almost 
a  full  year  intervenes  before  that  committee  would  make  its  Report, 
one  would  think  that  deliberate  action  next  year  would  be  in  time  to 
serve  all  purposes  of  the  committee.    You  will  decide  what  now  to  do 

Standing  here,  beloved,  in  this  venerable  parish  and  this  historic 
church,  now  at  the  end  of  a  century  of  our  diocesan  and  conventional 
life,  I  shall  still  leave  to  the  men  chosen  by  your  Committee  of 
Arrangements  all  comments  upon  the  things  of  the  century  now 
ended,  and  the  things  of  the  years  before  a  Convention  existed  in 
New  Hampshire. 

None  the  less,  however,  do  I  deem  it  seemly  that  I,  the  Bishop, 
should  here  bring  some  tribute  to  the  two  Bishops  before  me  to  whom 
New  Hampshire  is  under  large  and  honorable  obligations. 

Bishop  Griswold,  of  the  huge  Eastern  diocese,  held  New  Hamp- 
shire  in  loving  charge.  In  the  slow  transportation  of  those  days  the 
Bishop  could  not  come  very  often  into  all  the  remote  parts  of  his  ju- 
risdiction. His  visitations  and  all  interviews  with  him,  for  the  infre- 
quency  of  them  made  up  in  part  by  their  depth  and  spirituality. 
Bishop  Griswold  was  a  man  patient,  modest,  meek,  and  of  eminent 
holiness.     Almost  the  touch  of  his  garments  as  he  went  among  the 
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people  diffused  purity,  piety,  love  and  all  goodness.  The  esteem  and 
affection  in  which  he  was  held  is  witnessed  by  many  memorial  expres- 
sions of  a  grateful  remembrance  in  several  of  our  older  churches. 

In  coming  to  my  immediate  predecessor,  really  the  First  Bishop  of 
New  Hampshire.  Carlton  Chase,  it  is  true  that  the  Bishop,  like  his 
diocese,  was  wanting  in  those  things  which  sharply  thrust  themselves 
on  the  public  gaze.  Yet  such  elements  of  character  he  had  as  to 
make  up  a  strong,  symmetrical,  influential  man.  Among  his  fellow, 
citizens,  as  in  administering  the  affairs  of  the  Church,  he  was  ac- 
counted a  wise  man,  and  sober,  and  just.  I  have  not  found  Bishop 
Chase  making  any  mistakes.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  perceive, 
CO  opening  for  Church  Services  was  by  him  neglected  into  which, 
with  his  slender  resources  of  men  and  of  money,  he  ought  to  have  en- 
tered. The  work  which  could  here  be  done  by  any  man,  as  Bishop, 
was  then,  as  it  is  now,  and  even  more  than  it  is  now,  very  modest, 
very  humble,  very  uneventful.  What  could  he  do  that  would  produce 
a  ripple  on  the  water's  surface.^  Not  striking  or  exactly  of  a  very  pop- 
ular style  in  preaching,  he  was  grave,  argumentative,  and  a  good 
teacher.  Thoughtful  mer>  heard  him  gladly.  Whenever  in  the  House 
of  Bishops  he  asked,  which  he  not  often  did,  for  the  attention  of  his 
brethren,  he  arose  to  his  full  stature.  He  was  a  man  of  more  than 
six  feet,  of  striking  form,  of  finely  chiseled  features,  and  of  scholarly 
mien.  Standing  firmly  on  his  feet,  he  said  what  he  had  to  say.  He 
always  knew  just  what  it  was.  It  was  sure  to  be  something  worth 
saying.  And  he  always  stopped  when  he  had  said  it.  His  well- 
weighed  words  carried  great  weight. 

As  with  Bishop  Chasers  words  so  it  was  with  his  Acts  in  the  dio- 
cese. Both  were  sure  to  gain  respect.  One  who  knew  intimately 
this  good  Bishop  wrote  down  his  belief  in  these  words :  **  We  hardly 
understand  yet  how  much  we  are  indebted  for  the  present  position  of 
our  Church  in  this  state  to  the  silent,  cautious,  firm,  but  kindly  and 
conciliatory  influence  of  her  First  Bishop."  True  these  words  were 
when  written  down.  To  me  it  is  a  very  real  joy  to  add  my  testimony 
that  now,  after  a  third  of  a  century  has  gone,  they  are  more  manifestly 
true. 

And,  considerable  as  are  the  cares,  the  really  sore  burdens,  and  the 
causes  of  discouragement  now,  a  glad  candor  leads  me  to  say,  that  it 
is  a  light  thing  to  be  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire  to-day  compared 
to  what  it  was  when  Carlton  Chase  came  to  the  task  nigh  sixty  years 
ago. 

Of  the  thirty-two  years  of  my  own  life  in  New  Hampshire,  it  is  fit- 
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test  that  nothing  be  said.  Of  a  single  thing  do  I  desire  here  to  make 
a  solemn  record,  and  that  is,  of  my  mental  attitude  and  my  unvarying 
feeling  towards  the  Christian  people  about  me. 

It  is  nothing  to  say  that  I  have  striven,  as  I  promised  to  do  in  the 
solemn  hour  of  ordination,  to  **  set  forward, ^^  as  much  as  in  me  lay, 
**  quietness  and  peace  among  all  Christian  people/^  Surely  this 
pledge  ought  not  to  be  a  hard  one  to  keep ;  nor  is  it.  To  any  decent, 
well-disposed  man.  to  be  upon  amicable  terms  with  one*s  respectable 
neighbors,  is  an  easy  and  natural  thing. 

But  I  can  find  in  my  thoughts  no  place  for  any  idea  of  poly-church- 
ism. 

These  brethren  are  not  in  my  view,  neighbors  only,  they  are  very 
members  of  my  own  family,  and  of  Christ's  one  Church.  Of  **one 
body,  and  one  spirit,*^  we  have  **one  Lord,  one  Faith,  one  Baptism, 
one  God  and  Father  of  us  all."  Why,  then,  should  we  not  be  breth- 
ren ?  So  far  as  I  can  see,  the  Scriptures  set  out  just  one  way  of  join- 
ing the  Church,  which  way  is  Holy  Baptism.  The  Christian  Church, 
then,  is  the  company  of  the  baptized,  professing  the  Christian  faith. 
••  The  Church  which  is  His  body."  ''As  n^^ny  as  have  been  baptised 
into  Christ  have  put  on  Christ,"  in  Galatians  we  read.  And  simi. 
larly  in  the  sixth  chapter  of  Romans  and  elsewhere.  Therefore  as 
there  is  but  one  Church,  and  as  all  baptized  persons  are  members  of 
that  Church,  how  can  I  account  my  Christian  brethren  as  not  belong- 
ing to  the  same  flock  of  God,  the  same  one  Church,  to  which  I  am 
permitted  to  belong?" 

And,  inasmuch  as  in  ancient  days  the  Bishop  had  loving  care  and 
fervent  prayers  for  all  members  of  the  One  Flock  in  the  district  given 
to  his  charge,  so  I  ought  to  love  all  Christians  in  New  Hampshire 
with  a  peculiar  love,  as  making  up,  all  of  them,  my  particular  Church. 
Unable  I  am  to  see  if  all  this  is  to  them  as  a  dream  for  which  they 
care  nothing,  that  this  at  all  changes  the  fact,  or  shuts  me  off  from 
the  right  to  love  them  with  an  unceasing  love.  I  think  I  am  in  the 
way  of  God  in  my  heart  to  yearn  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  every  one 
just  as  really  as  if  these  sincere  disciples  of  the  Master  knew  that 
they,  being  baptized,  are  members  of  the  one  historic  Church  over 
which  a  Bishop  is  set.  And  I  do  always  pray:  ••O  God,  Holy 
Ghost,  Sanctifier  of  the  faithful,  visit,  we  pray  Thee,  the  congrega- 
tions of  this  diocese  and  all  Christian  people,  with  Thy  love  and 
favor."  When  I  go  by  a  House  in  which  persons  gather  to  worship 
the  One  Father,  through  the  one  Redeemer,  a  petition  like  this 
springs  to  my  lips:   ** Peace  be  to  this  house  and  to  all  who  worship 
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n  it.  The  good  Lord  bless  them  in  all  that  is  good,  and  keep  them 
Tom  all  that  is  evil.^^  Nor  have  I  any  least  fear  that  in  such  wish  of 
)eace,  I  make  myself  any  ways  responsible  for  any  error  of  these 
nrtialiy  separated  brethren,  in  wrongly  remaining  away  from  the  full 
mity  of  the  Catholic  Church  of  which  by  Baptism  they  are  members, 
md  from  full  Communion  with  me  as  the  Bishop  of  their  Church. 
Bitterly  as  I  deplore  the  severance  of  Chrises  Flock  into  separate 
lenominations,  and  keenly  as  I  do  feel  the  grief  and  the  hurt  to  our 
rommon  Saviour  by  such  separation  (He  prayed  for  His  followers: 
•  That  they  may  be  one"),  yet  seeing  the  great  grace  of  God  work- 
og  itself  out  in  such  numbers  of  gracious  lives,  I  cannot  doubt  that 
t  is  the  very  Spirit  of  God  who  works  this  holiness.  1  am  not  the 
leretic  to  believe  that  any,  without  Divine  Grace,  can  turn  and  pre- 
)are  himself  unto  goodness.  And  I  see  no  need  to  question  that 
hese  baptized  Christians  are,  in  the  whole  view,  upon  the  Lord^s 
lide,  not  by  reason  of  the  separate  Denomination  into  which  they  are 
leathered,  but  in  spite  of  this  partial  separation,  and  of  the  harm  that 
hrough  it  comes  to  them,  and  to  us  all,  and  the  sorrow  to  our 
)lessed  Lord.  In  spite  of  their  present  sad  alienation  from  the  ful- 
less  of  what,  as  I  believe,  the  Master  has  provided  in  the  Cathplic 
Dhurch,  more  than  one  Congregationalist,  Baptist,  Methodist,  Sec- 
md  Adventist  have  I  seen,  of  whom  I  could  humbly  seriously  say: 
Vf  y  soul  be  as  his  soul  in  the  Day  of  the  Lord  !'  So  good  and  so 
i;racious  is  the  good  God  despite  good  men^s  naughty  ways  entered 
ipon  in  good  faith. 

Let  us,  brethren,  live  in  love,  and  in  great  humility,  and  pray,  with 
ervor  great,  that  He  in  whose  hand  are  men's  hearts,  will  make  divi- 
lions  in  the  Flock  of  the  baptized  to  cease  throughout  the  world,  and 
¥ill  bring  all  men  to  get  themselves  in  full  readiness  for  the  Coming 
>f  their  Lord.  God  forbid  that  I,  or  you,  should  speak  any  word 
vhich  may  do  hurt  to  the  Body,  or  to  any  humblest  member  of  the 
Dne  Body. 

I  know  well  how  saddened  we  all  are  by  the  illness  of  our  brother 
rtry  greatly  beloved,  the  rector  of  ST.  Paul's  school.  Only  that  ill- 
less  and  the  absence  which  such  illness  enforces,  kept  him  from  pre- 
)aring  the  paper  assigned  him  for  this  Hundredth  Anniversary.  No 
nan  could  take  a  heartier  interest  than  Dr.  Joseph  Coit  has  always 
aken  in  everything  pertaining  to  this  Diocese.  None  could  be  more 
lelpful  in  the  deliberations  of  our  yearly  councils ;  and  his  constant 
lelpfulness  makes  the  impoverishment  by  his  absence  the  more  keenly 
elt. 
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The  closing  words  of  Bishop  Chasers  last  address  to  his  Conven- 
tion were  spoken  regarding  •♦  needy"  places  in  New  Hampshire.  ••  I 
desire,"  he  said,  ''to  express  my  thanks  to  those  of  our  clergy  who 
have  given  occasional  Services.  Much  more  of  this  may  be  done 
without  any  loss  to  the  stronger  Churches.  I  wish  the  clergy  would 
bear  this  in  mind."  Good  and  generous  words.  How  it  must  glad- 
den the  heart  of  that  holy  man  to  know  what,  under  several  of  your 
clergy,  and  your  District  Secretaries,  is  now  going  on  in  the  less  for- 
tunate places. 

But  I  will  let  my  last  word  in  this  Address  be  a  word  of  most  warm- 
recognition  of  the  love,  the  loyalty,  the  unceasing,  untiring,  helpful- 
ness of  Dr.  Coit  and  of  his  brother,  the  great  first  rector  of  St.  PauPs 
school,  and  of  every  one.  Ministers  or  other  Masters,  in  that  school 
from  the  first.  Something  of  this  good  Bishop  Chase  saw  in  its  be- 
ginnings, and  much  dear  Dr.  Shattuck,  the  founder,  intended,  and 
looked  for,  with  God's  blessing.  How  great  the  boon,  and  the  com-> 
fort  that  comes  to  our  small  Diocese  from  the  presence  of  St.  PauPs 
school  in  this  State,  not  even  its  Founder,  or  any  one,  would  have 
seen  beforehand. 

And  now,  brethren,  as  we  turn  to  the  duties  of  the  day,  after  the 
Holy  Eucharislic  Feast,  I  commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the  word  of 
His  Grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inherit- 
ance among  all  them  that  are  sanctified.

The  Rev.  Edward  M.  Parker,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

The  connnittee  have  adopted  the  principle  that  every  place  in  which 
regular  services  are  held  should  be  asked  to  do  its  part  in  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate.  They  have  consulted  with  the  clergy  who  are  in 
charge  of  the  missions  whose  names  appear  for  the  first  time  on  the 
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list  of  assessments,  and  with  others,  that  we  might  obtain  certain  in- 
formation with  respect  to  the  financial  strength  of  several  summer  con- 
gregations. The  assessments  of  Milford  have  been  divided  between 
Milford  and  Wilton,  and  that  of  Tilton  between  Tilton  and  Franklin, 
in  accordance  with  the  way  in  which  contributions  have  been  given 
during  the  past  year.  The  assessment  of  East  Concord  has  been  re- 
duced froii.  $20  to  $10.  The  *' Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  New  Hampshire  "  are  asked  to  contribute  $300  instead  of 
the  $250  given  during  the  past  years.  Assessments  and  requests  to 
contribute  are  added  for  Burkehaven,  Concord  (St.  Timothy's),  Cor- 
nish, Danbury,  Epping,  Groveton.  Jefferson  Meadows,  New  London, 
Peterborough,  Stratford.  Sugar  Hill,  Suncook,  and  Walpole.

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Mr.  Edward  C.  Niles  called  for  the  second  order  of  the  day, 
being  the  matter  of  the  change  of  name  of  the  Church.  Mr. 
Niles  supported  the  resolutions  which  he  offered  yesterday,  and 
moved  their  adoption. 

Various  amendments  were  proposed,  which  were  either  voted 
down  or  withdrawn,  when  the  question  was  taken  upon  the  first 
resolution. 

The  Convention,  voting  by  Orders,  the  first  resolution  was 
adopted,  24  of  the  clergy  voting  in  favor  and  3  opposed ;  of  the 
laity,  17  in  favor  and  8  opposed. 

The  second  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously. 

The  resolutions  are  as  follows  : 

1 .  Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  present 
inadequate  and  misleading  name  of  the  Church,  **The  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  "should  be  changed, 
and  replaced  with  a  name  which  shall  clearly  and  unmistakably  indicate 
the  character  of  the  Church  as  a  branch  of  the  Holy  CatholJc  Church, 
rightfully  exercising  jurisdiction  in  this  country. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  precise  form 
of  the  name  which  should  be  adopted  be  postponed  to  the  next  annual 
Diocesan  Convention. 

A  recess  was  taken  for  dinner. 

Thursday  Afternoon.  Assembled  in  S.  John's  chapel,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  President  in  the  chair,  the  Convention  was  favored 
by  the  presence  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Massachusetts,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Ver- 
mont, and  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Maine, 
who  were  severally  introduced  and  entertained  the  members  of 
the  Convention  and  visitors  with  interesting  addresses. 

The  business  of  the  Convention  was  resumed,  and  proceeded 
to  the  election  of  officers. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  Convention  for  Mr.  Henry  W.  Stevens  for  Treasurer. 

The  vote  being  cast  Mr.  Stevens  was  declared  duly  elected 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention.

To  the  One  Hundred  and  First  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire : 

Meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  have  been  held  during  the  year 
as  business  for  consideration  came  to  hand. 

March  lo,  1902,  at  a  meeting  duly  called  and  held,  the  committee 
signed  the  testimonials  of  Mr.  Edward  Everett,  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  to  date  from  January  28,  1902. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  committee  gave  canonical  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Sanford  Olmsted,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado. 

Also,  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  McKay  Smith,  D.  D., 
to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 
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And  also  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Hamilton  Vin- 
ton, D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Massachusetts. 

May  21,  the  committee  gave  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rev.  Henry  Bond  Restarick  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Missionary 
District  of  Honolulu. 

Also,  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  James  H.  Van  Buren  as  Mis- 
sionar)'  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Porto  Rico. 

June  1 6,  to  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Donald  Browne,  Deacon,  that  his 
diaconate  year  might  be  shortened  and  he  be  advanced  to  the  Priest- 
hood, the  same  being  accompanied  by  the  requisite  testimonials,  con- 
sent was  given  accordingly. 

July  7,  canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  Tyler  Olmsted,  s.  T.  D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Central  New  York. 

September  i ,  upon  satisfactory  testimonials  the  committee  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  Mr.  Ernest  St.  Ethelbert  Yates,  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders,  for  admission  to  the  Order  of  Deacon. 

November  19,  canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Charles  M.  Bcckwith,  d.  d..  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama. 

Also,  on  the  same  date,  canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  Sheldon  Munson  Griswold,  D.  d.,  to  be  Bishop  of 
the  Missionary  District  of  Salina.

REPORT  OF  HOLDERNESS  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

It  is  with  an  even  deeper  sense  of  gratitude  than  last  year  that  the 
trustees  of  Holderness  School  for  Boys  present  their  report  to  this  the 
Centennial  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  healthy  growth  and  development. 
No  sickness  of  any  moment  has  interrupted  the  work.  Indeed,  the 
infirmary  was  occupied  on  account  of  sickness  only  once  last  year,  and 
then  for  an  accident  in  a  football  game. 

The  intellectual  work  of  the  place  and  the  standard  of  scholarship 
may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  our  boys  have  this  year  passed  suc- 
cessful examinations  for  Harvard  and  for  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  the  two  institutions  where  the  requirements  for  en- 
trance are  higher  than  at  others. 
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In  the  main,  the  moral  tone  and  the  spiritual  atmosphere  of  the 
School  have  been  pure  and  good. 

In  the  way  of  material  improvements  we  have  made  large  and  im- 
portant gains  during  the  year.  The  walls,  ceilings,  and  all  the  wood- 
work of  the  school-room  and  the  recitation  rooms  have  been  freshened 
with  paint;  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  kitchen  and  laun- 
dry ;  the  office  and  rector's  living-room  have  been  repapered,  and  a 
cold  storage  room,  greatly  needed  in  the  past,  has  been  added. 

But  the  greatest  improvement  of  the  year,  the  one  that  will  add 
most  to  the  attractive  appearance  of  the  place,  and  the  one  which  most 
delights  the  boys  and  will  assuredly  attract  boys  to  the  school,  is  the 
new  athletic  field.  The  whole  campus,  embracing  about  three  and  one 
half  acres,  has  been  graded  ;  a  quarter  mile  running.track  made  of  clay 
has  been  laid  out  and  constructed ;  two  double  tennis  courts  have  been 
put  in ;  and  there  is  ample  space  for  baseball  and  football  grounds. 

The  construction  of  a  good  gymnasium  would  make  Holderness  as 
well  equipped  for  athletic  sports  as  a  school  need  be.  While  a  larger 
Endowment  is  still  greatly  needed,  as  well  for  normal  development  of 
the  plant  as  for  an  increased  number  of  Scholarships,  each  hour  brings 
cause  for  gratitude  to  God  and  to  the  donor  for  the  large  Mary  Frances 
Knowlton  Fund. 

In  point  of  numbers  the  school  has  not  been  so  large  for  many  years. 
Exactly  fifty  names  have  been  enrolled  this  term,  and  the  boys  are  an 
unusually  fine  set  of  fellows.  Of  last  year's  corps  of  masters  Mr.  God- 
dard  has  been  married,  and  is  teaching  in  Rhode  Island.  Mr.  Weeks 
has  gone  to  Trinity,  and  Messrs.  Hubbard  and  Leavens  are  still  at  the 
school.  Two  new  masters,  Mr.  James  Henderson,  Trinity.  '02,  and 
Mr.  Gordon  M.  Russell,  Princeton,  '01,  have  been  added  to  the  teach- 
ing force,  and  are  doing  good  work. 

It  is,  therefore,  with  a  feeling  of  profound  gratitude  and  hopefulness 
that  we  make  this  year's  report.

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REPORT    OF    THE    TRUSTEES    OF    S.    MARY'S    SCHOOL 

FOR   GIRLS. 

The  report  of  last  year  closed  with  the  statement  that  S.  Marj's  is 
the  only  school  for  girls  now  open  in  all  the  three  northern  Dioceses  of 
New  England.  That  statement  is  as  true  now  as  it  was  then,  and  it 
is  also  true  that  what  any  school  in  any  Diocese  needs  is  scholars  who 
pay  tuition  bills,  and  the  reason  why  there  are  not  three  schools  in  the 
three  Dioceses  is  lack  of  such  scholars. 

The  trustees  of  S.  Mar}''s  School  do  not  suggest  to  the  neighboring 
Dioceses  any  sharing  of  the  responsibility  involved  in  maintaining  the 
school ;  they  do  not  hesitate,  however,  to  suggest  that  until  in  the 
providence  of  God  it  may  be  possible  to  sustain  such  enterprises  sep- 
arately, good  might  come  of  patronizing  the  school  that  is  still  holding 
its  own.  And  notwithstanding  many  difficulties  S.  Mary's  School  is 
holding  its  own,  and  is  providing  a  sound,  sane,  and  effective  education 
under  auspices  of  the  Church,  and  is  cheerfully  giving  to  every  member 
of  the  school  a  good  deal  more  than  the  tuition  bills  pay  for. 

There  has  been  no  critisism  of  the  methods  or  the  grade  or  the 
ideals  of  the  school ;  but  there  has  been  some  question  of  the  commer- 
cial soundness  of  the  proposition  to  give  so  much  in  the  way  of  refined 
education  of  a  high,  the  highest,  quality,  at  so  low  a  rate. 

As  a  commercial  enterprise  there  certainly  might  be  room  for  such 
cavil ;  but  as  an  enterprise  that  looks  for  a  higher  sanction  than  a  com- 
mercial one  it  ought  to  find  itself  fully  sustained  in  its  endeavor  to  do 
just  that  thing.  Indeed,  one  of  the  ambitions  of  the  trustees  is  to 
secure  such  Endowment  that  the  advantage  of  such  a  refined  Christian 
culture  as  is  worthy  of  the  Church  of  our  Divine  Redeemer  might  be 
put  within  the  reach  of  those  whom  God  has  blessed  with  minds  to 
learn  and  hearts  to  feel,  but  not  with  abundance  of  riches.  Their 
hearts'  desire  would  be  to  place  the  school  on  such  a  financial  founda- 
tion that  the  charges  might  be  less  and  the  advantages  greater.  For 
this  an  Endowment  is  necessary.  In  the  absence  of  such  Endowment 
the  school  must  be  supported  and  enabled  to  do  its  great  work  by  the 
people  of  the  Church  sending  their  daughters  there  to  be  educated, 
and  of  this  the  school  is  eminently  worthy. 

Fortunate  in  its  accomplished  staff  the  school  has  maintained  the 
high  standard  of  the  past  years. 

In  the  department  of  art  the  experiment  was  tried  last  year  of  form- 
ing a  class  to  which  all  might  be  admitted  who  wish,  without  charge, 
so  that  every  member  of  the  school  may  have  an  opportunity  to  learn 
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the  Elements  of  Drawing.  In  addition  to  this,  lectures  and  instruc- 
tions were  given  in  the  history  of  art,  including  architecture  to  the  older 
scholars.  This  measure  has  proved  popular  and  successful,  and  is 
continued  this  year  with  some  new  features  of  interest  and  value. 

In  the  absence  of  Miss  Bertha  Niles  among  the  great  galleries  of  the 
old  world,  Miss  Ethel  Robinson,  an  enthusiastic  young  artist  of 
talents,  has  undertaken  the  department  for  the  year.  Miss  Robinson 
brings  to  the  work  attractive  methods  and  facility  and  power  in 
instruction. 

There  have  been  talks  and  lectures  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
by  Miss  Helen  E.  Moulton,  Deaconess,  by  the  Rev.  Edward  M.  Par- 
ker and  {Jr.  Gordon  both  of  S.  Paul's  School,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Water- 
man, and  by  Mrs.  A.  B.  Woodworth. 

The  address  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  was  given  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Lindsay  of  Boston.  It  was  a  most  felicitous  and  helpful  informal 
discourse  on  **The  duty  of  being  pleasant.^'  The  Baccalaureate  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  Stanley  Emery. 

The  number  in  attendance  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  filled 
the  school  building  and  a  little  more,  so  that  the  »•  Annex  "  heretofore 
rented  for  the  use  of  the  school  was  again  in  requisition. 

Altogether,  the  trustees  are  happy  to  report  a  prosperous  year  past, 
and  they  thank  God  and  take  courage.

Journal,  1901),  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
ordered  printed  in  the  Journal : 

REPORT    OF    COMMISSION    ON    MORAL  INSTRUCTION  IN 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

In  the  October  number  of  Education^  State  Superintendent  Skin- 
ner of  Albany  writes :  **  Overwhelming  public  opinion  demands  moral 
instruction  in  the  public  schools.'^ 

In  the  year  1896  inquiries  were  sent  out  by  Mr.  Levi  Seeley  of  the 
State  Normal  School,  Trenton,  N.  J.  {st^  Xh^  Educational  Review, 
February,  1898),  to  leading  teachers  and  writers.  To  these  inquiries 
some  two  hundred  replies  were  received.  To  the  question,  •»Is  relig- 
ious education  necessary  to  a  well  developed  character?"  nearly  all  the 
replies  were  in  the  affirmative. 

To  the  question,  ♦*  Are  American  youth  receiving  such  education?" 
only  thirteen  affirmative  replies  were  received.  Eighty-five  replies 
favored  the  providing  of  such  instruction  by  the  state,  with  sixty-four 
opposed,  and  forty  favoring  it  in  modified  form.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-four  out  of  two  hundred  favored  its  introduction  under  certain 
limitations. 

In  the  closing  pages  of  a  recent  **  History  of  Modern  Education," 
by  S.  G.  Williams,  lately  introduced  as  a  college  text-book,  we  find 
the  following  statement  in  regard  to  present  conditions:  **In  one 
highly  important  practical  respect  most  schools  are  still  far  too  back- 
ward. They  regard  their  work  too  exclusively  as  instruction  and  too 
little  as  education, — the  development  of  inner  worthiness  of  character. 
A  well  balanced  character  and  an  illuminated  conscience  are  vitally 
essential  correlates  of  an  intelligence  trained  and  informed." 

At  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Educational  Associa- 
tion, the  7th  of  the  resolutions  passed  was  as  follows:  **  We  regard 
true  education  as  inseparable  from  morality,  and  believe  the  public 
school  the  recognized  agency  to  make  the  relation  binding.  We  urge 
public  school  authorities  of  the  country,  teachers  and  parents,  to  give 
strict  attention  to  moral  instruction  in  our  schools  as  the  true  founda- 
tion of  character  and  citizenship.  Every  consideration  of  good  public 
policy  and  healthful  social  conditions  point  to  the  necessity  of  such 
instruction." 

Mr.  A.  McDonald,  specialist  in  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Education,  says 
(page  33  of  hearing  before  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
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tives,  April  25,  1902)  :  **  A  general  criticism  of  educational  systems 
is  that  they  are  little  developed  on  their  moral  side  as  compared  with 
the  intellectual.  While  the  moral  and  intellectual  sides  of  education 
necessarily  exist  together,  yet  society  is  most  solicitous  about  the 
former,  for  at\  individual  may  be  a  good  citizen  with  little  instruction 
if  he  has  sound  morality,  but  the  reverse  is  not  true." 

In  an  article  in  the  April  number  of  the  Educational  Review 
upon  moral  and  religious  instruction  in  the  government  schools  in 
France,  it  is  stated  that  **  The  central  aim  of  education,  which  was  for 
so  long  the  enlargement  of  the  mind,  has  become  the  direction  of  con- 
duct and  the  development  of  character. ^^ 

In  a  paper  issued  the  present  year  on  **  Some  Things  the  Common 
School  can  do  for  the  Child, ^'  by  the  state  superintendent  of  schools 
in  Maine,  we  find  the  following :  *•  The  work  of  the  public  school  de- 
velops keenness  of  observation  and  skill  in  handling  material  in  its 
student  force,  and  hence  the  child  comes  to  have  an  unusual  facility  in 
doing  things ;  but  the  development  of  these  powers  without  the  safe- 
guard of  a  high  moral  sense  tends  to  produce  rebels  instead  of  safe 
citizens. 

**When  the  school  shall  have  come  into  its  highest  estate,  the  child 
will  grow  to  feel  his  accountability  to  himself  and  to  that  Power  which 
has  given  him  life. 

**  The  child  has  a  right  to  know  quite  as  much  of  the  Christ  who  was 
born  in  a  stable,  cradled  in  a  manger,  who  lived  in  a  peasant's  cottage, 
worked  at  a  carpenter's  bench,  who  was  so  poor  that  he,  had  not  where 
to  lay  his  head,  and  yet  was  heard  gladly  by  the  common  people  be- 
cause he  brought  light  and  life  into  the  world,  as  he  is  required  to  learn 
of  the  unsavory  details  of  the  gods  of  so-called  heathen  nations. 

**  A  nation  born  in  righteousness  must  live  righteously.  The  men- 
ace of  to-day  is  not  ignorance,  but  the  lack  of  a  controlling  moral  sen- 
timent. We  cannot  endure  as  a  people  if  we  place  a  higher  estimate 
on  learning  then  we  accord  to  virtue.  The  time  has  come  when  we 
would  better  teach  less  cube  root  and  devote  more  attention  to  the 
fundamental  principles  of  right  living.  The  training  of  the  will  which 
keeps  us  in  the  right  path  is  more  to  be  desired  than  the  wisdom 
found  in  books.  That  school  serves  the  child  best  which  helps  him 
to  do  instinctively  the  right  thing,  to  feel  approval  for  the  act  done, 
and  at  the  same  time  10  have  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  issues 
involved.  The  school  that  does  this  work  gives  to  all  organizations 
that  are  seeking  to  make  good  things  belter  the  help  they  have  a  right 
to  demand." 
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In  The  Educational  Review  of  October  of  this  year,  we  find  the 
following  in  an  editorial  note : 

''  In  our  opinion,  often  expressed,  [there  is]  a  deep  lying  and  far 
reaching  problem  in  our  educational  system  of  which  we  shall  hear  a 
great  deal  in  the  next  twenty  years.  The  truce  of  the  sects,  by 
the  terms  of  which  a  knowledge  of  the  English  Bible  even  as  a  literary 
work  is  rapidly  disappearing,  will  not  last  undisturbed  much  longer. 
The  sacrifice  is  too  great." 

There  is  then  quoted  a  formal  declaration  of  the  National  Educational 
Association,  held  at  Minneapolis.  July  ii,  1902,  in  favor  of  the  read- 
ing and  studying  of  the  Bible  as  literature.  Then  follows  a  declaration 
adopted  at  a  meeting  of  some  seventeen  hundred  teachers  at  Knoxville, 
Tenn.,  in  July,  1902,  to  this  effect: 

**  Conscious  of  our  dependence  upon  the  God  of  our  fathers,  and 
believing  that  the  highest  and  truest  civilization  can  be  attained  only 
by  following  the  precepts  of  the  great  teacher,  Jesus  Christ,  we  favor 
the  recognition  of  the  Bible  in  our  public  schools.^ 

Following  this,  the  Review  prints  a  resolution  adopted  at  Denver, 
Col.,  June  30,  1902,  by  the  International  Sunday-school  Convention: 

*»  Whereas,  The  Bible  is  not  only  the  inspired  word  of  God,  but 
abo  the  world^s  greatest  treasury'  of  literature,  and  its  reading  is  now 
excluded  from  most  of  the  public  schools  of  America, 

^'^  Resolved^  That  the  executive  committee  is  instructed  to  appoint  a 
standing  committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  what  means 
should  be  taken  in  the  various  states  and  provinces  to  secure  the  read, 
ing  of  the  Bible  without  comment  in  the  public  schools  of  the  land." 

It  appears  from  a  comparison  of  the  constitutions  and  statutes  of 
New  Hampshire  with  those  of  other  New  England  states,  that  while, 
e.  g.  under  the  Massachusetts  statutes  the  board  of  education  has  de- 
clared that  it  is  plainly  the  duty  of  every  school  teacher  to  turn  the 
attention  of  the  pupils  to  |he  moral  quality  of  their  acts,  and  it  is  the 
settled  policy  of  the  state  to  require  the  use  of  the  Bible  in  the  public 
schools ;  and  while  in  Vermont  the  school  laws  require  that  all  the 
pupils  shall  be  instructed  in  good  behaviour  (first  of  all)  ;  and  while 
in  Rhode  Island  in  1876  the  general  assembly  instructed  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  schools  to  report  on  the  subjects  of  cultivating  in  the 
minds  of  all  children  therein  the  principles  of  morality  and  virtue,  and 
the  reading  of  the  Bible  and  the  use  of  a  text-book  on  morals  now 
prevail  in  that  state, — in  New  Hampshire  the  constitution  of  the 
state  provides  only  in  a  general  way  for  the  inculcation  of  the  princi- 
ples of  humanity  and  general  benevolence.     See  a  report  published 
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by  Dr.  Wylie,  Secretary  of  the  National  Reform  Association,  Pitts- 
burg, Pa. 

President  Eliot  of  Harvard  has  recently  summed  up  the  disappoint- 
ments in  our  popular  education,  as 

1.  Not  intelligence  enough  to  cope  with  the  barbarous  vice  of 
drunkenness. 

2.  Persistence  of  that  unintelligent  form  of  pleasurable  excitement, 
gambling. 

3.  The  prevalence  of  mob  violence. 

4.  The  nature  of  the  reading  matter  popularly  supplied. 

5 .  Curious  readiness  to  become  victims  of  popular  medical  delusions. 

6.  Industrial  wars. 

7.  Persistence  of  the  spoils  system  in  politics. 

8.  Inability  to  prepare  for  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  demands  of 
national  life  by  keeping  pace  with  mechanical  and  other  improvements. 

Your  commissioners,  however,  would  protest  against  charging  such 
failures  mainly  to  our  public  schools.  Th«y  would  put  the  first  respon" 
sibility  in  the  Home  and  the  Church.  There  we  believe  character  is 
formed.  And  the  Home  and  the  Church  must  not  throw  the  whole 
burden  upon  the  schools. 

Attention  needs  to  be  called  in  this  connection  to  the  fact  that  the 
results  of  mere  instruction  in  morals  are  rigorously  conditioned.  We 
would  refer  to  a  book,  »*  The  Making  of  Character,"  by  J.  MacCann. 
He  says,  **  A  commandment,  however  impressively  worded,  is  a  weak 
instrument  unless  the  virtue  it  enjoins  has  already  made  good  its  place 
in  the  feelings,  the  habits,  and  in  some  measure  in  the  ideas  of  those 
to  whom  it  is  addressed.  The  really  hard  task  is  to  secure  those 
states  in  the  soul,  and  the  consciousness  of  those  states,  in  the  absence 
of  which  the  words  signify  little."  Here  lies  the  work  of  the  Home 
and  the  Church. 

We  heartily  agree  with  what  Superintendent  Morrison  of  this  city 
[Portsmouth]  has  recently  said  on  this  subject:  viz.,  that  •*  it  is  to  be 
deplored  that  so  much  public  investigation  of  the  failings  of  the  public 
school  system  should  be  undertaken,  because  it  marks  and  obscures 
the  obviously  prior  consideration,  namely  the  plain  duty  and  shortcom- 
ings of  the  home."  To  which  your  commission  would  add  that  the 
Church  has  always  preached  and  taught  that  a  child  must  be  regener- 
ate and  nurtured  in  the  consciousness  of  the  presence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  the  soul  before  moral  instruction  can  have  its  full  effect  and 
result  in  the  developing  of  character. 

A  clear  understanding  of  the  true  relations  of  the  Church,  the  Home, 
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and  the  School,  is  needed.  The  Churches  province  is  to  herald  and 
teach  authoritatively  Divine  Truth,  and  the  Church  constitutes  a  spirit- 
ual home  for  all  of  whatever  age.  The  Home  and  the  School,  on  the 
other  hand,  are  on  the  plane  of  the  every-day  world  of  activity  and 
experience,  although  the  home  is  a  divine  institution.  The  school  is 
to  be  regarded  as  an  extension  of  the  home.  Moral  training  has  just 
as  much  a  place  in  the  school  as  it  has  in  the  home.  In  other  words, 
in  the  first  years,  at  least,  intellectual  training  is  not  the  only  business 
of  the  school.  In  both  the  home  and  the  school  the  central  aim  must 
be  the  development  of  character,  to  which  in  the  kindergarten  the 
larger  part  of  the  time  is  given.  But  this  relative  amount  of  time 
diminishes  as  the  plasticity  of  the  child  diminishes,  /'.  e,  as  the  char- 
acter becomes  more  fixed. 

In  an  estimate  made  by  M.  L.  Seeley  (see  above)  it  was  found  that 
of  our  20,000,000  children  (26,100,000  by  the  last  census)  fewer  than 
one  half  attend  any  Siinday-school.     We  infer  that  of  the  larger  part 
not  many  have  religious  parents.     For  such  the  public  school  is  the, 
only  moral  training-place. 

P.  L.  Barnett  (*•  Common  Sense  in  Education")  says:  **  For  all 
children  the  school  provides  a  larger  field  than  the  home  for  the  exer- 
cise of  virtue,  and  for  training, — moral  as  well  as  physical  and  mental, 
and  especially  for  the  cultivation  of  public  virtues.  Many  moral  traits 
are  enforced  at  school  in  a  way  that  cannot  be  done  at  home.  School 
life  offers  aitiple  opportunities  to  the  teacher  to  drop  the  little  word,  to 
insinuate  the  great  moral,  to  cultivate  a  preference  for  the  right,  and  a 
contempt  for  the  wrong." 

The  use  of  any  text- book  in  morals,  however,  by  the  scholars, 
and  formal  instruction  in  ethical  questions  which  are  not  related  to  any 
concrete  case  right  at  hand,  and  which  is  not  to  be  put  into  immediate 
practice,  we  consider  to  be  objectionable  and  even  dangerous.  On  this 
point  see  a  strong  article  by  Professor  G.  H.  Palmer  in  The  Forum  for 
January,   1893. 

In  regard  to  the  whole  subject,  so  much  discussed  as  it  is,  and 
eliciting  such  diverse  opinions,  the  members  of  the  commission  do  not 
propose  to  criticise  or  advise  our  public  school  teachers. 

From  their  inquiry  they  find  among  our  teachers,  and  also  in  our 
departments  of  pedagogy  in  the  colleges,  a  deep  appreciation  of  the 
responsibilities  and  the  opportunities  as  regards  character  building  in 
the  work  of  teaching. 

The  Church,  especially  as  the  guardian  oftl)e  home,  should  make 
common  cause  with  public  teachers  in  the  great  work,  and  vast  good 
must  result  from  cordial  relations  between  them.

An  inspection  of  reports  of  public  education  in  England  and  on 
the  Continent  shows  that  very  much  more  is  attempted  (and  with 
good  results)  than  is  attempted  as  yet  in  our  schools.  Certainly  the 
supreme  importance,  not  only  of  moral  but  of  religious  instruction,  is 
felt  and  does  dominate  in  educational  systems  in  almost  all  countries 
in  the  old  world. 

The  following  conclusions  are  reached  by  this  commission : 

1 .  That  a  community  might  be  made  to  feel  how  absolutely  essen. 
tial  to  its  well  being  it  is  that  some  common  agreement  should  be 
arrived  at  as  to  how  much  of  moral  and  religious  instruction  shall  be 
attempted  in  its  schools.  It  should  be  known  and  openly  stated  in 
every  community  what  is  to  be  the  scope  of  the  instruction  in  this  mat- 
ter, and  what  is  aimed  at,  and  a  serious  effort  should  be  made  to  grap- 
ple with  the  difficulties,  and  to  secure  teachers  who  will  be  in  full 
sympathy  with  the  movement. 

It  may  well  be  that  there  are  communities  where  the  plan  so  often 
advocated  would  be  found  feasible,  of  having  a  day  or  a  portion  of  a 
day  set  apart  when  children  might  go  to  some  church  building  for  re- 
ligious instruction,  or  where  religious  teachers  might  come  for  this 
purpose  to  the  schools. 

2.  For  the  general  well  being  and  for  the  strengthening  of  the  will- 
power, physical  training  is  essential  in  all  schools.  The  members  of 
this  commission  are  surprised  to  hear  of  some  schools  in  this  state 
where  no  system  of  calisthenics  is  practised.  We  would  refer  on  this 
subject  to  a  paper  printed  in  the  **  Pedagogical  Seminary,"  Vol.  2,  by 
President  G.  Stanley  Hall,  in  which  he  says: 

•*  Few  realize  what  physical  vigor  is  in  men  or  women,  or  how  dan- 
gerously near  weakness  often  is  to  wickedness,  how  impossible  health- 
ful energy  of  will  is  without  strong  muscles  which  are  its  organs,  or 
how  endurance  and  self-control,  no  less  than  great  achievement,  de- 
pend on  *  muscle  habit.'" 

More  recently,  in  an  address  before  the  International  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
meeting  in  Boston,  the  same  authority  said : 

» •  Rational  muscle  culture,  for  its  moral  effects  [often  for  the  young 
the  very  best  means  of  resisting  evil  and  establishing  righteousness], 
is  the  gospel  I  preach  to-day,  a  gospel  so  reinforced  by  all  the  new 
knowledge  we  are  now  so  rapidly  gaining  of  man's  body  and  his  soul, 
that  it  is  certain  to  become  a  dominant  note  in  the  pulpit  itself.'' 

3.  Your  commission  urges  the  giving  of  more  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject of  competition.  When  that  prince  among  educators,  the  late 
Samuel   Eliot  of  Boston,  was  asked  what  was   needed  to  make  the 
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schools  more  efficient  morally,  his  reply  was,  **  A  change  in  the  moral 
standards  of  the  schools,  especially  in  rewarding  effort  rather  than 
achievement y  He  said,  **  Let  the  pupil  be  regarded  as  we  may  rev- 
erently believe  he  is  regarded  by  God,  and  there*  will  be  no  lack  of 
moral  training."  So  an  authority  already  quoted  (Barnett)  points  out 
the  following  dangers  in  any  system  of  giving  prizes,  viz. :  That  they 
induce  the  thought  of  getting  what  others  fail  of  getting,  they  measure 
worth  by  what  it  can  do,  not  by  what  it  is,  and  they  stir  unsocial  feel- 
ings, vanity,  and  malevolence. 

'  4.  Your  commission  would  recall  the  period  more  than  thirty 
years  ago  when  among  the  clear  voices  pleading  for  the  more  intelli- 
gent nurture  of  children  was  heard  Horace  BushnelPs.  And  one  of  the 
points  he  insisted  strongly  on  was  the  employment  of  music  and  poetry 
in  education.  He  said,/*  We  may  put  our  children  through  songs, 
chants,  litanies,  sonnets,  holy  madrigals,  and  doxologies,  such  and  so 
m.iny  that,  full  of  Christ'^s  dear  love,  they  will  sing  Christ  into  their 
very  hearts,  and  be  inwardly  imbued  and  quickened  by  Him."  We 
know  that  a  leading  high  school  teacher  in  this  state  places  a  high 
estimate  on  this  instrumentality,  opening  his  school  daily  in  this 
way. 

5.  In  regard  to  the  reading  of  the  Bible,  we  would  urge  some  com- 
mon agreement  where  possible  between  representatives  of  the  different 
religious  bodies  in  a  community.  This  is  now  being  attempted  in  the 
city  of  Memphis,  Tenn..  a  committee  composed  of  one  member  from 
each  denomination  undertaking  to  select  portions  of  the  Bible  for  use 
in  the  schools ;  this  movement  being  in  response  to  a  demand  made 
by  a  large  number  of  citizens. 

6.  We  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  putting  into  the  hands  at 
least  of  the  younger  and  less  experienced  teachers  a  handbook  of  moral 
and  religious  instruction,  giving  maxims,  methods  of  treatment  of  ethi- 
cal questions,  outlines  of  instructions  regarding  the  idea  of  duty  and 
the  origin  and  majesty  of  law,  information  about  social  and  political 
reforms,  and  suggestions  towards  rousing  in  the  child's  mind  an  ap- 
preciation  of  high  ideals,  and  a  personal  interest  in  the  world's  strug- 
gle for  right,  truth,  and  moral  power. 

In  conclusion  we  offer  the  following : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  two,  one  clergyman  and  one  layman, 

be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  for  five  years,  to  report  from  time  to  time 

to  thi.s  Convention  what  progress  is  made  regarding  moral  instruction 

in  the  public  schools ;  and  also  to  act  as  a  medium  for  the  cooperation 
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of  this  Convention  with  other  bodies,  should  any  plan  be  proposed  for 
constitutional  or  statutory  amendments  in  regard  to  this  matter.

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On  motion,  the  amendment  to  Section  4  of  Article  IV  of  the 
Constitution,  approved  by  the  Convention  of  1901,  was  adopted, 
and  in  amended  form  is  as  follows : 

Sec.  4.  Each  parish  entitled  to  representation  in  this  Convention 
may  send  one  delegate ;  if  a  parish  have  more  than  twenty  and  not 
more  than  fifty  communicants  it  may  send  two  delegates ;  if  it  have 
more  than  fifty  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  communicants  it  may 
send  three  delegates ;  and  any  parish  having  more  than  one  hundred 
communicants  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  four  delegates. 
Such  missions  as  are  represented  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of 
this  article  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  each. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Waterman,  for  the  committee  on  Canons,  re- 
ported that  it  seemed  to  them  inexpedient  to  take  any  action 
in  the  matter  proposed  by  the  resolution  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  L. 
Himes  (see  page  499),  and  no  motion  was  offered. 

The  Rev.  George  W.  Lay  proposed  additions  to  the  Mission- 
ary Canon  of  the  Diocese  as  follows,  which  were  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Canons,  who  later  reported  that  they  would  like 
to  have  the  subject  left  in  their  hands  for  a  more  careful  exami- 
nation  and  a  report  to  the  next  Convention,  and  it  was  so 

voted : 

(CANON  12.) 

Sec.  7.  For  the  pastoral  care  of  Church  people  living  in  towns 
where  there  is  no  parish  or  mission,  the  Diocese  is  divided  into  five 
districts.  The  boundaries  of  these  districts  shall  be  determined  and, 
if  occasion  require,  changed  by  the  Board  of  iManagers  of  Diocesan 
Missions. 

For  each  district  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  who  shall 
nominate  to  the  Bishop  clergymen  residing  in  the  district  to  take  pas- 
toral oversight  of  all  unoccupied  towns  therein. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  a  secretary  to  arrange  for  the  complete 
Ccinvassing:  of  all  unoccupied  towns  and  for  the  distribution  or  sale  in 
them  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  He  shall  arrange  for  mission- 
ary conferences  in  his  district  and,  as  far  as  possible,  promote  interest 
in  missionary  work.  He  shall  report  to  the  Bishop  at  the  time  of  each 
annual  Convention  the  number  of  towns  canvassed  during  the  year, 
state  what  conferences  have  been  held,  and  give  a  summary  of  all 
extra-parochial  ofiicial  acts. 

Sec.  8.  A  clergyman  appointed  to  take  pastoral  oversight  of  a  town 
shall,  if  possible,  visit  the  Church  people  therein  at  least  once  a  year; 
shall  see  that  they  receive  promptly  copies  of  the  diocesan  paper,  and 
shall  arrange  when  possible  to  have  information  sent  to  him  at  any 
time  of  any  person  in  such  town  who  may  be  in  need  of  his  pastoral 
ministrations. 
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Sec.  9.  The  record  of  official  acts  in  all  unoccupied  towns  which 
adjoin  any  parish  or  mission  and  which  are  placed  under  the  care  of 
the  incumbent  of  said  parish,  or  mission  shall  be  entered  by  him  in  his 
parochial  record  book. 

Any  clergyman  performing  any  official  act  outside  his  own  p2unsh  or 
mission  in  towns  not  so  situated  and  so  assigned,  shall  send  a  report 
of  the  same,  certified  by  his  signature,  to  the  district  secretary,  who 
shall  copy  the  report  into  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  for- 
ward the  original  report,  with  his  own  name  e,ndorsed  thereon,  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Diocese  (unless  the  Bishop  designate  •some  other  per- 
son), who  shall  enter  the  report  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  with 
the  name  of  the  officiating  minister  and  of  the  district  secretary. 

A  district  secretar)'  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  communicants  and 
Church  people  residing  in  the  unoccupied  towns  of  |iis  district.  Sta- 
tistics of  the  unoccupied  towns  shall  be  tabulated  in  the  Convention 
Journal  after  the  parochial  statistics  under  their  respective  districts, 
the  aggregate  only,  in  each  district,  being  given. 

The  Rev.  A.  Allerton  Murch  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  expresses  its  cordial  thanks  to  the 
rector,  wardens,  and  members  of  S.  John's  parish  for  their  hospitality 
during  its  present  session,  and  to  the  choirs  of  S.  John's  and  Christ 
churches  for  their  services. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  extended  to  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Bishops  of  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  and  Maine  for  their 
kindness  in  being  present  at  this  session  of  the  Convention,  and  fbr 
their  interesting  and  helpful  addresses. 

No  further  business  being  proposed,  after  prayers  said  by 
the  president,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

14,  and  that  large  and  interested  congregations  have  been  in  attend- 
ance.    $40.51  were  contributed  to  Diocesan  Missions,  and  $146.61 
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above  current  expenses  for  the  purchase  of  permanent  seats,  and  for 
the  insurance  of  the  church  building  for  a  year.

My  dear  Bishop:  In  regard  to  the  services  at  JafTrey  during  the  past 
summer,  I  beg  leave  to  report  my  presence  there  during  July  and 
August,  with  the  exception  of  one  Sunday  in  July,  when  the  service 
was  conducted  by  a  Lay  Reader.  Two  services  were  held  each  Sun- 
day—  Holy  Communion  at  lo  o'clock,  and  Morning  Prayer  and  sermon 
at  10:45.

Vear  Bishop  Niles :  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  during 
the  past  summer  the  usual  services  were  held  on  the  east  shore  of  Lake 
Sunapee  in  the  town  of  New  London.  The  trustees  continue  to  give 
us  the  use  of  the  old  district  schoolhouse.  Here  our  Church  services 
were  held  every  Sunday  from  the  last  Sunday  in  July  to  the  second 
Sunday  in  September,  as  follows : 

8  a.  m.,  Holy  Communion;  11  a.  m..  Morning  Prayer  and  sermon. 
4  p.  m  ,  Sunday-school ;  5  p.  m..  Evening  Prayer  and  sermon. 

On  the  first  Sunday,  each  of  August  and  September,  the  11  a.  m. 
service  consisted  of  a  second  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  pre- 
ceded by  the  Litany,  and  on  the  Feast  of  the  Transfiguration  there  was 
an  early  Communion. 

All  the  Communion  offerings  were  for  Diocesan  Missions  in  New 
Hampshire  and  amounted  to  $12.13.  On  the  second  Sunday  in  July 
the  afternoon  service  was  a  missionary  service.  Mr.  John  W.  Wood, 
corresponding  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  made  an  address, 
and  the  offerings,  amounting  to  $7.43,  were  for  General  Missions, 
New  Hampshire's  apportionment.

S.  MATTHEW'S  CHURCH.  SUGAR  HILL. 

Dear  Bishop  Niles:  The  report  of  this  little  summer  church  for  the 
seasons  of  190 1  and  1902  is  a  pleasant  one  to  render.  In  1900  three 
new  members  were  added  to  the  board  of  trustees.  These  were  Miss 
Mary  E.  Pancoast  of  Germantown.  Pa.,  Mr.  Rathbone  Gardner  of 
Providence,  and  Dr.  George  W.  W.  Brewster  of  Boston.  In  January^ 
1 90 1,  the  board  suffered  the  sad  and  great  loss  of  Mr.  Frederick  C. 
Withers  of  New  York,  who  was  one  of  its  first  members  from  1890. 
His  hearty  interest  for  the  welfare  of  the  little  church,  his  freely  given 
services  as  its  architect,  his  wise  counsels  and  faithful  labors,  will  ever 
be  remembered  and  cherished  as  among  the  best  memories  in  its  his- 
tory. During  the  summer  of  190 1  Mr.  Gardner  was  in  charge  of  all 
the  church  affairs.  Aided  by  Dr.  Brewster  and  by  friends  at  the  Sun- 
set Hill  House,  and  in  the  neighborhood,  he  raised  funds  sufficient  to 
meet  all  the  usual  expenses,  and  also  to  reduce  the  debt  upon  the 
church  to  $750  from  over  $1,000. 

The  season  of  1902  has  been  still  more  prosperous.  Miss  Pancoast 
was  again  at  the  Hill,  and  Mr.  Charles  Boynton  of  New  York  was 
chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  upon  the  board  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
Withers.  His  acceptance  of  the  election  was  most  pleasing,  and  espe- 
cially welcome  to  those  who  remembered  how  his  honored  and  lamented 
father,  Mr.  John  H.  Boynton,  was  one  of  the  first  workers  for  this 
church.  The  many  and  earnest  efforts  to  clear  off  the  debt  were  hap- 
pily successful.  Bishop  Talbot  of  Central  Pennsylvania  gave  his  val- 
uable interest  and  help.  The  Misses  Pitkin  of  Salem,  and  many  other 
ladies  at  the  hotel,  were  most  efficient  aids  to  Miss  Pancoast.  And 
the  subscription  list  of  Mr.  Gardner  was  a  powerful  factor  in  the  work. 

On  September  7,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Breed  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  was  able 
to  announce  to  a  large  congregation  that  the  debt  was  wiped  out.  Mr. 
Breed  had  held  the  first  service  and  preached  the  first  sermon  in  S. 
Matthew's  on  August  19,  1894. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  summer  of  1903  will  witness  the  Consecration 
of  this  summer  church.  The  chancel  furniture  has  been  provided  for 
by  the  will  of  Miss  Crane  of  Orange,  N.  J.,  one  of  the  earliest  friends 
of  the  church,  and  other  necessary  work  within  and  without  the  build- 
ing will  be  advanced.

My  Dear  Bishop :  Services  were  held  by  me  one  Sunday  in  July  and 
five  Sundays  in  August  in  the  village  of  South  Chatham,  N.  H.,  in  the 
schoolhouse.  They  were  greatly  appreciated  and  attended  by  repre- 
sentatives of  every  ^mily  in  the  village  to  the  average  number  of  sixty. 
The  Prayer  Book  service  of  Morning  Prayer  was  used  and  intelligently 
followed  by  the  congregation  although  no  one*  of  them  had  been  edu- 
cated in  our  form  of  service.  The  services  this  summer  were  rendered 
more  interesting  by  the  use  of  an  organ  which  the  village  had  pur. 
chased  during  the  past  year  for  the  services.  The  very  great  and 
eager  interest  that  these  people  feel  in  the  religious  services  of  the 
month  of  August  (which  are  all  the  religious  services  they  have  in  the 
year)  ought  to  be  a  final  refutation  of  the  common  saying  that  people 
deprived  of  such  services  cease  to  care  for  them.

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NOTES  EXPLANATORY  OF  PARISH  STATISTICS. 


Concord,  S.  Paulas. — During  the  past  year  the  parish  has  received 
from  Miss  Susan  George  Perkins  the  munificent  gift  of  a  Parish  House, 
generously  and  thoughtfully  planned  for  all  its  purposes,  at  a  cost  of 
$27,000,  in  memory  of  her  nephew,  the  late  Colonel  Roger  Elliott 
Foster.  Also  an  organ  (not  yet  set  up)  valued  at  $5,000,  from  Mrs. 
Larz  Anderson,  also  in  memory  of  Colonel  Foster.  The  church  has 
been  enlarged  and  renovated  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $14,000. 

Cornish,  Trinity. — The  rector's  stipend  for  the  summer  services 
was  met  through  the  generous  assistance  of  a  friend  from  without  the 
parish. 

Danbury,  Mission  of  the  Holy  Spirit. — Of  the  sum  contributed  for 
parochial  purposes,  $680.23  were  from  outside  the  Mission. 

Dover. — The  financial  year  of  the  parish  is  from  Easter  to  Easter. 
During  the  year  the  Church  received  a  legacy  of  $500.  A  gift  uf  $500, 
besides  other  gifts,  was  made  toward  the  debt  on  the  Parish  House. 
Missionary  and  other  statistics  are  for  the  Convention  year  ending 
November  i .  The  apportionment  plan  for  missions  went  into  effect 
January  i,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  full-quota  assigned  will  be 
made  up. 

East  Holderness,  S.  Peter's-in-the-Mount. — Except  in  July  and 
August  this  congregation  is  in  charge  of  the  rector  of  S.  Mark's,  Ash- 
land, who  maintains  regular  services.  He  reports  the  receipt  of  $50 
from  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Allen,  who  has  charge  in  the  summer,  towards 
the  expense  of  maintaining  services. 

Groveton,  S.  Mark's  — $74.60  have  been  paid  on  the  lot  for  church 
building,  now  owned  free  of  debt,  and  valued  at  $550  The  church 
building  fund  amounts  to  $93.20.  Parochial  expenses  paid  in  full, 
$100.09. 

Jefferson  Meadows. — There  have  been  ten  Sunday  services  in 
the  Union  Chapel  (which  has  been  chiefly  used  by  us),  two  celebra- 
tions of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  eleven  sermons  or  lectures.  There 
are  seven  communicants. 

Lebanon,  S.  Andrew's The  following  sums  have  been  gathered 

towards  a  building:  The  Bulkley  Fund,  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  $107.19;    the  treasurer  of  the  Mission  has  $40.37  in  hand 
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for  the  purpose;  a  few  years  ago  $25  was  given  through  Mr.  A.  G. 
Bugbee;  total,  $172.56. 

North  Stratford  — The  Rev.  Messrs.  Carroll  and  Adams  of 
Lancaster,  and  Lee  of  Island  Pond,  Vt.,  have  officiated  at  this  mission, 
but  most  of  the  services  have  been  by  Mr.  Adams.  There  are  four- 
teen communicants  resident,  besides  six  who  belong  to  the  congrega- 
tion, though  residing  in  Bloomfield,  Vt.  The  Holy  Communion  has 
been  celebrated  once ;  seven  adults  and  one  child  have  been  baptised  ; 
eleven  were  confirmed  (at  Groveton)  ;  ten  services,  all  on  week  days, 
and  fourteen  sermons  and  lectures. 

Stark,  Mission During  the  year  there  have  been  nine  services, 

with  sermon,  on  Sundays.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated 
twice.  There  was  one  burial.  This  mission  serves  one  Church  fam- 
ily, and  is  attended  to  on  one  of  the  Sundays  of  each  month  when  ser- 
vice is  had  at  Groveton.     The  burial  was  not  from  this  family. 

West  Manchester,  S.  Andrew's. — A  gift  of  $200  has  been  re- 
ceived as  a  memorial. 

Whitefield. — The  curate  of  S  Paul's,  Lancaster,  is  to  visit  this 
congregation  once  a  month  from  October  to  May.

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  much  care  and  anxiety  on  the 
score  of  health.  On  the  fourteenth  of  last  November  chicken-pox 
broke  out,  and  from  that  date  up  to  February  first  of  this  year  the 
Home  was  quarantined  owing  to  successive  cases  of  chicken-pox  and 
measles .  The  usual  Donation  Day  was  necessarily  omitted  and  the  chil- 
dren* were  not  able  to  attend  the  Christmas  festival  at  the  chapel.  A 
special  tree  was,  however,  provided  for  them  at  the  Home  and  their 
Christmas  was  made  as  happy  as  possible  under  the  circumstances. 
We  are  thankful  to  say  that  no  cases  were  fatal  and  no  ill  results  came 
to  the  children  who  had  the  disease.  A  new  infirmary  has  been  made 
in  the  building  adjoining  the  main  house,  and  hereafter  any  case  of 
sickness  can  be  promptly  isolated  and  easily  cared  for  without  ex- 
posing the  rest  of  the  household.  We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  Milnor 
Coit  and  Dr.  Charles  R.  Walker  for  their  advice  and  material  aid  in 
bringing  about  this  much- needed  improvement. 

The  sickness  and  temporary  absence  of  Rev.  Dr.  Coit  has  deprived 
the  Home  of  his  valued  oversight  and  advice  for  a  few  months,  but  we 
trust  that  he  will  return  with  renewed  health  and  vigor. 

The  present  number  of  children  is  forty,  seventeen  girls  and  twenty- 
three  boys.  During  the  year  nine  children  have  left  the  Home  and 
eleven  have  been  admitted. 

Miss  Mary  H.  Higgs,  the  efficient  teacher  of  the  school,  was 
obliged  to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health. 

The  trustees  of  the  Pearson  Fund  have  paid  to  us  the  interest  on 
the  bequest  up  to  October  i,  1902,  and  have  indicated  their  intention 
to  continue  the  payments  regularly  hereafter.  The  money  received  has 
been  used  to  repay  to  the  Permanent  Fund  some  of  the  advances  made 
for  deficiencies  in  the  past  years. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  gone  on  quietly  and  we  trust  effectively. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  those  kind  friends  who  have  aided  us,  either 
by  gifts  of  money  or  necessaries,  or  by  taking  personal  interest  in  the 
work.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1 .  The  Holy  Communion  shall  be  celebrated  on  every  morning  of 
the  session  of  the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  he  shall  call  the  Conven- 
tion to  order,  and  every  member  shall  remain  in  his  seat  unless  he  rise 
to  address  the  chair. 

3.  The  President  shall  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
other  members,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Convention  by  any  member. 

4.  When  the  Convention  is  equally  divided,  the  President  shall 
decide  the  question  by  his  vote ;  and  when  his  vote,  given  in  the 
minority,  shall  make  an  equal  division,  it  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  vote, 
and  in  such  case  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

5.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  upon  any  question,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address 
himself  to  the  President. 

6.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Conven- 
tion  without  leave,  if  he  be  able  to  attend. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  mem- 
ber wishing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

9.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  a  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  excused  for  special  reasons  before  a 
division. 

10.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President  before  being  debated,  and  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if 
so  required  by  the  President. 

1 1 .  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to 
commit,  to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely — which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

12.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order;  that,  and  the 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  always  be  decided  without  debate. 

13.  When  a  motion  has  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  the  neg- 
ative, it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  majority  to  move  for  a 
reconsideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 
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14.  No  question  shall  be  taken  on  any  report,  unless  upon  a  mo- 
tion  to  print  or  recommit  it ;  but  reports  shall,  as  of  course,  lie  upon 
the  table.  If  a  committee  deem  any  action  of  the  Convention  desira- 
ble, it  shall  be  their  duty  to  present,  in  writing,  such  Resolutions,  Acts, 
or  Canons,  as  they  may  think  proper  to  offer,  which  only  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

1 5 .  Clergymen  officiating  in  this  Diocese,  but  not  canonically  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention,  visiting  clergymen  in  good  standing,  candi-

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PROCEEDINGS. 


This  being  the  day  fixed  by  Section  i,  Article  II  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
New  Hampshire,  the  One  Hundred  and  Second  Annual  Con- 
vention assembled  in  S.  Paul's  church,  Concord,  Wednesday, 
November  i8,  1903,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  the  Rt.  Reverend  the 
Bishop  of  the  diocese  Celebrant,  the  Rev.  James  C.  Flanders 
Gospeler,  and  the  Rev.  Albert  H.  Wheeler,  Epistolar. 

The  Bishop  delivered  his 

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

My  Beloved  Brethren  in  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord:  ^ 

Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  the  Father  and  from  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  May  He  keep  your  soul  and  body  and  spirit 
faultless  unto  the  appearing  of  Jesus  Christ,  at  that  day.     Amen. 

Last  year  the  Convention  kept  its  one  hundredth  anniversary  in 
Portsmouth  with  joy  and  great  gladness.  No  warmer  hospitality  could 
be  desired  than  that  extended  to  us  by  the  venerable  parish  of  St.  John^s 
and  its  hospitable  Rector.  The  Bishops  of  Massachusetts,  Vermont, 
and  Maine  joined  us  in  our  great  thanksgiving,  strengthening  us  with 
loving  cheer.  The  historical  papers  read  by  Dr.  Roberts  and  Dr. 
Goodridge,  both  just  and  full  of  interest,  recounted  much  of  God's 
goodness  to  us  in  the  past.  And  our  proper  business  done,  we,  I  hope, 
came  away  with  purpose  invigorated  to  set  ourselves,  if  humbly  yet  res- 
olutely, to  the  duties  of  the  new  century.  Oh,  for  a  larger  measure  of 
the  Spirit  from  on  high  to  enable  us !  Oh,  for  deeper  love  of  Christ 
and  of  all  men  redeemed  by  him ! 

Dr.  Starkey,  Bishop  of  Newark,  a  man  of  sound  learning  and  a  just 
mind,  many  years  far  from  well,  has  gone  to  his  rest.  So  more  re- 
cently has  the  venerable  and  beloved  Thomas  March  Clark,  Bishop  of 
Bhode  Island  and  Presiding  Bishop.  It  is  said  that  Bishop  Clark  was 
the  oldest  in  the  entire  Anglican  communion,  if  not  the  senior  bishop 
in  the  world.  An  eloquent  preacher  in  his  day,  and  a  brilliant  writer, 
with  very  wide  human  sympathies,  he  was  a  man  who  in  the  House  of 
Bishops  made  few  speeches.     But  his  were  pretty  sure  to  be  words  of 
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Long  Island  could  be  with  us,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sanford  of  Vermont, 
and  several  of  our  New  Hampshire  clergy  who  have  rendered  good 
service  and  loving  ministrations  at  one  time  or  at  another  in  and 
around  Walpole,  and  Mr.  Shrimpton  of  Massachusetts,  who  has  more 
than  once  stood  in  the  breach,  and,  most  of  all,  our  venerable  and  be- 
loved Dr.  Renouf,  who  for  almost  half  a  century  has  been  a  benedic- 
tion both  in  these  southwestern  townships*and  everywhere  throughout 
New  Hampshire.  Having  this  very  week  reached  the  half-way  line 
between  eighty  and  ninety  years,  some  part  of  his  customary  active 
serving  of  the  diocese  has  to  be  each  year  laid  down,  I  suppose.  May 
it  be  long  ere  Dr.  Renoufs  most  kindly  presence  shall,  cease  to  shed 
blessing  upon  us,  his  brethren. 

At  the  consecration  in  that  very  picturesque  town  of  Holdemess  Dr. 
Hodges  of  Cambridge  preached  a  sermon,  now  published,  of  a  histor- 
ical nature  and  of  great  interest  in  connection  with  that  noble  town- 
ship and  with  the  unique  history  of  the  Church  therein.  Record  was 
made  at  this  service  of  the  help  given  by  the  present  rector  of  Holder- 
ness  School  for  Boys  and  by  Mr.  Thompson  of  Ashland  and  by  the 
rectors  generally  of  St.  Mark^s,  Ashland,  in  reviving  Church  services 
in  that  part  of  this  ancient  town,  and  especially  by  the  present  Bishop 
of  Cajifornia,  and  also  of  the  very  large  and  opportune  pecuniary  assist- 
ance supplied  to  the  Bishop  by  a  layman  of  Brooklyn  of  whom  mention 
was  made  at  the  consecration. 

To  sum  up  the  yearns  acts :  I  have  ordained  one  to  the  priesthood ;  I 
have  confirmed  271  persons;  I  have  consecrated  2  churches;  I  have 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  28  times ;  I  have  preached  75  ser- 
mons, and  delivered  49  addresses. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  Goodridge,  many  years  rector  at  Exeter,  after 
a  long  fight  with  illness  and  sharp  exhausting  pain,  was  compelled  in 
July  to  resign  the  rectorship  of  Christ  church,  and  for  the  present  to 
retire  from  active  duty.  One  of  my  dearest  friends  from  his  boyhood 
and  my  own  youth,  1  suppose  a  pastor  could  nowhere  be  found  more 
deeply  beloved  by  his  flock  wherever  he  has  lived,  and  by  the  entire 
community  of  the  town,  than  he.  And  he  continues  to  live  in  Exeter. 
A  comfort  he  will  be  and  not  a  hinderer  to  Mr.  Haughton,  who  suc- 
ceeds him  as  rector.  And  Mr.  Haughton,  once  of  this  diocese,  it  is 
pleasant  to  have  in  that  place,  whose  church  was  built  and  the  parish 
considerably  established  under  the  rectorship  of  his  own  father. 

In  carrying  on  services  and  some  work  of  the  parish  much  help  has 
been  given  very  lovingly  by  two  neighboring  clergymen,  Mr.  Robin- 
son of  Dover,  and  Mr.  Murch  of  Salmon  Falls,  a  man  faithful  and  true, 
now  gone  from  us. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Goodrich  of  Littleton,  following  upon  the  completion 
of  patient  and  good  work  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  in  New  Hampshire, 
went  abroad  last  year,  his  duty  being  taken  for  the  year  by  the  Rev. 
John  Gregson  of  Maine.  After  a  year  of  real  refreshing  and  joy  with 
his  family  in  Europe  he  returned  to  us  two  weeks  ago,  leaving  two 
daughters  at  school  in  Germany.  Hardly  had  he  reached  Littleton 
when  called  back  by  cable  because  of  the  dangerous  illness  of  his 
daughter.  He  ought  to  be  reaching  Dresden  this  morning  at  the 
latest.  These  things  I  set  before  you  out  of  love  to  a  brother,  good 
and  true  always,  and  that  we  may  be  offering  our  prayers  for  him  and 
for  them  that  are  his.  Mr.  Ticknor,  fourteen  years  at  Union  church, 
West  Claremont,  goes  now  to  Salmon  Falls.  Mr.  Patterson,  the  first 
and  only  resident  priest  in  Milford,  has  become  rector  of  Trinity 
church,  Claremont,  left  vacant  by  the  going  of  Dr.  Waterman  to  St. 
Luke^s,  Charlestown.  In  Milford,  Wilton,  and  Peterborough,  Mr. 
Patterson  has  served  the  Master  well  and  the  people  well.  With  our 
small  salaries  such  places  are  hard  satisfactorily  to  supply.  Eloquent 
men  we  do  not  need,  or  men  exceptionally  brilliant.  Men  of  sense  we 
do  need,  and  of  a  good  heart,  and  of  sufficient  learning  and  filled  with 
divine  love.  They  ought,  in  order  to  gain  the  people,  to  be  men  *»  of 
sound  minds  and  moderated  desires,"  who  are  content  with  their 
Church's  doctrines  and  ways  and  do  not  feel  called  on  to  stand  forth  as 
representatives  of  some  particular  school  in  the  Church. 

It  grieves  one  to  the  heart  to  see  a  really  good  man,  devout,  sound 
in  the  faith  and  able,  discouraged  in  the  charge  of  some  particular 
place  because  unable  to  lay  hold  of  men  of  opinions  and  notions  con- 
siderably different  from  his  own.  Every  priest  ought  to  make  haste  to 
get  himself  into  such  a  mental  and  spiritual  state  that  he  can  be  help- 
ful to  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men,  and  can  go  on  fairly  well  with 
them.  With  nothing  short  of  this,  with  nothing  narrower  than  this, 
should  any  pastor  and  Christian  gentleman  allow  himself  to  be 
content. 

The  Rev.  Donald  Browne,  now  of  Massachusetts,  whose  first  years 
in  the  Church's  ministry  were  spent  in  Derry,  was  strong  in  the  scrip- 
tures, and  gained  many  friends.  Mr.  McMurphy,  assisted  by  a  Lay 
Reader,  has  kept  things  alive  at  Derry,  and  moving  on,  if  not  strongly. 

In  Rochester,  a  young  city,  as  you  know,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Harris  of 
Vermont  held  service  eight  or  nine  months  in  a  not  very  convenient 
hall.  Congregations  and  contributions  were  not  large,  yet  an  earnest 
few  were  helped  and  were  much  comforted.  Others  who  would,  no 
doubt,  have  come  to  us,  baptized  in  the  Church,  and  in  some  instances 
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from  it.  And  by  this  overwork  in  St.  Timothy's  mission,  Concord, 
and  at  the  Orphans'  Home,  he  was  driven  to  a  long  rest.  Mr.  Dow 
has  for  about  six  months  served  this  mission  well.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  Mr.  Tibbits  will  in  good  time  come  back  to  us  ;  and  I  must  then 
make  it  my  business  to  see  what  control  restraining  authority  can  have 
over  a  too  burning  zeal. 

Mr.  Macmaster  is  more  than  ever  showing  how  useful  a  Deacon  can 
be  when  living  amid  vast  openings  for  religious  ministries. 

In  the  southwestern  parts  of  the  diocese  several  townships  were 
thoroughly  visited — canvassed — by  Mr.  Wheeler  of  Keene  (assistant  to 
Dr.  Roberts,  the  district  secretary  of  this  region),  and  by  Mr.  Parker, 
Mr.  Lay,  Mr.  Dow,  and  by  Mr.  Thurber,  our  invaluable  Lay  Reader 
from  Danbury.  Coos  county  all  the  way  to  the  Canadian  line  has  re- 
ceived loving  and  very  beneficial  visits  from  house  to  house  from  Rev. 
Mr.  Flanders  ot  Woodsville  and  Mr.  Thurber,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Carroll. 

For  the  bringing  of  Rochester  to  its  present  promising  condition  for 
a  permanent  occupancy  by  the  Church  (if  we  can  only  find  just  the 
right  man  to  go  there)  we  are  indebted  chiefly  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Eames  of  Sanbornville,  and  Mr.  Parker  of  St.  Paul's  school.  Mr. 
Parker  has  also  relieved  greatly  my  anxieties  concerning  Derry. 

Not  in  Tilton  only  and  at  Franklin  Falls  and  in  several  townships 
around,  but  especially  at  Danbury,  aided  very  much  by  our  beloved 
deaconess,  Miss  Helen  Moulton,  and  by  Mr.  Thurber,  the  singularly 
earnest  and  wise  resident  Lay  Reader,  the  Rev.  Stanley  Emery  has  once 
more  shown  himself  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed.  The 
good  deaconess  is  compelled  now  to  take  a  whole  year's  rest.  I  dont 
know  what  we  are  going  to  do  to  keep  our  zealous  helpers  unto  the 
Kingdom  of  God  from  working  themselves  to  their  very  death. 

Lancaster,  Groveton,  North  Stratford,  and  the  rest  are  a  load  too 
heavy  for  Mr.  Carroll  to  carry,  especially  since  Mr.  Adams,  his  mis- 
sionary curate,  has  been  taken  away.  St.  Andrew's,  West  Manches- 
ter, with  Goffstown,  is  gainiitg  strength  daily  under  Mr.  Bailey. 

In  September  I  made  a  tour  of  visitations  through  the  very  northern- 
most regions,  holding  service  in  Lancaster,  Groveton,  North  Stratford, 
Colebrook,  and  Riverside.  Everywhere  I  was  most  hospitably  re- 
ceived. Everywhere  the  fields  are  white  to  the  harvest.  I  hope  we 
will  not  fail  soon  much  more  vigorously  to  enter  in  and  more  worthily 
to  help  in  claiming  and  in  keeping  those  fair  regions  for  Christ.  Upon 
that  trip  things  more  than  one  both  thrilled  my  soul  and  made  me  sigh 
over  our  powerlessness.     Yet  our  God  is  mighty. 
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It  was  beautiful  to  see  what,  in  Colebrook,  for  instance,  one  Chris- 
tian woman  did  all  through  the  long  winter  and  summer,  in  gathering 
to  her  rooms,  and  in  teaching  in  true  and  holy  ways,  with  no  pastor 
to  help  her  much,  a  large  group  of  children  and  youths,  and  with  what 
alacrity  they  responded  to  these  outgoings  of  her  love.  The  rector  of 
Island  Pond  in  Vermont  has  held  for  us  at  one  point  in  the  north  some 
services  through  the  year  such  as  a  hard  worked  man  could  give.  So 
many  of  my  faithful  clergy  are  engaged,  in  such  ways  as  are  open  to 
them,  in  pushing  out  the  activities  of  the  Church  of  God  into  the  rural 
regions  around,  that  I  hesitate  to  name  any.  Yet  I  will  not  omit  to 
mention  the  enormous  amount  of  work  done  for  us  by  two  already  hard 
worked  men,  Mr.  Lay,  secretary  of  the  board  of  missions,  and  Mr. 
Parker,  both  of  St.  PauPs  school.  The  Lord  reward  them  according 
to  their  works.  And  Mr.  Drumm,  also  of  the  school,  patiently  serves 
the  diocese  year  on  year  as  treasurer  and  as  clerk  of  both  the  Orphans^ 
home  and  St.  Mary^s  school,  and  as  Rector  of  the  ancient  parish  in 
Hopkinton.  In  all  the  band  of  loyal,  loving  clergy,  given  to  us  in 
New  Hampshire,  I  do  all  the  time  feel  that  the  gracious  Lord  has  dealt 
bountifully  with  us,  beyond  what  could  be  asked  for.  In  many  places 
laymen  and  the  best  of  Christian  women,  for  their  part  toil  and  plan, 
and  of  their  substance  give  pretty  liberally. 

Last  year  I  spoke  to  you  of  the  enforced  absence  of  Dr.  Joseph  Coit, 
rector  of  St.  PauPs  school.  Now  we  owe  thanks  to  the  Giver  of  all 
good  that  our  brother  has  returned  to  us  with  health  at  least  partly 
restored. 

In  October,  by  invitation  of  the  Episcopalian  club  of  Massachusetts, 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  at  a  banquet  in  Boston,  a  large  number 
of  laymen  and  bishops  of  New  England,  to  bring  greetings  on  the 
completion  of  ten  years  of  wise  and  strong  administration  of  Bishop 
Lawrence.  Both  our  regard  for  the  Bishop  and  the  taking  of  our 
bearings  and  distances  as  a  Church  in  New  England  made  the  evening 
to  be  an  enjoyable  one. 

A  recent  Missionary  Council  in  Washington  was  of  more  interest,  I 
think,  than  any  before  held.  The  Sunday  afternoon  rally  on  the 
l^rounds  of  the  future  cathedral,  at  which  the  President  of  the  United 
States  made  an  extended  address,  drew  together  rather  more,  it  is 
estimated,  than  15,000  people,  and  was  every  way  worthy. 

A  new  thing  this  year,  in  Washington,  was  the  All  American  Confer- 
ence of  bishops  in  the  week  next  preceding  the  missionary  council.  It 
had  been  hoped  and  believed  that  for  the  bishops  of  this  country  and 
those  of  Canada  and  other  British  possessions,  and  from  the  West 

Indies,  to  meet  face  to  face  would  be  a  good  thing,  and  that  topics 
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somewhat  peculiar  to  this  continent,  with  the  adjacent  islands,  and  to 
these  times,  could  in  a  useful  way  engage  our  attention  three  or  four 
days.  Little  inclined  at  first  to  the  suggestion,  I  am  now  pretty  sure 
that  the  conference  was  productive  of  considerable  good,  both  indi. 
rectly  and  through  the  papers  read,  presently  to  be  published  as  a  book. 

In  closing  what  I  would  this  morning  say  to  you,  beloved,  I  am 
moved  to  call  to  your  attention  an  achievement  not  exactly  missionary 
by  one  of  our  clergy  during  the  year  now  ending.  I  mean  the  learn, 
ing,  the  carefulness  of  research  and  the  labor  well  nigh  endless,  be- 
stowed by  Dr.  Waterman  upon  his  book  just  now  published,  •♦  Tables 
Illustrating  the  Transmission  of  the  Episcopate,  in  English  and  Amer- 
ican Lines,  by  the  Space  of  Twelve  Hundred  Years."  By  his  volume 
issued  some  years  ago,  one  of  a  series  of  able  treatises  upon  periods  of 
church  history.  Dr.  Waterman  showed  a  rare  power  of  making  things 
usually  thought  dry,  to  be  full  of  interest  and  living. 

When  three  or  four  days  ago,  I  opened  this  new  creation  of  Dr. 
Waterman^s  pen,  I  said  to  myself:  These  tables  may  be  of  value,  un- 
doubtedly they  are ;  but  surely  no  one  can  made  them  other  than  dry. 
But  turning  leaf  after  leaf  I  found  myself  under  a  kind  of  spell.  And  I 
laid  down  the  volume  thankful  that  these  things  could  be  given  to  the 
Church  in  a  shape  so  acceptable,  and  glad  that,  among  the  varied  gifts 
bestowed  on  Christ's  ministers  here  among  us,  one  was  found  so  en- 
dowed with  intellect,  learning,  and  courage  as  to  undertake  and  sue 
cessfiilly  carry  through  a  task  at  once  so  hard  and  so  honorable.  With 
some  of  the  words  of  Dr.  Richey,  lohg  time  professor  of  church  history 
in  the  General  Theological  seminary.  New  York,  I  will  leave  this  sub- 
ject. Indeed  I  might  not  have  ventured  to  touch  it  at  all,  were  not 
Dr.  Waterman  excused  from  attendance  at  this  convention  that  he 
might  take  part  in  the  consecration  of  his  close  friend.  Dr.  Lines,  to  be 
bishop  of  Newark.     Prof.  Richey  says : 

•*The  method  followed  in  tracing  the  lines  of  succession  will  be 
found  of  special  value  to  the  student  of  church  history.  New  light  is 
thrown  upon  the  question  of  the  succession,  and  a  sustained  interest  is 

kept  up  from  the  beginning  to  the  close It  will  be  seen 

from  the  method  of  treatment  that  the  Apostolic  Succession  so  far  from 
being  a  barren  and  abstract  question,  is  one  which  by  the  aid  of  the 
cross  lights  thrown  upon  it  is  made  to  take  on  a  surpassing  interest." 

Now,  my  brethren,  after  pledging  ourselves  afresh  in  the  Holy  Sac- 
rament, we  must  take  up  the  commonplace  duty  of  the  day.  And  I 
pray  for  you  and  for  me,  that  in  all  our  things,  done  in  love,  we  may 
be  always  looking  for  that  blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious  appearing  of 
the  great  God,  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  himself  for  us.

Memorial  Parish  House,  and  laid  upon  the  secretary's  table  a 
rolLof  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  which  being  called,  those 
whose  names  are  marked  by  an  asterisk  on  pages  602-604 
answered  to  their  names,  or  were  present  during  the  Conven- 
tion. 

The  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  were  received  and  referred 
to  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Horace  A.  Brown,  Isaac 
N.  Boucher,  and  Edward  C.  Niles. 

The  committee  on  credentials  reported  that  they  had  exam- 
ined certiticates  of  Lay  Delegates  from  all  parishes  and  mis- 
sions from  whom  certificates  of  such  appointment  had  been 
received,  and  the  subjoined  list  of  Laymen  are  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention.

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At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
New  Hampshire,  held  at  the  Bishop's  house  in  Concord,  Tuesday, 
November  lo,  1903,  the  treasurer  having  reported  the  want  of  funds 
to  meet  taxes  upon  diocesan  property  due  December  i ,  after  discus- 
sion, it  was  Votedy  That  the  following  resolution  be  submitted  to  the 
Convention  at  its  meeting,  viz. : 

Resolved^  That  inasmuch  as  the  funds  from  which  the  taxes  and  re- 
pairs upon  the  Bishop's  house  have  heretofore  been  paid  are  now  ex- 
hausted, and  as  it  is  necessary  that  these  expenses  should  in  the  future 
be  met  promptly,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  that  the  money  for 
said  expenses  should  be  raised  by  an  addition  to  the  annual  assess- 
ment put  upon  the  parishes,  and  they  recommend  that  the  said  annual 
assessment  be  increased  by  10  per  cent,  for  that  purpose.

The  Rev.  Daniel  C.  Roberts,  D.  D.,  for  the  Trustees,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  of 

S.  MARY'S  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

We  have  reason  for  thankfulness  in  that  the  general  health  of  the 
girls  has  been  good.  They  have  applied  themselves  conscientiously 
to  their  work.  Their  deportment  has  been  good,  and  there  has  been 
no  occasion  for  any  discipline  out  of  the  common. 

The  number  of  scholars  has  not  increased.  We  have  been  told  that 
if  the  rate  of  tuition  were  increased  to  its  full  value,  we  should  not  only 
have  more  money  but  larger  numbers.  Possibly  that  is  true.  People 
are  slow  to  believe  that  so  much  can  be  had  for  so  little.  Moreover, 
in  sending  a  girl  to  S.  Mary's  one  does  not  have  the  distinction  of  pay- 
ing a  large  sum.  But  the  object  of  the  school  is  not  to  be  accom- 
plished by  making  it  costly  and  exclusive.  That  object  is  to  afford  an- 
education   equal  to  the   best,  together  with  training  in  a  distinctly 
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Christian  atmosphere  under  the  refined  and  venerable  sanctions  of  the 
Church,  to  those  who  could  not  have  such  privilege  if  it  were  held  at 
costly  charges. 

S.  Mary^s  is  a  New  Hampshire  Church  School.  Its  hope,  as  its 
endeavor,  is  to  provide  a  high  type  of  Christian  culture  at  a  reasonable 
rate.  The  rate  is  reasonable,  because,  with  a  sufficient  number,  and 
that  not  a  large  number  of  paying  scholars,  at  the  present  charge,  it 
would  come  as  near  to  paying  its  way  as  such  an  institution  ought  to 
come.  ♦•  Paying  its  way"  is  not  the  part  of  a  school  primarily.  From 
the  great  universities  down  the  beneficent  work  fails  without  the  sup- 
port of  munificent  gifts.  There  is  no  better  opportunity  for  the  kind 
of  oflfering  that  endows  one's  own  soul  for  eternity  than  is  opened  by 
the  needs  and  aspirations  of  such  a  school  as  this. 

There  should  be  added  to  its  equipment  more  dormitory  space,  a 
physical  apparatus  suited  to  its  needs  for  illustrative  study  of  science, 
scholarships,  and  general  endowment.  Thus  its  influence  for  good, 
already  great,  may  be  greatly  increased. 

In  March  Miss  Deven's  work  was  taken  by  Miss  Mabel  Russell,  and 
after  Easter  Miss  Heath,  a  graduate  of  Vassar  College,  took  the  place 
of  Miss  Bennett ;  the  former  teachers,  both  of  them  efficient  and  be- 
loved, retiring  on  account  of  illness.  The  work  has  suffered  no  detri- 
ment in  the  hands  of  the  new  members  of  the  staff.  With  the  new 
year  Miss  Deven's  chair  has  been  taken  by  Miss  Van  Wagenen,  a  grad- 
uate of  Wellesley.     Miss  Heath  continues  her  work  in  mathematics. 

During  the  absence  of  Miss  Bertha  Niles  in  Europe  the  art  depart- 
ment  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Ethel  Robinson.  In  the  general  art  class 
organized  as  reported  last  year,  and  in  the  studio.  Miss  Robinson 
maintained  the  high  level  of  this  department.  With  the  beginning  of 
the  new  year  Miss  Niles  takes  charge  again  of  the  art  department,  and 
in  addition  to  that  conducts  the  classes  in  the  French  language. 

During  the  year  lectures  and  illuminating  ♦♦  Talks"  have  been  given, 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Waterman, 
the  Kev.  Messrs.  Parker,  Himes,  and  Donald  Browne,  Mr.  Sears,  Mr. 
Jacob  Riis,  Mr.  Edward  F.  Gordon,  superintendent  of  manual  train- 
ing in  the  public  schools  of  Concord,  and  Mrs.  L.  D.  Stevens.  The 
commencement  sermon  was  delivered  in  S.  PauPs  church  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  J.  Drumm  of  S.  Paul's  school.  The  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson 
of  S.  Thomas's  church,  Dover,  delivered  the  address  at  the  closing  of 
the  school. 

The  record  of  the  past  is  occasion  of  thankfulness ;  the  promise  for 
the  new  year,  beginning  as  it  does  with  all  the  current  bills  fully  paid,, 
is  encouraging. 
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The  school  is  doing  a  good  work.    Whether  it  shall  be  a  larger  work 

depends,  under  God,  upon  appreciation  and  appropriation  on  the  part 

of  the  friends  of  wholesome  Christian  education.

The  Rev.  Lorin  Webster,  for  the  Trustees,  presented  the 
following  report  of 

holderness  school  for  boys. 

The  past  year  at  our  Diocesan  School  for  boys  has  been  marked  by 
a  largely  increased  enrolment,  by  the  introduction  of  some  important 
and  much  needed  improvements,  and  by  continued  healthfulness. 

The  recent  catalogue  shows  that  there  were  fifty-two  boys  in  resi- 
dence last  year,  and  one  day  pupil ;  and  this  fall  eighteen  new  boys 
have  entered  the  school. 

The  athletic  field  and  running  track  which  were  completed  last  year 
are  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  as  well  as  of  great  convenience  to  the 
boys,  and  on  closing  day  the  remarkable  record  of  lo  2-5  seconds  for 
the  hundred  yards  dash  was  made  by  George  D.  Luther  on  the  new 
track.  During  th^  past  summer  the  gymnasium  has  been  raised  ten 
feet,  and  supplied  with  all  needful  apparatus,  so  that  the  boys  now  feel 
that  they  have  a  good  and  well-appointed  building  for  indoor  athletic 
exercise. 

A  dry-house  adjoining  the  laundry  has  also  been  constructed  to  the 
great  saving  of  clothes  as  well  as  for  the  comfort  of  the  laundresses. 

The  ceiling  of  the  front  hall  has  been  neatly  sheathed  in  panels  and 
presents  a  pleasing  appearance. 

A  large  number  of  specimens  in  minerals,  shells,  eggs,  Indian  relics, 
etc.,  have  been  bought  and  they  have  been  placed  in  cases  constructed 
for  the  purpose,  so  that  the  school  has  now  the  beginning  of  a  valuable 
museum.  The  outside  woodwork  of  all  the  buildings  has  received  a 
coat  of  paint  this  autumn,  and  other  necessary  repairs  have  been  made. 

Our  boys  at  Harvard,  Dartmouth,  Princeton,  Trinity,  and  West 
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Point  all  report  that  they  passed  their  examinations  last  June  withou 
conditions. 

This  year  the  school  haS  three  new  masters, — Mr.  James  P.  Garvin, 
Trinity,  Mr.  Dudley  Tyng,  Harvard,  and  Mr.  Charles  Whitney,  Mid-     • 
dleboro,  all  of  the  class  of  1903. 

The  crying  need  at  Holderness  is  for  increased  endowment  to  the 
end  that  masters  who  have  gained  experience  and  proved  themselves 
valuable  to  the  school  may  be  retained  by  offering  them  larger  salaries, 
or  that  new  men  of  experience  may  be  secured. 

It  is  again  with  sentiments  of  profound  gratitude  and  hopefulness 

that  we  present  this  report.

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The  Rev.  William  P.  Niles,  for  a  special  committee  to  con- 
sider and  report  upon  a  '*  plan  for  the  pension  of  clergy  who 
have  worked  long  in  the  diocese  and  have  reached  the  age  of 
sixty-five  years,"  made  .a  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  and  to  report  thereon  to-morrow  forenoon. 

The  Rev.  W.  Northey  Jones  offered  a  resolution,  on  whose 
motion  the  same  was  referred  to  the  Sunday-school  Commission 
to  report  thereon  to-morrow  morning. 

The  Rev.  Edward  M.  Parker  offered  the  following  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  questioo  of  holding  an  annual  Sunday-school 
Convention  and  other  matters  referred  to  in  their  report,  be  referred 
to  the  Sunday-school  Commission ;  and  that  they  be  instructed  to  re- 
port to  this  Convention  on  November  19th  such  definite  recommenda- 
tions with  regard  to  Sunday-school  work  as  shall  seem  expedient  to 
them. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Coit,  D.  D.,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

First.  In  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  1902-1903, 
in  the  column  of  credits,  change  the  amount  for  S.  Mark^s,  Ashland, 
from  $15.75  to  $25.00,  the  full  amount  of  the  assessment  having  been 
paid. 

Second.  They  propose  that  the  assessments  for  1 903-1 904  be  the 
same  as  those  for  1 902-1 903.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  con- 
sented to  appropriate  $385  towards  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  it  being 
understood  by  them  that  $275  of  this  contribution  will  go  towards  the 
Bishop^s  salary,  and  the  remaining  $110  towards  the  payment  of  taxes 
and  repairs  on  the  Bishop^s  house.  The  list  of  requests  for  contribu- 
tions will  be  the  same  as  that  of  last  year,  except  that  the  contribution 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  New  Hampshire 
will  be  $275,  and  the  voluntary  contributions,  two  in  number,  will  be 
entered  as  $300  and  $200  respectively.  The  total  amount  under  this 
scheme  will  be  $3,220. 

Third.  The  Committee  recommend  that  $300  be  appropriated  for 
taxes  and  repairs  on  the  Bishop^s  house,  this  sum  to  be  provided  in 
the  following  manner :

REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD   OF   MANAGERS  OF  DIOCESAN 

MISSIONS. 

The  Board  held  three  fully  attended  meetings  during  the  year. 

The  lack  of  a  working  balance  caused  some  anxiety  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  when  the  treasury  was  heavily  overdrawn.  Owing  to 
the  fact  that  places  were  vacant  for  which  we  ought  to  have  been  pay- 
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ing  out  stipends,  we  begin  this  year  with  a  balance  of  $215.31.  This 
is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  churches  gave  $57 1 .47  less  than  the 
sum  apportioned  to  them.  We  ask  for  $3,200  the  coming  year, 
and  have  apportioned  this  sum  to  the  congregations ;  and  we  also  hope 
that  we  shall  receive  enough  from  individuals  and  other  sources  to  re- 
store  our  wofking  balance  of  $400  or  $500. 

We  regret  that  the  Diocese  fell  $100.00  short  of  the  amount  appor- 
tioned to  us  by  the  General  Board.  It  is  not  too  late  even  now  for 
any  so  inclined  to  make  up  their  share  of  this  deficiency.  The 
amount  apportioned  to  New  Hampshire  for  two  years  ago  was  $2,073, 
and  for  last  year  $1,850,  while  for  the  ensuing  year  the  amount  has 
been  still  further  reduced  and  the  Diocese  is  asked  to  contribute  only 
$1,475  ^o  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions.  Since  $1,600  is  sent 
directly  back  here  to  be  used  by  the  Bishop  in  work  within  the  Diocese, 
the  Board  of  Managers  resolved  unanimously  to  apportion  no  smaller 
sum  among  the  parishes.  We  therefore  ask  for  $1,600  for  General 
Missions,  $125  more  than  the  sum  named  by  the  General  Board,  but 
still  $250  less  than  the  apportionment  for  last  year,  and  $150  less  than 
was  actually  given. 

We  would  urge  that  every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  do  its  utmost 
to  raise  the  full  amount  of  its  two  apportionments. 

In  order  to  attain  this  end  we  recommend,  as  always  before,  that 
offerings  be  made  systematically  by  the  envelope  system,  and  that  each 
parish  and  mission  welcome  and  use  to  the  full  the  services  of  the 
Financial  Secretary,  or  of  a  solicitor  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. If,  after  all  possible  has  been  done,  the  apportionment  still 
seems  too  large  or  too  small,  we  would  be  glad  to  receive  any  sugges- 
tions in  writing  a  fortnight  before  the  next  Convention. 

The  above  information,  with  the  Treasurer's  report,  is  purely  finan- 
cial.  A  far  larger  part  of  our  time  and  thought  has  been  taken  up  with 
things  not  financial.  It  is  our  business  to  point  out  the  needs  of  the 
Diocese  and  to  give  our  advice  and  cooperation  to  the  Bishop  in  that 
spiritual  work  for  which  he  has  the  supreme  responsibility.  Informa. 
tion  on  these  points  is  laid  before  you  in  other  reports. 

We  can  safely  say  that  never  before  have  we  known  so  fully  the  re- 
ligious needs  and  conditions  of  the  Diocese,  and  never  before  has  it 
been  possible  for  us  to  say  just  where  and  just  how  we  can  use  at  once 
so  much  money  and  so  many  men  as  is  the  case  torday.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  THE  HOUSE  TO  HOUSE 

CANVASS  OF  THE  STATE. 

There  are  240  towns  in  the  state,  in  56  of  which  we  have  regular, 
summer,  or  occasional  services ;  of  these  56  towns  we  have  canvassed 
15  thoroughly  and  10  partially.  Of  the  remaining  184  towns  71  have 
been  canvassed  thoroughly  and  11  partially.  In  other  words  we  have 
visited  every  house  in  86  towns  or  cities,  we  have  done  some  canvass- 
ing in  21  others,  we  have  a  good  idea  of  the  condition  of  31  others 
because  services  are  held  in  them,  which  means  that  they  are  more  or 
less  thoroughly  canvassed,  and  of  102  we  have  little  or  no  knowledge. 
A  year  ago  we  reported  1 18  such  towns,  and  before  the  work  of  the 
commission  began  in  1899  there  were  about  192  such  towns. 

Two  towns  were  canvassed  by  Mr.  Eames  and  Mr.  Yates  in  the 
Eastern  District ;  3  towns  were  canvassed  in  the  Lake  District ;  the  city 
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of  Keene  was  canvassed  thoroughly  by  the  religious  bodies  working 
there,  and  the  Rector  of  Keene  and  his  congregation  did  the  work  in 
one  ward.  An  interesting  piece  of  combined  work  in  the  extreme 
southwestern  comer  was  done  by  six  men  working  with  Mr.  Wheeler ; 
and  Mr.  Flanders  and  Mr.  Thurber,  with  some  help  from  Mr.  Carroll, 
beginning  at  the  Canadian  border  obtained  accurate  information  of  re- 
ligious and  social  conditions  in  13  towns  and  9  Grants  and  Locations. 
About  100  communicants  were  added  to  the  roll  of  the  diocese ;  about 
120  baptized  persons  not  communicants  were  added  to  our  list  of  scat- 
tered church  people,  much  incidental  pastoral  work  was  done,  more- 
than  1 ,080  Prayer  Books  were  distributed,  and  1 2  persons  were  bap- 
tized. 

The  work  of  the  canvass  has  cost  about  1240,  of  which  $91  were 
supplied  by  gifts  to  the  commission,  the  remaining  $149  being  pro- 
vided by  the  workers  themselves. 

The  commission  has  been  unable  to  turn  over  entirely  to  others  the 
work  of  planning  for  the  following  up  of  the  work  done,  and  has  made 
or  is  making  plans  for  permanent  work,  in  holding  services,  for  occa- 
sional services,  and  for  the  sending  of  church  papers,  or  semi-annual 
letters  from  the  Bishop  to  isolated  church  families.

The  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson  made  report  for  the  Sunday 
school  Commissipn  as  follows  : 

We  recommend:  (i)  That  the  present  Commission  be  continued 
without  any  change  in  its  powers  or  purpose. 

(2)    That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  con- 
fer with  clergy  and  Sunday-schools  of  the  Diocese  to  secure  a  voluntary 
Sunday-school  Association,  which  shall  organize  with  its  own  officers, 
and  work  independently  of  this  Convention. 
4 
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(3)  That  the  Sunday-school  Commission  and  this  Committee,  and 
all  delegates,  clerical  and  lay,  interested  in  Sunday-school  work,  meet 
to-day  for  conference,  upon  the  adjournment  of  this  Convention. 

(4)  That  the  report  of  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Sun- 
day-school  Convention,  held  in  Nashua,  on  a  selection  of  books  recom- 
mended for  teachers,  be  printed  in  the  Convention  Journal  in  connec- 
tion  with  the  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Convention. 

(5)  That,  inasmuch  as  it  is  noted  that  the  Lent  offerings  of  our 
New  Hampshire  Sunday-schools  for  missions  have  fallen  off  in  the  last 
two  or  three  years,  renewed  attention  be  paid  to  this  matter  through- 
out the  Diocese. 

(6)  That,  in  order  to  interest  our  children  in  Diocesan  Missions, 
the  Advent  offerings  this  year  be  devoted  for  missionary  work  in  the 
Northern  District,  and  that  our  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  Thurber,  be  invited 
to  meet  as  many  children  of  the  Diocese  as  possible  to  tell  them  of  the 
condition  of  child  life  in  New  Hampshire. 

This  report  was  adopted  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed 
the  following  Committee  on  Sunday-school  Organization  :

On  motion  the  whole  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson,  the  Rev.  W.  Stanley 
Emery,  and  the  Rev.  Richard  W.  Dow,  to  report  thereon  this 
forenoon. 

,     The  Rev.  Henry  E.  Hovey,  for  the  Committee  on   Canons, 
submitted  a  report.     Discussion  ensued. 
-  On  motion  the  Convention  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole 
to  consider  the  report. 

In  Committee  of  the  Whole  the  subject-matter  of  the  report 
was  further  discussed  and  several  amendments  adopted,  when 

On  motion  the  committee  rose  and  reported  to  the  Conven- 
tion the  following,  recommending  that  the  same  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Canons,  to  report  to  the  next  Convention, 
which  report  and  recommendation  was  adopted  : 

The  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire  shall  pay  five  hundred  dollar^  each 
year  to  any  clergyman  who  has  worked  as  a  parish  priest  or  missionary 
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in  the  diocese  for  twenty  years,  and  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty-five 
years,  being  regularly  in  parochial  or  missionary  work  in  this  diocese 
(unless  disabled)  at  the  time  when  he  reached  that  age,  and  who  now 
desires  lo  retire  frpm  such  work. 

The  fund  out  of  which  those  who  are  entitled  to  the  above  allowance 
shall  be  paid,  shall  be  known  as  the  Clergy  Retiring  Allowance  Fund, 
and  shall  consist  (i)  of  such  part  of  the  income  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm 
Clergy  Fund  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  may  consider  it  wise  and 
expedient  thus  to  expend ;  (2)  such  other  funds  as  may  be  given  or 
bequeathed  for  this  purpose,  or  the  income  thereof;  (3)  funds  raised 
by  a  direct  assessment  on  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  diocese  to 
meet  immediate  needs,  which  assessment  shall  be  determined  and  ap- 
portioned by  a  committee  consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman 
appointed  by  the  bishop. 

The  Clergy  Retiring  Allowance  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  New  Hampshire. 

All  cases  of  doubt  under  this  Canon  shall  be  referred  to  the  Stand, 
ing  Committee  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

On  motion  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  offi- 
cers of  the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  read  the  nominations  made  yesterday. 

The  Rev.  Victor  M.  Haughton  and  Messrs.  Harry  B.  Cilley 
and  William  McElroy  were  appointed  tellers. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  Rt.  Rev.  President  declared  Mr.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

The  chief  place  as  well  as.  the  great  means  of  Christian  education  is 
the  home.  And  one  of  the  bulwarks  of  the  Christian  home  is  the 
Sunday,  well  kept  and  well  used. 

But,  so  frequently  to-day  as  to  make  it  seem  a  universal  practice,  the 
preparation  in  schools  of  the  Monday  lessons  is  made  oa  Sunday  in 
order  to  lengthen  out  the  Saturday  holiday.  And  your  committee 
finds  evidence  that  very  frequently  teachers  in  both  public  and  private 
schools  are  expecting  if  not  requiring  the  studying  of  these  lessons  on 
Sunday. 

While  not  intending  to  intimate  that  it  should  be  maintained  that 
such  work  on  Sunday  is  of  necessity  morally  wrong,  your  committee  is 
convinced  that  both  body  and  mind  as  well  as  the  spiritual  nature  de- 
mand a  Sunday  spent  in  different  kind  of  activity  from  those  which 
belong  to  the  other  days  of  the  week.  • 

The  overrunning  of  the  week^s  work  into  Sunday  is  found  also  to 
seriously  interfere  with  the  proper  preparation  of  the  Sunday  Cate- 
chism and  Bible  studies.  An  admirable  way  of  diminishing  school 
work  on  Sunday  is  by  the  changing  of  the  weekly  holiday  from  Satur- 
day to  Monday.     Your  committee  offers  the  following : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  is  hereby  asked  to  take  occasion  in  what- 
ever way  may  seem  best  to  him — First,  to  put  before  the  people  of  the 
diocese  the  importance  of  giving  opportunity  on  Sundays  both  for 
religious  instruction  and  also  for  a  relaxation  of  the  minds  of  scholars 
by  a  change  of  books  read  and  studied ;  and,  secondly,  the  importance 
of  preventing  if  possible  a  deliberate  intrusion  of  school  workinto  the 

Sunday  hours.

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  this  Church  held  in 
the  city  of  Concord  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  November  in  each  year, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  foregoing  amendment  was  unanimously  approved  and 
awaits  final  action  next  year. 

Mr.  George  S.  Frost  offered  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Convention  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
November,  1904,  at  4  o^clock  p.  m. 

The  Rev.  Richard  W.  Dow  proposed  the  following,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  expresses  its  cordial  thanks  to  the 
clergy,  vestry,  and  parishioners  of  S.  PauKs  parish  for  their  hospitality 
during  its  present  session. 

The  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson  moved  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  facilitate  elections  in  Convention,  and  the  follow- 
ing were  appointed  by  the  Rt.

The  following  has  been  received  since  the  adjournment  of 
Convention  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUNDAY-SCHOOL  COMMISSION. 

A  Diocesan  Sunday-school  Convention,  under  the  direction  of  this 
committee,  was  held  in  Nashua,  Sept.  16  and  17,  1903.     About  fifty 
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representatives  from  various  parts  of  the  Diocese  were  present.  The 
convention  was  helpful  both  in  instruction  and  inspiration.  Leaflets 
were  provided  at  the  convention  for  distribution  and  discussion  at  home 
among  the  teachers  of  all  the  schools  represented.  About  two  weeks 
after,  a'  brief  statement  of  things  interesting  at  the  convention  was 
printed  and  enough  copies  were  sent  to  each  clerg}*man  of  the  Diocese 
to  supply  all  his  Sunday-school  workers.  During  the  past  week 
another  pamphlet  on  **  Some  Significant  Facts  which  Deserve  Empha- 
sis,^^  has  been  similarly  sent  to  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  for  distribu- 
tion among  the  teachers.  The  object  of  the  convention  and  of  the 
papers  was  to  arouse  workers  to  an  intelligent  conception  of  their 
work. 

There  appears  to  be  a  slight  improvement  in  Sunday-school  condi- 
tions throughout  the  Diocese ;  but  it  still  remains  true  that  the  weak 
point  of  the  Church  in  New  Hampshire  to-day  is  in  the  religious  edu. 
cation  of  the  young.  Not  only  is  the  instruction  inadequate,  but,  what 
is  quite  as  important,  we  fail  to  gather  and  hold  a  fair  numerical  propor- 
tion of  the  Sunday-school  population  of  the  state.  Figures  substan- 
tiate this  statement,  but  it  mav  be  that  the  best  verification  a  Church- 
man  can  have  is  to  compare  his  own  Sunday-school  numerically  with 
the  Sunday-schools  of  other  Christian  bodies  about  him. 

The  Sunday-school  is  ultimately  a  layman^s  work ;  the  clergy  are  so 
overcrowded  with  other  work  on  Sunday  that  it  is  impossible  for  them 
permanently  to  devote  a  great  amount  of  time  and  energy  to  the  Sun- 
day-school ;  and  indeed  it  is  quite  impossible  for  one  person  to  give 
satisfact9ry  instruction  to  a  large  group  of  children,  of  different  ages, 
and  varying  degrees  of  intellectual  attainment.  But  the  first  steps  lie 
with  the  clergy.  They,  and  they  alone,  are  in  a  position  to  arouse 
interest  in  this  work.  Teachers  cannot  become  competent  unless  in- 
stnicted,  and  the  clergy  must  give  the  instruction.  Parishes  will  not 
take  Sunday-school  seriously  unless  the  clergy  take  it  seriously.  We 
are  thankful  to  report  that  there  are  signs  of  intellectual  interest  in  the 
Sunday-school  among  the  clergy  of  New  Hampshire.  This  will  bear 
fruit  in  the  coming  years. 

A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  at  the  convention  to  recommend 
suitable  books  for  the  assistance  of  teachers.  While  that  committee 
has  no  standing  in  this  convention,  nor  anywhere  else,  except  from  its 
personnel,  yet  it  may  be  a  matter  of  historic  interest  to  know  that  such 
a  committee  was  called  for.  The  chairman  is  the  Rev.  George  P. 
Huntington,  D.  D.,  and  the  other  two  member  are  the  Rev.  William 
P.  Niles  and  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson.

The  convention  at  Nashua  expressed  a  desire  for  a  more  adequate 
organization  of  Sunday-school  work,  and  requested  that  this  committee 
bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Twenty  years  ago  Rev.  Daniel  C.  Roberts,  D.  D.,  submitted  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention  a  most  excellent  report  on  Sunday-schools,  and 
followed  it  by  another  equally  good  the  next  year.  So  good  were 
these  reports  that  nothing  more  was  needed  until  three  years  ago  the 
Rev.  George  P.  Huntington,  D.  D.,  requested  the  present  chairman  of 
this  Commission  to  introduce  resolutions  relative  to  the  appointment  of 
a  Sunday-school  Commission.  The  resolutions  were  carried  and  a 
Committee  appointed.  At  the  end  of  one  year  of  conscientious  effort 
the  chairman  desired  to  resign,  and,  being  reappointed  through  a  mis- 
understanding, allowed  the  next  year  to  pass  without  action.  During 
the  past  year  the  same  chairman  has  served,  and  with  a  little  more  to 
show  for  the  labors  of  his  committee.  But  he  still  finds  what  Dr.  Rob- 
erts found  twenty  years  ago,  that  the  effort  to  improve  Sunday-school 
work  in  the  Diocese  under  the  present  plan  of  organization,  is  a  slip- 
pery and  ungrateful  task.  It  savors  entirely  too  much  of  gratuitous 
personal  interference  in  the  affairs  of  other  parishes.  If  this  Conven- 
tion is  able  to  establish  an  official  organization  permanence  and  dignity 
will  be  conferred  on  the  work.  For  the  present  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Sunday-school  Commission  depends  in  a  peculiar  degree  upon  the 
persistency  and  aggressiveness  of  its  individual  members.

Dear  Bishop  Niles  :  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  during 
the  past  summer  I  held  the  usual  services  in  the  old  schoolhouse  on 
the  east  shore  of  Sunapee  lake  in  the  town  of  New  London.

Afy  dear  Bishop  Niks :  Services  were  held  in  the  church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  Jefferson,  on  Sundays,  from  July  5  to  September  27.  Daily 
Morning  Prayer  or  the  Litany  was  said  from  July  13  to  September  26. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  on  Sundays  and  Holy  Days. 
The  Sunday  congregations  were  large.  There  were  fewer  guests  at  the 
nearest  hotels  than  for  several  years,  and  of  these  the  proportion  of  our 
own  church  people  was  small.  Others,  however,  were  most  kind  and 
generous. 

I  administered  baptism  to  one  infant ;  the  record  was  entered  in  the 
register  of  St.  Paul's  church,  Lancaster.     The  offerings  were,  for

Several  bills  have  been  paid  the  contractor,  with  interest,  for  work 
upon  the  missionary's  house,  Jefferson,  in  1901  and  1902,  and  a  small 
sum  was  also  paid  last  summer  for  work  in  turning  rain  from  the  foun- 
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dations  both  of  church  and  house.  The  second  note  given  to  the  con- 
tractor has  been  reduced  to  $815,  and  this  is  the  entire  amount  of  in- 
debtedness now  upon  the  house. 

The  young  people  here  have  manifested  zeal  in  missionary  work  in 
China. 

Much  sympathy  was  shown  with  the  missionary  efforts  in  northern 
New  Hampshire.  The  faithful  labors  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Carroll  and 
Adams  were  gratifying  and  encouraging  to  our  people. 

Forty  chairs  were  sent  to  the  mission  at  North  Stratford.

Dear  Bishop:  I  submit  the  following  report  of  work  done  in  the 
Northern  District  outside  parochial  limits  during  the  pa^t  year. 

With  two  exceptions  all  families  of  church  people  -discovered  here- 
tofore in  the  work  of  canvass  have  been  visited  at  least  once.  These 
families  have  also  been  supplied  regularly  during  the  year  with  church 
papers  and  other  literature. 

The  Rev.  M.  H.  Carroll  has  baptized  two  children  in  the  town  of 
Milan.  The  secretary  has  baptized  four  children  in  the  town  of  Pitts- 
burg,  and  two  adults  and  four  children  in  Stewartstown. 

A  complete  house  to  house  canvass  was  made  in  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber of  twenty-two  towns,  locations,  and  grants  at  the  northern  end  of 
the  state.  The  canvassers  found  and  enrolled  two  hundred  and  four- 
teen scattered  church  people  of  whom  one  hundred  and  thirty  had  been 
baptized,  and  fifty-four  had  been  confirmed.  Nearly  six  hundred 
Prayer  Books  were  distributed  during  the  canvass,  together  with  a 
large  quantity  of  pictures,  sermons,  prayer-cards,  and  other  literature. 
Boxes  of  supplies  for  families  found  in  destitute  circumstances  are  in 
preparation  and  will  soon  be  sent  out.

My  dear  Bishop :  In  submitting  my  annual  report  for  St.  Mark^s, 
Ashland,  I  wish  to  add  that  from  St.  Peter^s-in-the-Mount,  Holder- 
ness,  the  mission  of  St.  Mark''s,  under  whose  rector  St.  Peter^s  church 
is  placed,  the  services  of  St.  Peter's-in-the-Mount  were  left  under 
my  charge  by  you  for  the  summer  months ;  I  am,  therefore,  enabled 
to  give  a  complete  report  for  the  whole  year. 

Services  were  held  every  Sunday,  in  the  church,  from  April  1  to 
October  31 .  The  rest  of  the  year,  part  of  the  time  every  two  weeks, 
and  a  part  of  the  time  every  month.  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated 
the  second  Sunday  of  May,  the  first  Sundays  of  June,  July,  August,  and 
September;  with  an  early  celebration  the  third  Sundays  of  July  and 
August.  The  afternoon  services  (the  time  when  the  services  are  held 
during  the  autumn  and  winter)  were  continued  throughout  the  summer.

Claremont — Trinity :  The  report  is  not  complete,  as  the  parish  a 
greater  part  of  the  year  was  without  a  rector. 

Dover  :  During  the  financial  year,  which  ends  at  Easter,  a  legacy  of 
$500  was  received  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  John  P.  Hale ;  also,  $500 
was  received  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  William  Hale,  being  the  full  legacy. 
Both  of  these  amounts,  together  with  other  moneys  amounting  to 
$363.66,  were  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  debt  on  the  church, 
which  now  stands  at  $7,376.  About  $200  of  furnishing  has  been 
added  to  the  parish  house.  The  communicant  list  is  somewhat  higher 
than  the  appearance  of  the  parish  would  lead  anyone  to  suppose ;  it  is, 
however,  inevitable  that  a  certain  proportion  of  communicants  remain 
inactive.  The  new  library  building  and  the  high  school,  about  to  be 
built,  are  located  on  a  large  lot  fronting  the  church.  A  square  is  thus 
formed,  having  the  city  hall,  the  high  school,  the  library,  and  St. 
Thomas's  church  for  the  four  sides.  This  unexpected  development 
makes  our  church  location  by  far  the  best  in  the  city. 
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The  following  was  presented  in  Board  of  Missions  and  is  printed 
here  as  explanatory  of  this  department  of  Diocesan  work  in  the  table 
that  follows :

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The  Home  has  had  a  quiet  and  uneventful  year.  The  health  of 
the  children  has  been  uniformly  good,  except  for  an  outbreak  of 
measles,  which  lasted  for  about  six  weeks.  Six  boys  and  three  girls 
had  the  disease,  but  none  severely.  The  new  infirmary  proved  the 
.greatest  comfort,  as  the  children  were  completely  isolated  and  could 
be  properly  looked  after  by  the  nurse  in  charge. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  Home  forty-three  children,  twenty-five 
boys  and  eighteen  girls.  During  the  year  five  boys  were  admitted 
and  three  left,  the  number  of  girls  admitted  being  three  and  those 
leaving,  two.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  staff  of  the  care- 
takers. 

The  Home  was  visited  on  October  15  th  by  the  members  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  New  Hampshire,  some  seventy-five  in  number, 
who  were  in  Concord  on  that  day  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of 
their  body.  Great  interest  was  manifested  in  the  Home  and  its  work, 
-which  many  saw  for  the  first  time. 

The  expenses  of  the  Home  have  increased  this  past  year,  owing  to 
several  causes.  The  higher  cost  of  provisions,  the  exorbitant  price  of 
•coal  and  wooc^last  winter,  and  the  necessity  of  hiring  help  on  account 
of  the  large  number  of  little  children,  these  have  all  contributed  to 
swell  the  expense  account.  We  need  more  and  larger  donations  of 
money  and  provisions  for  current  necessities,  which  now  must  be  met 
by  the  interest  on  our  small  permanent  fimd.  We  ought  also  to  have 
a  much  larger  amount  laid  up  against  a  time  of  need,  and  we  trust 
that  the  friends  of  the  Home  will  bear  these  things  in  mind.  As  they 
have  so  generously  in  the  past  supplied  our  wants,  will  they  not  make 
■our  future  secure  ? 

Our  chaplain  and  superintendent.  Rev.  Mr.  Tibbits,  has  been 
-ordered  away  by  his  physician,  and  will  not  return  until  January. 
We  trust  that  he  will  come  back  with  restored  health  and  vigor  to  his 
<luties  here.

RULES  OF  ORDER 


1 .  The  Holy  Communion  shall  be  celebrated  on  every  morning  of 
the  session  of  the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  he  shall  call  the  Conven- 
tion to  order,  and  every  member  shall  remain  in  his  seat  unless  he  rise 
to  address  the  chair. 

3.  The  President  shall  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
other  members,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  ap. 
peal  to  the  Convention  by  any  member. 

4.  When  the  Convention  is  equally  divided,  the  President  shall 
decide  the  question  by  his  vote ;  and  when  his  vote,  given  in  the 
minority,  shall  make  an  equal  division,  it  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  vote, 
and  in  such  case  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

5 .  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  upon  any  question,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address 
himself  to  the  President. 

6.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Con. 
vention  without  l^ave,  if  he  be  able  to  attend. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  mem. 
ber  wishing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

9.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  a  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  excused  for  special  reasons  before  a 
division. 

10.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President  before  being  debated,  and  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if 
so  required  by  the  President. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to 
commit,  to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely, — which  several  nootions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

12.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order;  that,  and  the 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  always  be  decided  without  debate. 
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13.  When  a  motion  has  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  the  neg- 
ative, it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  majority  to  move  for  a 
reconsideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 

14.  No  question  shall  be  taken  on  any  report,  unless  upon  a  mo- 
tion to  print  or  recommit  it;  but  reports  shall,  as  of  course,  lie  upon 
the  table.  If  a  committee  deem  any  action  of  the  Convention  desira- 
ble, it  shall  b£  their  duty  to  present,  in  writing,  such  Resolutions,  Acts, 
or  Canons,  as  they  may  think  proper  to  offer,  which  only  shall  be  sub-  - 
ject  to  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

15.  Clergymen  officiating  in  this  Diocese,  but  not  canonically  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention,  visiting  clergymen  in  good  standing,  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders,  and  licensed  Lay  Readers  of  this  Diocese,  and 
officers  of  the  Diocese  not  delegates  from  any  parish  or  nission  shall, 
on  their  names  being  recorded  by  the  Secretary,  be  entitled  to  seats  in 
this  Convention,  without  the  right  to  vote.

The  One  Hundred  and  Third  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hain[>- 
shire,  assembled  in  the  Roger  Foster  Memorial  Parish  House* 
Concord,  Tuesday  afternoon,  November  15,  1904,  at  4  o'clock. 

The  Right  Reverend  President,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
called  the  Convention  to  order  and  to  prayer. 

The  secretary  of  the  Convention  of  1903  being  absent,  the 
Rev.  Howard  F.  Hill,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  secretary  pro  tern. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  as  prepared  by  the 
Bishop  was  called,  and  those  whose  names  are  marked  with  an 
asterisk  (pages  698-700)  answered  to  their  names,  or  were 
present  during  the  Convention.  * 

There  was  also  present  the  Rev.  Ernest  W.  Jewell  of  the 
Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,  officiating  at  Berlin. 

The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  were  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee consisting  of  Messrs.  Lemuel  S.  Hastings,  Charles  H.  Long 
and  John  C.  Kirtland,  Jr.,  who  subsequently  reported  that  they 
had  examined  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  from  all  parishes 
and  missions  from  which  certificates  of  such  appointment  had 
been  received,  and  that  the  laymen  of  the  subjoined  list  are  en- 
titled to  seats  in  the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE, 

To  the  One  Hundred  and  Third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire : 

Meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  have  been  held  during  the  year 
as  business  for  consideration  came  to  hand. 

April  8,  1904.  At  a  meeting  duly  called  and  held  the  Standing 
Committee  gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Henry 
Nelson,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese : 

To  the  Standing  Committee : 

Gentlemen:  ...  St.  Ethelbert  Yates,  a  Presbyter  of  this 
Diocese  and  Priest-in-charge  of  Christ  Church,  North  Conway,  is  by 
common  public  rumor  [and  newspaper  report]  accused  of  high  misde- 
meanor and  immorality.

On  the  2oth  day  of  May  the  Committee  met  according  to  vote. 

There  were  present  the  Rev.  Drs.  Roberts  and  Waterman  and 
Messrs.  Peaslee  and  Brown,  and  it  appearing  that  the  foregoing  pre- 
liminaries had  been  complied  with,  and  said  Yates  not  appearing  for 
himself  or  by  counsel,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Standing  Committee  make  presentment  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  the  Rev.  Ethelbert  Yates — the  specifications 
and  particulars  of  which  presentment  are  omitted  from  this  report  but 
are  made  matter  of  record.

At  6  o'clock  the  Convention  took  a  recess  till  7  :  30,  to  re- 
assemble as  Board  of  Missions.

The  Convention  met  in  S.  Paul's  Church  as  a  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  President,  who 
read  the  opening  prayers.  Before  the  hour  of  the  meeting 
an  organ  recital  was  given  by  Mr.  Claude  P.  Landi,  the  organ- 
ist and  choirmaster  of  S.  Paul's  Church. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Roberts  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  the  meet- 
ing opened  with  the  reports  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the 
Junior  Auxiliary,  and  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  formal  report  of  the  House-to-house  Canvass  and  of  the 
Prayer  Book  Distribution  Committee,  were  subsequently  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  for  insertion  in  the 
Journal. 

Hymns  were  sung  at  intervals,  and  the  meeting  closed  with 
prayers  and  the  Benediction  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  James  C.  Flanders,  Secretary  of  the  Northern  Dis- 
trict, gave  an  account  of  the  way  in  which  a  busy  parish  priest 
could  attend  to  *'  The  Management  of  a  District "  when  the 
house-to-house  canvass  had  been  completed.  He  told  of  the 
efforts  to  reach  lumbermen  in  the  logging  camps,  of  comfort 
bags  sent  to  them,  of  Christmas  gifts  to  individual  children  in 
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isolated  places,  and  of  a  Christmas  tree  in  a  central  spot ;  of 
the  systematic  sending  of  Church  papers  and  reading  matter  to 
families  and  camps,  and  above  all  of  the  careful  pastoral  visits 
made  once  or  twice  a  year  to  Church  families ;  of  baptisms  and 
other  ministrations. 

The  Rev.  Edward  M.  Parker  made  an  informal  report  for  the 
Commission  on  the  Canvass,  telling  of  the  towns  visited  during 
the  past  year,  of  Church  people  found,  of  the  evidences  of  good 
work  done  in  parishes  thus  shown,  and  of  the  exhilarating 
nature  of  the  work,  and  its  intense  interest  as  a  social  study 
and  a  religious  experience  to  the  workers.  He  said  that  sym- 
pathy should  be  given  not  to  those  who  for  a  few  days  did  an 
interesting  and  novel  kind  of  investigation,  but  rather  to  the 
parish  and  mission  clergy  of  the  Diocese  who  week  after  week 
did  the  pastoral  work  of  the  Church  in  isolated  places. 

The  Rev.  William  E.  Patterson,  Rector  of  Claremont,  spoke 
on  *'  Missionary  Work  in  the  Large  Towns,"  and  by  his  careful 
discussion  of  hindrances  and  difficulties,  managed  to  make  out 
of  the  steady,  uneventful  work  of  the  ordinary  parish  priest  in 
the  towns  a  picture  of  a  large  part  of  our  diocesan  work.  He 
was  followed  by  the  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson,  Rector  of  Dover, 
who  in  his  discussion  of  "  The  Work  of  the  Church  in  Manu- 
facturing Cities,"  emphasized  the  special  conditions  of  life 
among  factory  workers  which  makes  them  demand,  face  to  face 
as  they  are  with  the  stern  facts  of  life,  a  very  real  type  of  re- 
ligion ;  he  described  the  special  opportunities  for  Sunday- 
school  work  in  such  populations,  and  asserted  that  continued 
pastoral  work  rather  than  social  work  was  the  prime  necessity, 
though  the  latter  as  a  secondary  thing  should  not  be  neglected. 

The  general  impression  of  the  evening  might  be  summed  up 
by  saying  that  from  first  to  last,  from  the  exploration  of  the 
canvass  to  the  organized  work  of  the  city  parish,  the  Church 
best  did  her  duty  by  untiring  pastoral  work  for  families  and 
individuals.

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMISSION    ON    THE    HOUSE-TO- 
HOUSE  CANVASS  OF  THE  STATE. 

There  are  240  towns  in  the  state,  in  50  of  which  we  have  regular 
summer  or  occasional  services ;  of  these  50  towns  we  have  canvassed 
II  thoroughly  and  8  partially.  Of  the  remaining  190  towns  81  have 
been  canvassed  thoroughly  and  14  partially.  In  other  words  we  have 
visited  every  house,  or  almost  every  house,  in  92  cities  and  towns ;  we 
have  done  some  canvassing  in  22  others ;  we  have  a  good  idea  of  the 
condition  of  31  towns  because  services  are  held  in  them,  and  there  are 
95  of  which  we  have  little  or  no  knowledge,  as  against  102  reported  a 
year  ago,  or  192  in  1899  when  the  commission  began  its  work. 

The  commission  has  received  very  few  detailed  reports  as  yet,  but 
we  can  report  the  discovery  and  registering  of  about  2 1  communicants 
and  33  baptized  persons,  the  baptism  of  about  9  in&nts,  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  about  200  Prayer  Books  to  individuals,  with  some  instruc- 
tions or  suggestions  as  to  their  use.  The  canvass  cost  about  1 150, 
which  was  supplied  by  gifts  to  the  commission  or  by  the  workers  them- 
selves. About  Easter  time  copies  of  a  Pastoral  Letter  written  by  the 
Bishop  were  sent  to  all  isolated  Church  families  by  the  commission.

Dear  Bishop :  1  offer  the  following  report  of  work  done  in  the  North- 
ern District  outside  parochial  limits  during  the  past  year : 

Two  new  towns  have  been  thoroughly  canvassed.  All  Church  peo- 
ple living  in  13  towns  canvassed  heretofore  have  been  visited.  Seven 
children  have  been  baptized,  and  there  has  been  one  burial.  At  reg- 
ular intervals  through  the  year  Church  papers  have  been  sent  to  adults 
and  Sunday-school  papers  to  children.  A  large  quantity  of  other  liter- 
erature  has  been  distributed,  and  two  boxes  of  clothing  sent  to  needy 
£Eimilies.  One  lumber  camp  has  been  visited,  and  one  Christmas  tree 
held  at  which  ninety  children  were  gathered.  Christmas  presents  were 
also  sent  to  all  children  in  the  district  who  could  not  get  to  the  tree. 
An  attempt  to  engage  the  children  of  the  district  in  a  system  of  relig- 
ious instruction  has  recently  been  made.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Diocesan  Missions  was  then 
made  by  the  Secretary.     The  following  is  a  summary : 

The  report  of  contributions  for  Domestic  and  Foreign  missions  did 
not  reach  us  until  today,  and  it  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  make  the 
apportionment  for  the  current  year  and  communicate  it  to  the  paiishes 
later.     (The  table  of  apportionments  is  printed  herewith.) 
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The  General  Board  asked  this  Diocese  to  contribute  $1,475.00  to 
their  work  last  year.  As  they  sent  back  1 1,600. 00  to  be  used  here 
for  Diocesan  purposes,  we  did  not  feel  it  right  to  ask  for  less ;  and  we 
therefore  apportioned  to  the  parishes  and  missions  this  large  sum.  It 
is  gratif3ring  to  learn  that  New  Hampshire  contributed  $1,664.75, 
nearly  $200  more  than  the  sum  apportioned  to  the  Diocese,  and  $64 
more  thea  we  apportioned  to  the  parishes. 

Thirteen  churches  failed  to  give  all  that  had  been  asked  of  them, 
six  of  these  giving  nothing ;  while  thirty-seven  raised  the  full  amount, 
seventeen  of  them  giving  even  larger  amounts. 

For  next  year  the  General  Board  apportions  $1,800.00  as  the  sum 
to  be  raised  by  this  Diocese  for  their  work  in  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
fields.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  every  case  the  strongest  effort  will  be 
made  to  raise  the  full  apportionment.  To  make  this  possible  for  all, 
the  Board  has  made  few  changes  in.  the  sums  asked  of  the  individual 
•congregations,  apportioning  only  $1,660.00  in  this  way,  and  trusting 
to  obtain  the  remaining  $140  from  other  sources. 

The  receipts  for  Diocesan  Missions  were  far  less  encouraging.  Of 
the  $3,200.00  apportioned  to  the  parishes  and  missions  only  $2,348.99, 
oi*  73  per  cent.,  was  contributed.  This,  with  $317.18  from  individ- 
uals, brought  the  total  receipts  up  to  $2,666.17,  about  83  per  cent. 
of  the  sum  asked  for. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  will  feel  the  necessity  this  next  year  of  rais- 
ing the  full  amount  of  the  apportionment.

At  9 :  30  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  read  his 

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

My  Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity : 

Grace,  mercy,  and  peace  from  God  the  Father,  and  from  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  from  the  Spirit  ever  blessed.  May  it  be  given  me, 
though  unworthy  of  a  joy  so  great,  to  present  you,  every  one,  fauldess 
before  the  presence  of  His  glory,  with  exceeding  joy,  in  the  day  of 
Christ^s  appearing.     *  *  Lo  I,  and  they  whom  Thou  hast  given  me  !*^ 
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Four  of  your  Bishops  this  year  deceased  I  will  just  mention, — Ingle^ 
Abiel  Leonard,  Dudley,  Huntington. 

Ingle,  of  Hankow,  a  born  leader  of  men,  and  well  trained  through 
ytars  for  his  special  work,  beloved  and  trusted  greatly,  gave  promise 
of  being  one  of  our  most  useful  foreign  missionary  Bishops. 

The  Master  has  seen  fit  to  appoint  him  his  place  elsewhere.  In  Mr. 
Roots,  this  very  week  consecrated  Bishop  Ingle^s  successor,  helped 
by  his  every  way  excellent  wife,  the  Church  has  a  man  wise  and  good, 
fit  to  lead  the  forces  in  the  Lord^s  war  in  that  far  off  land. 

Leonard,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  was  zealous  and  strong  for  Christ  when 
a  student  in  Dartmouth  College.  At  that  time  as  lay  deputy  from  St. 
Thomases  parish  in  Hanover  to  our  Diocesan  Convention,  he  gave  his 
vote  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop  for  New  Hampshire.  In  his  Western 
field  a  very  high  place  he  gained  for  his  name  on  the  honorable  roll  of 
our  noble  missionary  Bishops. 

Bishop  Dudley  of  Kentucky,  a  man  of  eloquence,  of  most  kindly 
ways,  and  a  loving  nature,  certainly  left  his  impress  upon  the  Church 
of  his  time.  His  stirring  words  for  missions  always,  his  whole-souled 
devotion  to  the  spiritual  and  moral  needs  of  the  negroes  at  the  South, 
bis  careful  exercise,  blameless  and  well,  of  his  office  as  chairman  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  his  strong  support  as  chancellor  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  and  his  faithful,  quiet  doing  of  duty  on  many  Commis- 
sions of  the  Church  (upon  one  of  which  I  had  the  pleasure  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  him  eight  or  nine  years) — in  all  these  lines  he  served  the 
Master  well,  and  helped  the  brethren  not  a  little,  and  won  many  hearts. 

To  speak  of  the  great  Bishop  of  Central  New  York,  Frederick  Dan 
Huntington,  one  hardly  knows  what  words  to  employ. 

That  Bishop  Huntington  was  a  great  Bishop  and  a  great  man,  none 
able  to  judge  will  for  a  moment  question.  His  greatness  I  suppose 
was,  much  of  it,  in  things  somewhat  his  own,  peculiar  to  himself,  and 
less  in  elements  in  which  some  men  of  our  Episcopate  have  been  justly 
eminent. 

The  Bishop  of  Central  New  York  did  not  seem  to  me  very  greatly  to 
relish  the  business  of  legislation,  the  work  of  Conventions  and  all  that. 
In  the  House  of  Bishops  his  voice  was  not  very  often  heard. 

But  in  thoughtful  writing  for  the  Church  newspapers  and  reviews 
upon  themes  both  high  and  deep  and  large,  I  know  no  other  Bishop 
and  no  other  man,  who  has  contributed  more  to  the  guiding  of  the 
Church  in  ways  spiritual,  evangelical,  churchly,  real,  than  Bishop 
Huntington.  His  pen  was  always  a  power,  his  doctrine  at  once  rich 
and  in  utterance  clear  and  ringing.     When  Pastor  of  Harvard  College, 
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then  a  Unitarian  minister,  fifty  years  ago,  any  who  remember  the 
events  of  those  days  do  not  need  to  be  told  what  a  high,  really  unique, 
place  Dr.  Huntington  had  reached  in  that  denomination,  as  preacher 
and  as  a  cultivated  man,  and  throughout  New  England  and  this  coun- 
try. For  Dr.  Huntington^s  spiritual  discernment,  largeness  of  sympa- 
thy, fine  culture,  pure  English,  and  melodious  sentences,  one  finds 
them  all  in  the  four  or  five  pages,  for  instance,  of  his  introduction  to 
the  First  Series  of  **  Hymns  of  the  Ages,^^  printed  as  far  back  as  1859. 

When  this  man  of  distinction  thought  it  his  duty  to  seek  Confirma- 
tion and  Orders  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  it  was  no  mere  preference 
that  moved  him.  It  is  true  that  he  had  grown  to  love  all  finer  liturgi- 
<:al  utterances  in  which  to  pour  out  the  soul  to  God ;  and  the  Christian 
year  seemed  full  of  holy  teaching  not  of  fragments  but  of  the  whole. 

Yet  I  think  few  men  have  been  led  to  this  Church  with  whom  neces- 
sity was  more  largely  the  compelling  force,  few  to  whom  a  right  con- 
ception of  the  Incarnation  has  more  clearly  revealed  the  visible  Church, 
its  Sacraments,  its  Ministry,  its  Worship,  its  Divine  Election,  and  the 
grace  that  comes  in  the  right  use  of  all  its  visible  treasures. 

I  have  this  year  given  my  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  Henry  Nelson,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  coadjutor  of  Albany;  of 
the  Rev.  David  Hummell  Greer,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  coadjutor  of  New 
York ;  and  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Strange,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  coadjutor 
of  East  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  George  Bartlett  Wood  has  been  transferred  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Newark ;  the  Rev.  Joseph  Eames,  after  many  years  here  a 
forceful  missionary,  to  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg ;  the  Rev.  Arthur  Paul 
Kelley,  immediately  after  his  ordination  as  deacon,  to  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland ;  and  the  Rev.  James  Thompson  to  the  Diocese  of  Vermont. 
The  Rev.  John  George  Ewens  has  been  received  into  the  Diocese  from 
Newark ;  the  Rev.  Frederick  Charles  Cowper  from  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania ;  the  Rev.  John  Ashley  Chapin  from  Michigan ;  and  the  Rev. 
William  Hale  Bates  from  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Florida.  Mr.  Bates, 
once  of  New  Hampshire,  will  for  the  present  give  us  his  summers  only. 

The  fourth  day  of  June,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Nashua,  I  ordained  to  the  diaconate  Arthur  Paul  Kelley,  B.  A.,  and 
Robert  Nott  Merriman,  B.  A.,  and  on  St.  Matthew's  Day,  in  St. 
Paul's  chapel  at  St.  Paul's  School,  I  ordained  Frederick  Marcy  De- 
Forest,  Ph.  D.,  to  the  diaconate. 

The  thirteenth  day  of  December  I  instituted  the  Rev.  Victor  Mellett 
Haughton  into  the  rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Exeter,  the  sermon 
being  preached  by  the  rector's  father,  under  whom  the  church  at  Exe- 
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ter  was  built.  The  fifteenth  day  of  September,  in  St.  PauPs  church, 
Concord,  on  his  declaration  of  the  renunciation  of  the  ministry,  I  de- 
posed St.  Ethelbert  Yates  from  the  Holy  Ministry. 

-The  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese  are  Edward  Everett, 
Ora  Wilfred  Craig,  B.  A.,  and  Curtis  HoytDickins,  and  there  are  two 
postulants. 

The  foUowing^persons  have  served  as  Lay  Readers  for  a  longer  ur 
shorter  time  during  the  year:  Mr.  Horace  A.  Brown,  Mr.  John  H.

I  have  confirmed  at  St.  PauPs  School,  in  St.  PauPs  Chapel,  5,  and 
in  the  chapel  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  39,  all  members  of  the  school ; 
in  St.  Mary^,  Penacook,  7  ;  in  St.  Thomases,  Dover,  6 ;  in  Grace  Mis- 
sion, East  Concord,  2 ;  in  the  Mission  of  the  Redeemer,  Rochester, 
5;  in  Christ  Church,  Exeter,  9;  in  Grace  Church,  Manchester,  31 ; 
in  St.  Andrew^s,  West  Manchester,  1 2  ;  in  Trinity,  Tilton,  6 ;  in  St. 
PauPs  Church,  Concord,  16;  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Nashua,  12 ;  in  St.  Jameses,  Keene,  7 ;  in  St.  Judc'S  Mission,  Frank- 
lin, 3;  in  St.  Thomas's,  Hanover,  8;  in  St.  John's,  Portsmouth,  11 ; 
in  St.  James',  Laconia,  7  ;  in  Christ  Church,  Portsmouth,  10 ;  in 
Trinity,  Claremont,  1 1  ;  in  St.  Matthew's,  Goffstown,  3  ;  in  St.  Mark's, 
Ashland,  9;  in  the  chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Holderness  school,  7, 
four  of  these  boys  of  the  school,  and  three  students  of  the  State  Nor.

of  the  Transfiguration,  Wilton,  4 ;  in  St.  Barnabas's,  Berlin,  4 ;  in 
Christ  Church,  North  Conway,  4 ;  in  St.  John's  Memorial  Church, 
Walpole,  6 ;  in  St.  Paul's,  Lancaster,  3 ;  in  St.  Mark's  Mission, 
Groveton,  i ;  and  in  St.  Andrew's,  Hopkinton,  i. 

I  have  also  visited  the  following  parishes  and  missions:  Christ 
Churchy  Salmon  Falls ;  the  Mission  of  the  Transfiguration,  Derry ; 
Union  Church,  West  Claremont ;  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield  ;  St.  Luke's, 
Charlestown;  St.  Peter's,  Drewsville;  Grace  Chapel,  Kearsarge:  and 
these  summer  churches :  Of  the  Nativity,  Bethlehem  ;  Holy  Trinity, 
Jefferson ;  Emmanuel  Church,  Dublin ;  St.  Andrew's-by-the-Sea,  Rye ; 
and  the  missions  atColebrook,  Riverside,  and  North  Stratford. 
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To  sum  up  the  yearns  acts :  I  have  ordained  three  to  the  diaconate ; 
I  have  sorrowfully  deposed  one  priest  from  the  Holy  Ministry ;  I  have 
confirmed  225  persons;  I  have  instituted  one  rector;  I  have  laid  the 
corner-stone  of  one  church ;  I  have  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  28 
times;  I  have  preached  ^^  sermons,  and  delivered  51  addresses. 

Within  the  Diocese  these  changes  have  come  about :  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Patterson  who  one  year  ago  went  from  Milford  to  Trinity  Church, 
Claremont,  has  added  to  his  duty  the  care  and  rectorship  of  Union 
Church,  West  Claremont.  The  Rev.  James  Thompson,  after  many 
years  of  godly  ministrations  in  the  old  township  of  Holdemess  and 
at  St.  Mark's,  Ashland,  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Mar]k%,  and 
now  goes  to  that  of  the  Church  at  St.  Johnsbury,  Vermont. 

Dr.  Waterman  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Luke^s,  Charlestown, 
and  has  become  rector  of  the  exceedingly  important  parish  in  Hanover, 
by  the  side  of  Dartmouth  College.  I  hope  that  his  devout  habit,  high 
character,  and  churchly  ways,  his  fairness  towards  all  men,  his  fond- 
ness for  young  men  and  quick  sympathy  with  them,  and  all  these  en- 
riched by  a  learning  that  is  both  very  wide  and  accurate,  will  enable 
Dr.  Waterman  to  help  some  young  men  during  their  student  life,  and 
will  be  a  comfort  to  other  persons  in  that  fair  town. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  P.  Ladd,  still  a  presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  has  now 
the  classes  in  Church  History  at  the  Berkeley  Divinity  school  in  Mid- 
dletown.  Good  work  I  am  sure  he  will  do ;  but  I  wish  we  had  him  in 
charge  of  a  congregation  in  New  Hampshire.  **  He  was  such  a  good 
parish  priest,^^  was  the  earnest  exclamation  of  one  who  here  knew  him 
well. 

Of  Mr.  Himes  now  living  in  Florida,  and  of  Mr.  Bancroft  at  Win- 
chester in  Massachusetts,  I  cannot  report  that  either  is  manifestly 
nearer  ability  to  undertake  work  than  last  year  he  was.  Each  has  of 
duty  well  done  already  a  record  on  high.  Had  we  two  or  three  men 
for  **  General  Missionaries, '^  or  even  one,  of  the  holy  zeal  and  self- 
forgetfulness  that  marked  Mr.  Himes'  life  ^mong  us^  of  his  skill  in  put- 
ting things  so  as  to  make  the  things  understood  of  the  people,  and 
accepted,  of  in  a  word,  Mr.  Himes'  thorough  knowledge  of  the  New 
England  mind  and  how  best  to  guide  it,  our  case  in  New  Hampshire 
would  differ  much  from  the  present  case.  I  am  alwa3rs  hoping  that 
some  worthy  additions  may  come  to  our  Simeon  Ide  Endowment  Fund, 
to  make  such  things  possible. 

Moved  in  heart  I  find  myself  to  record  my  loving  remembrance  of 
one  priest  just  now  called  from  earth  who  was  with  us  in  New  Hamp- 
shire in  the  early  years  of  my  own  life  among  you,  the  Rev.  Francis 
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Chase.  Mr.  Chase,  son  of  the  Bishop,  once  master  in  St.  PauKs 
school,  afterwards  rector  of  Charlestown,  and  in  his  father^s  later  years 
a  very  great  comfort  to  the  Bishop  and  help,  was  a  man  true,  loyal,, 
modest,  godly  and  good,  a  man  on  whom  I  was  able  to  lean.  His 
sobriety  and  freedom  from  blinding  prejudices,  his  sound  judgment  ia 
general  and  his  knowledge  of  the  people  of  this  state,  gave  him  to  be 
a  very  real  help  in  my  earlier  years.  Mr.  Chase  I  suppose  never  quite 
attained  to  really  good  health ;  yet,  by  industry,  in  his  quiet  way  he 
accomplished  a  work  far  from  small.  May  he  rest  in  peacfr,  and  have 
a  Blessed  Resurrection  ! 

In  the  going,  in  September,  through  the  fair  northernmost  regions 
of  New  Hampshire — I  could  only  make  a  run  of  ten  days — my  heart 
was  again  made  heavy  by  the  needs  to  which  we  make  slight  responses, 
and  by  the  evident  difficulties  in  our  path,  and  was  fired  afresh  by  the 
opportunities.  The  Lord  send  us  help  out  of  Zion  !  Each  place  vis- 
ited showed  hearts  faithful  and  true.  And  I  ought  to  be  a  Shepherd 
of  these  scattered  sheep.     How  can  I  be? 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Woodsville  is  an  admirable  priest,  unselfish,  out- 
going into  desolate  regions.  Mr.  Carroll  of  Lancaster  helps  to  the  full 
measure  of  his  physical  powers.  Mr.  Macmaster,  the  deacon,  has 
given  a  good  account  of  himself.  Mr.  Lee  of  Island  Pond  in  Vermont 
has  held  for  us,  freely,  many  services  during  the  year.  And  by  divin- 
ity students  from  Bishop  College  in  Lennoxville  in  Quebec,  serving  as 
Lay  Readers,  we  have  been  considerably  helped. 

In  the  mission  at  Groveton,  the  junction  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  and 
the  Grand  Trunk  railways,  in  presence  of  a  very  large  gathering  of  peo- 
ple, in  September,  I  laid  in  God's  name  the  corner-stone  of  a  mission  . 
church.  I  do  hope  that  we  may  see  our  way  before  long  to  erect  the 
structure  to  completion.  Groveton,  like  St.  Timothy's  chapel  in  the 
*•  Lost  Nation,"  an  outpost  of  Lancaster,  is,  with  Lancaster,. the  gate 
into  the  beautiful  Central  and  Northern  Coos  county.  To  what  impor- 
tance Groveton  has  in  itself  must  be  added  that  value  which  its  very 
situation  brings. 

Mr.  Craig,  a  divinity  student  of  ours  in  Middletown,  has  officiated 
as  Lay  Reader  at  Groveton  well  and  usefully  through  the  summer ;  but 
Whitefield  missed  the  customary  ministrations  in  summer  of  the  Rev- 
erend Professor  Jenks,  and  is  but  rather  poorly  served. 

Mr.  Merriman,  straightway  upon  his  ordination,  went  to  the  place 

assigned  him,  Walpole  with  Drewsville  and  the  regions  around.     He 

has,  I  believe,  taken  a  strong  hold  of  his  task,  and  he  will  not,  I  am 

sure,  fail  to  see  much  fruit  from  what  we  are  permitted  to  do  in  the 
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•name  of  the  Lord  in  this  fairest  of  fair  regions.  Canon  Bryan  from 
Long  Island  in  summer,  and  at  other  times  Dr.  Waterman  and  the 
•Rev.  Mr.  Shrimpton,  have  given  the  Holy  Communion. 

Not  to  dwell  on  the  loving  assistance  rendered  the  Diocese  always 
in  all  possible  ways,  by  the  beloved  Rector  of  St.  PauPs  school,  to 
\he  full  measure  of  his  power,  and  upon  the  friendly  aid  from  some 
laymen  among  the  Masters,  and  from  others  of  the  clergy  at  the  school 
' — eminently  from  Mr.  Conover  working  among  the  folk  of  the  neigh- 
borhood and  in  the  old  chapel,  I  must  say  just  this :  But  for  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Parker,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lay,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Drumm  in  sharing 
the  load,  I  do  not  quite  see  how  I  could  have  gone  through  this  year. 
For  all  which  generous  support  I  thank  God  from  the  ground  of  the 
heart;  and  I  deem  myself  a  happy  man. 

Mr.  Tibbits  came  back  from  his  rest  of  last  year  with  strength  partly 
restored.  Too  many  of  his  former  cares  and  Christian  offices  of  mercy, 
he  has  resumed.  And  with  his  father's  help  he  is  adding  to  St.  Tim- 
othy's mission  a  parish  house. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Gregson,  belonging  to  the  Diocese  of  Maine,  went 
to  Rochester  in  January,  under  an  engagement  for  a  year,  to  see  what 
could  be  done  at  Rochester  with  Derry. 

An  excellent,  central,  large  lot  of  land  had  been  purchased,  and 
chiefly  paid  for.  Upon  this  a  small  house  stood,  which  with  the  expen- 
diture of  four  or  five  hundred  dollars,  became  a  very  decent  little 
chapel  for  temporary  use.  Both  of  situation  and  in  itself  this  is  con- 
siderably better  than  the  hall  upstairs  which  we  before  used,  and  no 
rent  is  required.  Only  a  small  indebtedness  upon  the  property  re- 
mains. Very  generous  help  from  without  has  been  given  us.  To 
bring  the  Church  to  be  what  of  light  and  comfort  we  want  it  to  be  in 
Rochester,  Derry,  Salmon  Falls,  and  1  may  add  East  Manchester,  we 
have  a  task  before  us  no  ways  easy  of  doing. 

They  on  the  ground  and  we  in  the  Diocese  ought  to  contribute  more 
largely  than  we  do ;  and  we  ought,  one  and  all,  more  bravely  to  put  our 
shoulder  to  the  wheel,  remembering  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve. 

The  interesting  mission  centre,  Milford,  with  Wilton  and  Peter- 
borough, would  spring,  I  think,  into  a  good  deal  of  strength  and  cheer 
if  they  were  able  to  complete  and  to  pay  for  the  neat  church  at  the  cen- 
tral village  of  Milford.     Both  Wilton  and  Peterborough  are  looking  up. 

Most  of  the  purely  summer  congregations  have  continued  their  inter- 
est, in  helpful  ways  in  the  endeavors  of  the  Diocese  in  which  they  in 
summer  find  themselves.  Jefferson,  Rye  Beach,  Dublin,  New  London, 
and  Burkehaven  (both  on  Lake  Sunapee),  and  Bethlehem,  are  among 
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these,  and  in  humbler  fashion,  St.  PeterVin-the-Mount  at  Holderness 
after  its  less  ability. 

North  Conway  which  suffered  badly  from  the  wrong-doing  of  its 
minister,  and  is  now  without  a  rector,  has  throughout  shown  a  loyal 
and  good  spirit,  and  a  heart  undaunted. 

A  loss  indeed  I  am  sure  we  all  feel  it,  the  going  from  us,  rather  sud- 
clenly,  the  very  day  of  his  father's  departure  out  of  this  world,  of  our 
true-hearted  brother.  Dr.  Huntington  of  Hanover. 

Not  possessing  the  gift  of  eloquence,  or  of  qualities  exactly  of  a 
popular  nature,  dear  Dr.  Huntington's  years  at  Hanover  were  far  from 
yielding  no  precious  fruit.  What  a  genuine  character,  and  devoutness, 
and  reverence,  and  modesty,  and  courtesy,  and  thought  of  others,  and 
sound  sense  and  good  learning  could  effect  in  winning  respect  in  a 
community,  these  results  crowned  Dr.  Huntington's  life  among  us. 
He  was  a  man  that  loved  every  good  word  and  work  and  person,  and 
^vas  not  at  all  given  to  shams. 

Our  Orphans'  Home  has  plodded  on  in  the  even  tenor  of  its  way, 
caring  well  and  excellently  for  about  forty  children  throughout  the  year, 
as  the  report  usually  printed  with  the  journal  of  this  Convention  will 
tell  you.  Some  things  thought  to  be  very  useful  in  the  development 
of  the  Home,  which  call  for  a  pretty  large  outlay  of  money,  the  trus- 
tees have  not  yet  been  able  to  do. 

In  the  two  Diocesan  Schools,  Holderness  and  St.  Mary's,  a  whole- 
some life  is  lived  and  good  work  in  studies  is  done,  in  one,  so  far  as  I 
can  judge,  just  as  good  as  in  the  other.  The  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
of  the  opening  of  Holderness  school  was  kept  in  June  with  not  a  little 
rejoicing.  The  large  number  of  •*old  boys"  who  came  back  for  the 
closing  day, 'the  interesting  services  in  the  chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
the  admirable  address  in  the  chapel  by  Dean  Hodges  of  Cambridge,  a 
true  friend  of  Holderness,  the  athletic  sports  and  events  of  the  day,  the 
giving  of  prizes  and  honors  and  testimonials,  the  speeches  at  the  sin- 
gularly well-served  luncheon  at  noon,  and  the  well-ordered  reception, 
the  first  night,  these,  with  the  spirit  of  joyous  warmth  which  pervaded 
the  entire  festival,  made  that  anniversary  one  to  be  long  remembered 
and  pleasantly. 

As  against  the  twenty-four  scholars  when  the  present  rector  took 
charge  of  the  school,  the  fiftieth  has  now  entered  to  round  out  that 
number.  And  there  are  numerous  manifest  improvements  in  the  prop- 
erty of  the  school  and  in  its  appliances.  At  the  Commencement  of 
Trinity  College  in  June  it  was  a  student  who  got  his  preparation  at 
Holderness  who  carried  off  the  Holland  prize,  in  money,  of  six  hun- 
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dred  dollars.  When  my  kind  neighbor,  Mr.  Edward  L.  Knowlton, 
gave  the  school  the  **Mary  Frances  Knowlton  Fund,"  of  about  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  he  did  a  deed  to  which  I  do  not  doubt  he 
had  given  much '  thought,  believing  it  a  worthy  thing  to  do.  Yet  it 
seems  nearly  certain  that  he  thus  builded  better  than  he  knew.  Future 
years  will,  I  am  persuaded,  prove  this  more  and  more. 

Were  the  income  of  the  school  sufficient  to  increase  the  salary  of  a 
right  good  Teacher  after  his  worth  is  proven,  more  largely  than  even 
now  we  can  do,  so  as  to  bring  the  staff  something  near  a  permanency* 
and  to  be  rid  of  too  frequent  changes,  this  would  be  an  added  boon 
indeed. 

St.  Mary's  is  both  a  good  school  and  a  lovely  home.  The  girls  are 
carefully  taught,  well  housed,  supplied  with  a  table  that  is  all  one  could 
desire,  love  their  teachers  and  by  them  are  loved,  and  live  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  purity  and  mutual  respect,  of  real  sweetness  and  light.  And 
each  year  adds  not  a  little  to  the  stock  of  blessings  which  the  accom- 
plished women  in  charge  of  St.  Mary's  are  (through  the  girls  who  pass 
under  their  hands)  accumulating  throughout  New  Hampshire,  and 
elsewhere. 

But  St.  Mary's  does  sorely  need  a  stronger  support.  More  pupils 
and  more  money  we  want.  Either  in  generous  supply  would  pretty 
surely  bring  the  other.  Too  heavy  a  burden  you  lay  on  the  trustees 
when  you  tell  them  to  furnish  you  a  first-rate  school  (which  they  have 
done),  and  yourselves  take  very  insufficient  responsibility  and  very 
little  trouble  in  the  matter.  I  would  certainly  make  no  remonstrance 
like  this  and  no  appeal,  did  I  not  believe  St.  Mary's  to  be,  and  from 
the  first  to  have  been,  worthy  of  high  regard.  The  time  is  short, 
beloved,  if  we  are  going  to  do  anything  while  we  live  on  fearth. 

I  can  hardly  omit  to  say  some  word  touching  the  Convention  of  the 
Church  held  in  Boston.  It  was  a  noble  body  of  Christian  men.  The 
missionary  spirit  prevailing  beyond  what  has  been  known  before,  a 
thing  for  which  many  have  been  speaking  and  praying,  lo,  these  many 
years,  brings  very  great  comfort  to  our  hearts.  It  is  certainly  a  token 
and  a  promise  of  better  things.  The  reports  by  our  splendid  men  in 
the  mission  field  of  their  three  years'  work  were  not  shut  off,  cut  down, 
thrust  into  a  corner.  And  those  vast  missionary  meetings,  crowding 
some  of  the  largest  halls  in  Boston,  how  inspiring  they  were!  To 
some  of  us,  it  was  an  especial  satisfaction  to  see  how  our  Miss  Kim- 
ball's New  Hampshire  Missionary  Hymn,  with  music  by  her  rector, 

"  Wider  and  wider  yet, 

The  gates  of  the  nations  swing," 

swept  everyone  in  that  vast  mass  of  worshippers. 
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In  legislation,  not  all  that  I  desired  was  done  to  make  the  law 
concerning  the  re-marriage  of  a  divorced  person  stringent  enough, 
although  some  further  safeguards  were  established.  I  regard  the 
**  Huntington  Amendment/^  as  it  is  called,  designed  to  make  the 
Church  more  flexible,  better  fitted  to  ••  catch  men"  and  to  do  them 
good,  as  in  the  right  direction,  whether  much  or  little  of  direct  result 
comes  of  it.  The  canon  of  the  Board  of  Missions  is  a  clear  improve- 
ment on  the  previous  canon.  And,  in  general,  the  work  done  by  the 
committee  upon  Constitution  and  Canons  was  so  well  done  that  it  rather 
wonderfully  commended  itself  to  Deputies  and  Bishops  alike.  The 
<irift  of  legislation  was  right.  The  establishing  of  a  Court  of  Review, 
which  may  be  called  in,  after  an  ecclesiastical  trial,  was  very  sorely 
needed.  Our  own  Dr.  Roberts  is  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  District  of 
New  England.  I  hope  that  another  Convention  may  give  a  Court  of 
Final  Appeal  upon  questions  involving  doctrine  only. 

Passing  now  to  matters  more  local  and  personal,  from  my  deep  inter- 
est in  whatever  concerns  the  welfare  and  the  dignity  of  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege, and  the  honor  of  our  state  of  New  Hampshire,  I  am  moved  to 
-utter  here  a  word  of  gratification  that  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth  graciously 
came  out  of  his  way  to  visit  Hanover,  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  Dart- 
mouth Hall.  This  was  good  and  generous  in  him  to  do,  bringing  the 
Countess  with  him ;  and  it  was  fine  in  the  President  of  the  College 
and  the  authorities  to  extend  the  invitation.  It  is  pleasant  to  have 
to  do  with  persons  who  do  things,  and  do  not  let  fine  opportunities 
slip  by. 

It  was  a  matter  of  real  regret  that  I  could  not  accept  the  invitation 
to  be  in  Hanover  at  the  festal  time,  first,  by  reason  of  my  high  esteem 
for  the  Reverend  President  of  the  College,  and  of  the  College  itself, 
then  because  of  the  well-known  high  personal  character  and  real  worth 
of  the  distinguished  guest.  And  further,  because  the  Earl  of  forty 
years  ago  sent  Bishop  Chase  one  hundred  pounds  to  assist  in  estab- 
lishing the  services  of  our  Church  in  Hanover. 

I  may  add  that  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  in  England,  uncle  of  the 
present  Earl,  was  very  deeply  interested  in  what  good  things  I  was 
able  to  tell  him  concerning  Dartmouth  College,  and  expressed  a  strong 
-wish  that  he  might  sometime  see  the  College  itself. 

But  for  the  very  day  of  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  I  had  a  previ- 
ous invitation  to  my  own  College,  Trinity,  in  Hartford,  for  the  Inaug- 
uration of  Dr.  Luther  into  the  Presidency.  Inasmuch  as  I  am  pretty 
nearly  the  .senior  member  of  the  corporation  of  Trinity  College,  and 
as  Dr.  Luther  was  my  own  pupil  in  his  student  days,  and  as  I  was  set 
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down  to  have  the  opening  service  at  the  hall,  it  was  plain  that  there 
my  duty  lay. 

Everything  connected  with  the  day  in  Hartford  was  of  the  best,  from 
Judge  Hammersly's  opening  speech  as  presiding  officer,  through  Dr. 
Ferguson's  greeting  from  the  faculty,  and  the  president's  Inaugural 
Address,  and  the  extended  and  most  excellent  Address  of  Dr.  Hadley, 
president  of  Yale  University,  and  Judge  Buffington's  wit  and  wisdom 
combined,  and,  speaking  for  the  Alumni,  the  thoughtful  utterances  of 
Professor  Andrews  of  Bryn  Mawr,  and  the  sensible  words  of  the  young 
man  representing  the  undergraduates,  on  to  the  very  end  of  the  day. 
Rarely  does  one  see  every  person  concerned  so  well  pleased  as  they  of 
Hartford  and  of  Trinity  are  with  the  trustees'  unanimous  election  of 
Professor  Luther  to  the  presidency.  I  did  well  nigh  tremble  more  than 
once  that  day  when  the  word  of  admonition  came  to  my  mind,  **  Woe 
unto  you  when  all  men  shall  speak  well  of  you !"  But  Dr.  Luther  is  no 
**  trimmer"  to  chase  after  popularity. 

Later  in  this  very  week  of  academic  rejoicings  at  Dartmouth  and  at 
Trinity,  I  gave  myself  the  pleasure  of  mingling,  on  the  trustees'  invita- 
tion, with  the  friends  of  Columbia  University  in  New  York  upon  the 
1 50th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Kings  College,  which  has  since 
developed  into  this  powerful  and  leading  university.  The  main  recep- 
tion was  held  in  the  stately  Library,  erected  by  President  Seth  Low  at 
a  cost  to  him  of  more  than  a  million  dollars.  During  the  festal  week 
at  Columbia  several  corner-stones  were  laid.  The  College  Chapel  now 
to  be  built,  if  worthy  of  its  purpose  and  of  the  sum  on  it  to  be  ex- 
pended, will,  I  should  think,  have  no  equal  in  America.  Columbia  is 
far  from  belonging  to  any  church  or  denomination  of  Christians,  very 
far.  The  charter  requires  the  President  to  be  a  member  of  the  Epis- 
copal Church.  The  chaplain  is  a  priest  of  this  Church.  Columbia, 
with  its  strong  schools  and  departments,  and  guided  wisely,  as  it  bids 
fair  to  be  guided,  has  doubtless  a  future  of  brilliancy  and  of  great 
power. 

What  a  blessing  it  is,  and  a  comfort,  to  see  men  of  wealth  quick  to 
do  large  things  while  they  live,  of  which  the  friends  of  Columbia,  and 
of  McGill  University  in  Montreal,  are  shining  examples. 

One  very  practical  matter  I  ought,  I  think,  to  lay  before  you.  That 
is,  in  general,  the  due  and  decent  provision  for  our  aged  clergy,  and 
for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  clergy. 

We  have,  as  you  know,  in  this  Diocese  a  modest  fund,  the  gift  very 
largely,  though  not  by  any  means  wholly,  of  the  late  Mrs.  Eames  of 
Concord,  the  income  of  which  fund  goes  and  belongs  to  beneficiaries 
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in  New  Hampshire.  It  yields  nigh  two  thirds  of  what  we  this  very 
moment  need  (and  the  need  is  ever  increasing).  Then  we  have  a 
canonical  requirement  of  an  offering  for  this  purpose  on  Whitsunday  in 
every  congregation  of  the  Diocese.  These  offerings  are — shall  I  say 
it?  would  I  do  my  duty  if  I  did  not  say  it?^-each  year,  from  almost 
every  congregation,  disgracefully  small.  They  really,  in  view  of  just 
claims  now  to  come  on  us,  must  this  year  be  three  times  as  large  as 
other  Whitsundays  have  brought  in.  I  look  to  the  clergy  to  see  that 
they  are  that.     So  much  for  this  aspect. 

But  there  is  a  further  aspect  of  the  whole  matter  that  calls,  perhaps, 
for  worthy  consideration  on  our  part.  The  whole  Church,  acting  in 
General  Convention  has  a  Fund  for  this  very  object,  tied  to  no  one 
Diocese,  equally  offering  its  benefits  to  all,  and  asking  for  cooperation 
of  all,  in  building  up  this  Fund  to  the  high  plane  which  the  conditions 
demand.  The  Church  and  the  personal  management  have  put  no  petty 
restrictions  about  the  Fund  and  its  uses.  Everything  connected  with 
it  exactly  commends  itself  to  my  mind,  and  the  Church  has  solemnly 
laid  on  the  whole  of  us  the  duty  of  fostering  this  most  noble  Fund. 
For  each  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  already  belonging  to  it  there 
ought  to  be  a  half  million  at  the  least.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McClure  seems 
blessed  with  much  success  in  creating  a  deep  interest.  Only  last  week 
we  read  of  one  gift  in  New  Haven  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars, — 
for  all  of  which  signs  we  must  thank  God. 

A  large  number  of  dioceses  have  made  of  their  local  funds  some  sort 
of  affiliation  with  this  General  Fund.  From  this  fund  some  assistance, 
not  large,  is  now  received  in  New  Hampshire  by  a  family  or  two.  The 
question  which  in  closing  this  Address,  I  would  bring  to  your  consider- 
ation, is  this :  Shall  we  hereafter  concentrate  our  yearly  offerings  upon 
this  admirably  well-managed  General  Fund?  Shall  we  look  to  that 
for  such  appropriations  as  New  Hampshire  pensioners  require,  over  and 
above  that  which  the  income  of  our  modest  existing  diocesan  fund  will 
continue  to  supply?  Of  course  this  income,  being  a  special  trust,  can 
never  be  diverted  to  other  than  New  Hampshire  needs.  For  myself,  I 
am  not  a  little  inclined  hereafter  to  bend  all  our  energies  to  the  up- 
building of  a  good  General  Fund.  Are  you  disposed  now  to  entrust 
this  whole  question  to  the  careful  consideration  of  a  committee  of  this 
Convention  to  report  to  us  just  what  we  can  best  do,  to  bring  us  into 
more  vital  relations  with  this  great  work  of  the  Church. 

THis  one  word  in  closing  I  will  speak  out,  a  word  that  I  have  many» 
many  times  spoken,  beloved,  and  one  which  I  wish  I  did  always  lay  to 
heart.     That  word,  most  weighty, of  everything,  is  this:  Oh,  for  the 
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spiritual  mind !  Oh,  for  the  love  ot  God,  shed  abroad  in  our  heart !  Oh, 
for  a  deep,  abiding,  all-controlling  sense  that  the  favor  of  God  is  every- 
thing ;  that  all  else,  wealth,  learning,  wit,  health,  success,  life  on  ^arth 
even,  is  the  merest  incident  to  that !  The  End  Cometh.  If  God  be 
for  us  who  are  all  they  that  can  be  against  us?

In  explanation  of  the  two  items,  $786.51  and  $513.49  (making  in  all 
^1,300.00),  which  amounts  were  entered  as  having  been  returned  from 
the  income  account  to  the  principal,  the  trustees  beg  leave  to  say  that 
when  the  securities  were  turned  over  to  the  present  treasurer,  Mr. 
Joseph  S.  Matthews,  in  the  year  1897,  they  were  known  to  be  in  a  de- 
plorable condition,  but  just  what  the  condition  was  or  what  was  neces- 
sary to  be  done  in  any  particular  case,  was  not  known  and  could  not 
be  ascertained  except  by  investigation. 

It  was  decided,  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention  as 
Avell  as  the  trustees,  that  such  an  investigation  was  desirable.  Mr. 
Matthews  was  employed  to  make  the  investigation,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose he  spent  nearly  three  months  in  the  summer  of  1897  in  the  West. 

It  was  found  upon  this  investigation  that  in  order  to  dispose  of  the 
lands  which  were  available  to  the  trustees  as  security  for  the  Western 
loans,  it  would  be  necessary  to  spend  large  sums  of  money  at  the  out- 
set in  perfecting  the  titles  by  foreclosure  or  otherwise,  and  to  clear  the 
lands  from  the  liens  of  taxes  which  had  been  accumulating  for  several 
years.  After  careful  consideration,  it  was  decided  by  the  board  of 
trustees  that  for  the  protection  of  the  fund  this  should  be  done,  and 
accordingly  the  treasurer  undertook  to  perfect  the  titles  by  whatever 
method  appeared  to  be  most  to  our  advantage,  and  subsequently  to 
sell  the  lands. 

There  was,  however,  in  1897,  no  income  from  which  the  money 
could  be  taken  to  defray  the  expenses  either  of  the  investigation  or  the 
subsequent  work,  and  in  order  to  accomplish  it  at  all,  it  was  necessary 
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to  take  large  sums  from  the  principal,  which  was  done  upon  the  under- 
standing that  they  should  be  replaced  either  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
lands  when  sold  or  from  the  income  when  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 
To  carry  out  this  plan  the  following  sums  were  transferred  from  the 
principal  to  the  income  account :

All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  on  the  work  were  then  charged  to 
the  income  account.  A  careful  account  was  kept  of  the  amounts  ex- 
pended upon  each  particular  tract  of  land,  and  whenever  a  sale  has 
been  made  enough  of  the  proceeds  to  equal  the  amount  so  expended 
upon  the  land  sold  has  in  each  instance  been  credited  to  the  income 
account  as  **  expense  returned. ^^  Beginning  with  the  year  1901,  the 
income  from  all  sources  (including  the  **  expense  returned  ^^)  has  been 
sufficient  to  enable  us  to  pay  all  expenses  and  a  small  sum  each  year 
toward  the  Bishop^s  salary,  and  we  have  returned  to  the  principal  on 
account  of  the  money  previously  borrowed  the  following  sums :

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY-SCHOOL  COMMISSION. 

Within  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  distinct  advance  in 
Sunday-school  work  throughout  the  Diocese.  This  has  shown  itself 
in  the  increased  enrolment  of  scholars,  and  in  the  attention  which  most 
of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  are  giving  to  the  work.  In  spite  of  many 
discouraging  features,  the  clergy  now  look  to  the  Sunday-school  hope- 
fully as  a  source  of  power  and  a  choice  field  for  work.  Among  the 
laity  also  an  intelligent  interest  is  being  manifested,  and  the  larger 
schools,  at  any  rate,  are  finding  more  and  better  workers  than  they 
could  secure  some  years  ago. 

The  general  interest  found  expression  this  year  in  the  organization 
of  a  Diocesan  Sunday-school  Convention,  with  a  complete  corps  of  offi- 
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cers,  and  an  understanding  that  Conventions  are  to  be  held  annually. 
Experience  shows  that  such  an  organization  may  be  expected  to  accom. 
plish  much  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  Sunday-school.  At  the 
meeting  this  year.  Rev.  Dr.  Duhring  of  Philadelphia,  in  genial  fashion, 
gave  many  helpful  suggestions,  various  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese 
delivered  addresses,  and  the  whole  gathering  was  a  fitting  reward  for 
the  diligence  and  unstinted  labor  which  had  been  shown  in  getting  it 
together,  by  the  Rev.  Alfred  H.  Wheeler  of  Keene,  the  junior  mem- 
ber  of  the  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  at  the  request  of  this 
Convention  last  year ;  under  his  guide  as  president,  we  all  look  hope- 
fully for  good  things  to  come. 

A  meeting  of  Diocesan  Commissions  was  held  in  Boston  during  the 
session  of  the  General  Convention,  and  preliminary  steps  i^ere  taken 
for  a  National  organization  of  Sunday-school  workers,  with  a  view  to 
the  publication  of  the  most  acceptable  lesson  books,  and  to  the  stimu- 
lating of  interest  in  all  parts  of  the  land.  This  movement  originated 
with  the  New  York  commission,  and  is  not  yet  fully  developed.  It  is 
well  worth  the  attention  of  the  Church.

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On  Tuesday,  June  28th,  there  came  upon  the  Home,  as  uDon  the 
whole  community,  the  sorrow  and  great  loss  occasioned  by  the  death 
of  Miss  Abbie  A.  Flint  The  usefulness  of  her  work,  carried  on 
quietly  year  after  year,  in  teaching  the  children  to  sing  and  in  playing 
the  organ  at  the  week-day  services  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shep- 
her.d  at  the  Home  cannot  be  adequately  measured  because  what  she 
did  was  the  expression  of  a  life  of  devotion  to  the  Saviour  and  of  love 
of  His  children. 

From  November  loth  until  January  20th,  the  Home  suffered  from 
an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever.  We  have  great  cause  for  thankfulness 
that  the  disease  was  of  a  very  mild  form  and  that  there  have  been  no 
bad  after  effects.  The  new  infirmary  over  the  schoolroom  again 
proved  itself  of  the  greatest  use.  Dr.  Wilkins  and  Mr.  Palmer,  the 
health  officer,  deserve  our  special  thanks  for  their  care  and  kindness 
during  the  epidemic,  and  particularly  at  Christmas  time.  Dr.  Cum- 
mings,  the  physician  at  present  in  charge,  has  been  most  devoted  in 
his  care  of  the  children. 

Certain  changes  are  being  made  in  the  Home  plant.  The  oldest 
wooden  building,  between  the  girls^  house  and  the  schoolhouse,  is 
being  torn  down  by  Mr.  Maheux,  the  janitor,  and  the  older  bo3rs. 
The  covered  walk  between  the  buildings  (with  an  outside  stairway 
leading  to  the  infirmary)  will  be  completed.  Certain  necessary  repairs 
will  be  made,  and  painting  done.  In  such  matters  and  in  many  other 
ways  the  Home  is  often  indebted  to  Mr.  Maheux  for  his  skill  and 
helpfulness. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  Home  41  children,  of  whom  23  are 
boys,  and  18  girls.  During  the  year  two  boys  and  two  girls  have  left 
the  Home,  and  two  girls  have  come  to  us.  There  are  two  vacancies 
in  the  boys'  house.  Of  the  41  children,  one  child  is  from  Massachu- 
setts, and  the  rest  are  from  New  Hampshire.  The  New  Hampshire 
children  come  from  the  following  towns:  Concord  (15),  Manchester 
(3),  Nashua  (5),  Tilton  (6),  Penacook  (3),  Claremont  (3),  Henniker 
(2),  Lebanon  (i),  Cornish  Flat  (i),  and  Andover  (i).  It  is  hard  to 
estimate  the  devotion  and  efficiency  of  the  work  done  for  the  children 
by  the  ladies  in  charge.  Only  those  who  know  the  inside  life  of  such 
an  institution  can  appreciate  the  drain  on  nerves,  patience  and  love. 
There  can  be  no  general  vacations,  and  the  individual  vacations  are 
for  the  most  part  short  and  far  between.  In  proportion  to  the  hours 
of  labor  and  the  trained  skill  in  caring  for  and  dealing  with  children, 
the  remuneration  received  is  of  the  smallest.  The  staff  remains  the 
same  as  last  year,  and  is  as  follows :

Hutchins, 
teacher.     Rev.  J.  K.  Tibbits  is  still  the  chaplain  and  superintendent. 

To  carry  on  the  Home  requires  money,  and  many  gifts  of  clothing 
and  provisions.  There  are  many  generous  workers  and  givers.  There 
is  no  lack  of  appreciation  of  all  the  support  which  is  received  from 
many  sources.  But  to  carry  on  the  work  properly,  and  to  enlarge  its 
usefulness,  more  gifts  are  needed.     It  is  felt  that,  if  the  work  of  the 
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Home  and  its  needs  could  be  brought  close  to  the  hearts  and  con- 
sciences of  every  comnnunicant,  and  of  countless  others  who  are  not 
communicants  or  even  Church  people,  there  would  be  many  more  and 
larger  gifts.  The  chaplain  wishes  that  the  opportunity  might  be  given 
him  of  bringing  the  matter  before  some  of  the  congregations  of  the  state, 
and  of  planning  with  the  rectors  as  to  the  best  methods  of  making 
this  diocesan  work  known  to  those  who  do  not  at  present  enter  into 
their  privilege  of  helping  it.  The  chaplain  also  begs  the  aid  of  the 
clergy  and  others  in  finding  suitable  homes  for  children  when  they 
leave  us.  It  is  not  very  difficult  to  find  places  for  children  who  can  be 
recommended  for  good  character  and  trustworthiness.  Yet  even  for  these 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  find  homes  in  devout  Church  fami- 
lies. Hut  it  is  almost  impossible  to  find  a  place  for  a  child  whom  we 
cannot  really  recommend.  The  only  real  hope  in  such  a  case  is  to  6nd 
some  true  Christian  soul,  who  for  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ  is  willing  to 
bear  with,  train  and  love  the  child,  and  so.  perhaps,  by  God's  grace, 
to  win  him,  or  her,  to  a  truly  good  life.  One  believes  that  there  must 
be  such  people,  and  the  chaplain  would  be  most  thankful  if  he  could 
be  told  of  them. 

The  appeal  for  the  Orphans'  Home  is  made,  not  merely  as  for  a 
charity,  but  for  Christ  Himself:  **  For  1  was  an  hungered,  and  ye 
gave  me  meat ;  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  drink ;  I  was  a 
stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in ;  naked,  and  ye  clothed  me ;  I  was  sick, 
and  ye  visited  me.  .  .  .  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one 
of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.  .  .  . 
Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least  of  tliese,  ye  did  it  not

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1 .  The  Holy  Communion  shall  be  celebrated  on  every  morning  of 
the  session  of  the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  he  shall  cal.  the  Conven- 
tion to  order,  and  every  member  shall  remain  in  his  seat  unless  he  rise 
to  address  the  chair. 

3.  The  President  shall  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
other  members,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Convention  by  any  member. 

4.  When  the  Convention  is  equally  divided,  the  President  shall 
decide  the  question  by  his  vote ;  and  when  his  vote,  given  in  the 
minority,  shall  make  an  equal  division,  it  shall  also  be  his  duty  to 
vote,  and  in  such  case  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

5 .  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  upon  any  question,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address 
himself  to  the  President. 

6.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention^ 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Con- 
vention without  leave,  if  he  be  able  to  attend. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  mem- 
ber wishing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

9.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  a  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  excused  for  special  reasons  before  a 
division. 

10.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President  before  being  debated,  and  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if 
so  required  by  the  President. 

1 1 .  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to 
commit,  to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely, — which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

12.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order;  that,  and  the 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  always  be  decided  without  debate. 
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13.  When  a  motion  has  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  the  neg- 
ative, it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  minority  to  move  for  a 
reconsideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 

14.  No  q^estion  shall  be  taken  on  any  report,  unless  upon  a  mo- 
tion to  print  or  recommit  it;  but  reports  shall,  as  of  course,  lie  upon 
the  table.  If  a  committee  deem  any  action  of  the  Convention  desira- 
able,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  present,  in  writing,  such  Resolutions, 
Acts,  or  Canons,  as  they  may  think  proper  to  offer,  which  only  shall 
be  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

15.  Clergymen  officiating  in  this  Diocese,  but  not  canonically  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention,  visiting  clergymen  in  good  standing,  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders,  and  licensed  Lay  Readers  of  this  Diocese,  and 
officers  of  the  Diocese  not  delegates  from  any  parish  or  mission  shall, 
on  their  names  being  recorded  by  the  Secretary,  be  entitled  to  seats  in 
this  Convention,  without  the  right  to  vote.

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PROCEEDINGS. 


The  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, assembled  in  the  Roger  Foster  Memorial  Parish  House, 
Concord,  Tuesday  afternoon,  November  21,  1905,  at  4  o'clock. 

The  Right  Reverend  President,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
called  the  Convention  to  order  and  to  prayer. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  as  prepared  by  the 
Bishop  was  called,  and  those  whose  names  are  marked  with  an 
asterisk  (pages  6-8)  answered  to  their  names,  or  were  present 
during  the  Convention. 

There  were  also  present,  under  the  rule,  the  Rev.  St.  George 
Tucker,  president  of  the  College  of  S.  Paul,  Tokio,  Japan  ;  the 
Rev.  Charles  L.  Hutchins,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Reuben  Kidner,  and 
the  Rev.  Brian  C.  Roberts,  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts; 
the  Rev.  John  Gregson  of  the  Diocese  of  Maine,  and  Mr. 
George  A.  McLucas,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  George  W.  Lay,  the  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  send  fraternal  greetings  in  behalf  of  this  Convention 
to  the  Conventions  now  in  session  of  the  dioceses  of  Albany 
and  Milwaukee. 

The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  were  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee consisting  of  Messrs.  Harry  H.  Dudley,  Lemuel  S.  Hastings 
and  John  C.  Kirtland,  Jr.,  who  subsequently  reported  that  they 
had  examined  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  from  all  parishes 
and  missions  from  which  certificates  of  such  appointment  had 
been  received,  and  that  the  laymen  of  the  subjoined  list  are  en- 
titled to  seats  in  the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE    BOARD   OF   MANAGERS  OF  DIOCESAN 

MISSIONS. 

The  board  held  three  meetings  during  the  year  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  six  out  of  seven  members. 

The  table  of  apportionments  was  sent  out  soon  after  the  last  Con- 
vention with  letters  to  the  clergy,  delegates  to  the  Convention  and 
parish  officers,  and  a  general  letter  for  distribution.  Letters  were  also 
sent  out  to  the  clergy  at  other  times  or  were  printed  in  the  Fly-Leaj\ 
showing  the  amount  of  contributions  to  both  General  and  Diocesan 
Missions.  The  information  thus  imparted  seems  to  have  produced 
good  results. 

Both  apportionments  were  raised,  we  are  happy  to  say.  But  the 
total  contributions  reached  the  necessary  amounts  largely  by  reason  of 
the  generous  gifts  of  individuals.  Of  $3,000  apportioned  to  parishes 
and  missions  for  Diocesan  Missions,  only  $2,680.97  was  raised  by 
them ;  and  for  the  $1,660  so  apportioned  for  General  Missions  the  re- 
turn was  only  $1,579.29. 

The  managers  are  not  omniscient  or  infallible,  nor  are  they  mind 
readers.  They  have  reduced  the  only  item  on  the  list  of  apportion- 
ments concerning  which  a  written  request  was  made,  and  they  have 
reduced  many  others.  Places  that  do  not  take  the  trouble  to  see  to 
the  collecting  their  apportionment  do  not  take  the  trouble  to  say  any- 
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thing  about  it.  Places  that  are  doing  their  best  will  be  likely  to  speak 
out,  if  the  task  is  beyond  their  strength  ;  but,  when  every  effort  is  be- 
ing made,  we  find  that,  as  often  as  not,  the  notice  from  such  a  congre- 
gation is  a  request  to  increase  their  apportionment. 

From  a  circular  letter  sent  out  in  December,  1904,  we  quote  the  fol- 
lowing : 

•*  The  board  will  welcome  suggestions  as  to  the  amount  of  appor- 
tionments for  another  year.  These  should  be  made  in  writing.  Sev- 
eral requests  received  heretofore  have  been  about  as  follows :  *  This 
parish  has  given  its  full  apportionment  and  will  continue  to  do  so.  But 
from  thirty  to  sixty  per  cent,  of  that  amount  was  given  by  one  or  two 
individuals.  Would  it  not  be  better  to  apportion  a  smaller  amount 
towards  which  everybody  will  do  his  fair  share  ;  and  to  let  those  few, 
who  are  able  and  willing  to  give  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  rest,  con- 
tribute  as  much  as  they  please  in  addition  to  what  they  wish  to  be  cred- 
ited to  the  parish  apportionment.'  The  board  believes  this  to  be  a 
wise  view;  and  that  to  follow  the  suggestion  will  encourage  a  healthy 
growth  of  the  feeling  of  responsibility  among  those  who  can  give  but 
small  sums." 

We  have  tried  to  ask  of  no  congregation  more  than  it  can  be  fairly 
expected  to  give.  The  tables  of  apportionments  for  next  year  are  printed 
and  are  in  your  hands.  In  order  to  equalize  matters  we  have  in  each 
fund  left  a  balance  to  be  made  up  by  individuals  in  order  that  we  might 
not  be  obliged  to  add  to  the  apportionment  of  one  parish  what  we  took 
off  for  the  relief  of  another. 

It  should  be  remembered  that,  even  though  the  gifts  of  the  zealous 
ones  secure  the  sum  total  of  our  Diocesan  apportionment,  our  duty  is 
not  done  unless  each  congregation  meets  its  own  smaller  share  in 'this 
larger  obligation. 

For  next  year  we  ask  for  $3,200  towards  Diocesan  Missions;  and 
for  $1,700  towards  General  Missions:  and  to  secure  these  sums  we 
have  apportioned  to  the  churches  only  $2,966  for  Diocesan  and  $1,610 
for  General  Missions,  feeling  confident  that  the  voluntary  contributions 
from  individuals  will  produce  at  least  as  much  as  the  unapportioned 
balance  in  each  case. 

Believing  that  knowledge  about  financial  Conditions  is  an  essential 
thing,  the  board  would  welcome  any  means  that  may  be  devised  to 
keep  the  clergy  informed  regularly  of  the  state  of  each  fund  towards 
which  their  people  are  expected  to  contribute.  We  therefore  endorse 
heartily  the  proposed  plan  to  have  such  financial  information  furnished 
regularly  and  frequently  to  each  congregation. 

The  board  has  made  a  strong  effort  this  year  to  secure  a  large  num- 
ber of  subscriptions  to  the  Fly- Leaf  so  as  to  have  it  entered  as  second- 
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class  mail  matter,  and  put  upon  a  sound  and  permanent  financial  basis. 
The  price  per  year  has  been  placed  at  ten  cents,  which  will  pay  all  ex- 
penses with  a  quarterly  issue  of  4,000  copies.  This  sum  does  not 
seem  large,  and  the  paper  is  well  worth  the  money.  If  the  clergy  will 
appoint  agents  in  their  cures,  through  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  or  other- 
wise, to  ask  each  one  for  his  name  and  this  small  sum,  the  thing  will 
be  done  and  we  would  have  a  subscription  list  of  three  or  four  thou- 
sand paid  subscribers.  If  the  clergy  will  not  do  this  the  plan  must 
be  given  up  and  the  paper  must  be  printed  as  a  private  enterprise,  the 
expense  of  which  will  then  fall  largely  on  the  Bishop. 

We  commend  this  matter  to  your  earnest  consideration.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  THE  HOUSE-TO-HOUSE 

CANVASS  OF  THE  STATE. 

There  are  240  towns  in  the  state  in  5 1  of  which  we  have  regular 
summer  or  occasional  services ;  of  these  5 1  towns  we  have  canvassed 
12  thoroughly  and  8  partially.  Of  the  remaining  189  towns  88  have 
been  canvassed  thoroughly  and  15  partially.  In  other  words  we  have 
visited  every  house,  or  almost  every  house,  in  10 1  cities  and  towns  ;  we 
have  done  some  canvassing  in  23  others;  we  have  a  good  idea  of  31 
towns  because  we  have  services  in  them,  and  there  are  85  of  which  we 
have  little  or  no  knowledge,  as  against  95  reported  a  year  ago,  or  192 
in  1899,  when  the  commission  began  its  work. 

The  canvass  of  the  past  year  has  added  to  the  communicant  roll  of 
the  Diocese  about  27  names,  has  discovered  about  42  other  baptized 
persons  previously  unknown,  and  has  shown  us  about  20  other  persons, 
chiefly  children,  who  should  be  baptized.  More  than  300  Prayer  Books 
have  been  given  away  to  individuals. 

The  cost  of  the  work  done  this  year  is  about  $80,  which  was  pro- 
vided by  gifts  made  to  the  commission.  Six  persons  took  part  in  the 
work . 

It  is  often  quite  as  necessary  to  know  where  not  to  begin  services  as 
to  see  clearly  where  we  should  do  so.  Convention  Journals  of  a  few 
years  ago  speak  of  Farmington  and  Rochester  as  places  for  new  mission 
stations,  and  the  canvasses  of  these  towns  have  shown  clearly  that 
nothing  should  be  attempted  in  the  former,  while  work  has  actually 
been  begun  in  Rochester.  It  is  therefore  right  to  note  that  of  the  ten 
towns  canvassed  this  year,  no  one  seems  to  present  a  special  oppor- 
tunity for  regular  services. 
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A  considerable  amount  of  pastoral  work  is  done  whenever  a  town  is 
canvassed,  and  in  addition  to  this  we  now  liave  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  89  persons,  all  with  some  sort  of  a  connection  with  the 
Church,  to  whom  we  must  give  such  pastoral  care  as  is  in  our  power. 

As  in  previous  years,  town  after  town  shows  by  the  detailed  figures 
of  each  canvass  the  large  number  of  persons  unconnected  with  any  re- 
ligious body,  the  large  percentage  of  unbaptized  persqns,  and  the  great 
number  of  those  who,  according  to  their  own  statements,  rarely  or 
never  attend  public  worship.

More  than  350  Prayer  Books  have  been  given  away  as  gifts  to  indi- 
viduals ;  and  grants  of  both  Prayer  Books  and  Hymnals  have  been 
made  to  the  new  work  begun  at  Lincoln,  and  to  a  Lay  Reader  of  the 
Diocese  at  Milton. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  the  Rev.  W. 
Stanley  Emery  and  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Edward  M.  Parker, 
and  unanimously  adopted  :

ANNUAL   ADDRESS. 

My  beloifed  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Ijiity : 

Grace  be  upon  you,  and  mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and 
from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  from  the  eternal  Spirit  of  God. 

I  thank  God,  good  and  gracious,  that  He  has  brought  us,  alive  after 
another  yeaf  s  end,  together  once  more  to  confer  touching  the  things  of 
the  Kingdom.  May  the  eternal  Spirit  show  us  what  ways  we  ought  to 
go,  and  what  things  we  ought  to  do ! 

To  the  good  lives  of  three  Bishops  of  yours  deceased  since  last  we 
were  here,  I  must  bring  a  brief  loving  tribute,  my  own  and  yours  cer- 
tainly— McLaren,  Watson,  and  Davies. 

Bishop  McLaren  of  Chicago,  until  nigh  middle  life  a  Presbyterian 
minister,  seized  very  firmly  the  Catholic  doctrine  of  our  holy  religion, 
as  it  is  set  forth  and  held  in  this  Church.  Of  administrative  details  in 
his  Diocese,  I  know  little.  He  very  deeply  impressed  almost  all  who 
knew  him.  But  of  this  the  whole  Church  has  knowledge :  that  the 
late  Bishop  of  Chicago  was  a  man  of  holy  life,  and  of  very  spiritual 
habit  and  mind.     To  this,  published  writings  of  his  abundantly  testify. 

The  venerable  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  Dr.  Watson,  had  for  half  a 
lifetime  been  active  and  most  helpful  in  the  councils  of  the  Church. 
Sound  in  judgment  and  mentally  alert.  Bishop  Watson  was  a  man  to 
whom  men  always  listened.  Though  at  the  time  far  beyond  three-score 
years,  the  Diocese  of  which  Dr.  Watson  was  a  presbyter  could  bring 
itself  to  think  of  no  one  but  him  for  its  first  Bishop.  And  a  good 
Bishop  he  made  them.  Some  part  of  what  popular  quality  our  Church 
Hymnal  possesses  is  to  him  largely  due. 

Bishop  Davies  of  Michigan  was  carried  to  his  Burial  hardly  more 
than  a  day  before  the  Convention  was  to  meet  to  choose  a  Bishop  Co- 
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adjutor.  A  Bishop  over  the  Diocese  they  have  just  now  chosen 
instead. 

Dr.  Davies  was  at  one  time  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  the  wise  and 
useful  rector  of  St.  John's,  Portsmouth,  Mother  Church  of  the  Diocese. 
A  fine  scholar  he  was,  in  Hebrew  and  in  general  learning,  and  a  roan 
dignified,  and  grave,  and  just.  Not  physically  robust  in  recent  years, 
if  he  could  not  conveniently  rush  hither  and  thither  as  some  men  do, 
Bishop  Davies's  very  presence  anywhere  was  itself  a  strength  and  an 
uplifting.  I  do  not  doubt  that  these*  three  good  men  all  are  now  in 
the  nearer  vision  of  their  Lord.  O,  the  glory  and  the  brightness,  and 
the  love !  O,  the  rapture  of  the  resurrection  hastening  on,  and  of  the 
Master's  triumph  then ! 

I  have  this  year  given  my  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  Edward  Woodcock,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  Kentucky;  of  the 
Rev.  James  Henry  Darlington,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  new  Dio- 
cese of  Harrisburg ;  and  of  the  Rev.  Frederick  Foote  Johnson  to  be 
assistant  to  the  Bishop  of  South  Dakota. 

The  Rev.  Alfred  Taylor  has  been  received  into  the  Diocese  from 
Connecticut ;  the  Rev.  Raymond  Morrison  Dow  Adams,  from  Massa- 
chusetts ;  the  Rev,  Thomas  Sparks  Cline,  from  Connecticut ;  the  Rev. 
Henry  S.  Harte,  from  Maine;  the  Rev.  Herbert  Luther  Wood,  from 
the  Diocese  of  Southwark  in  England ;  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Kendall 
Drake,  from  Massachusetts. 

The  Rev.  Marcus  Hobson  Carroll  has  been  transferred  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Massachusetts ;  the  Rev.  John  George  Ewens,  a  short  time  in 
charge  of  the  mission  at  Berlin,  to  Western  Michigan ;  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Almon  Ticknor,  after  nigh  sixteen  years  of  faithful  service,  to  Western 
Massachusetts ;  the  Rev.  Alfred  Taylor  to  Vermont ;  and  the  Rev. 
William  Northey  Jones  to  the  Diocese  of  Harrisburg,  after  many  years 
in  Manchester. 

June  lo,  in  the  memorial  church  of  St.  John,  Walpole,  I  ordained 
Robert  Nott  Merriman  to  the  priesthood.  June  ii,  in  Holy  Trinity, 
Philadelphia,  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  acting  at  my  request,  or- 
dained Edward  Everett  to  the  diaconate.  July  ii,  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Concord,  I  ordained  the  Rev.  Frederick  'Marcy  DeForest  to 
the  priesthood.  September  i8,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Concord,  I  or- 
dained Curtis  Hoyt  Dickins  to  the  diaconate. 

The  fourteenth  day  of  September,  in  New  London,  on  Lake  Sunapee, 
I  laid  the  cornerstone  of  a  church,  which  church  is  the  result  of  the  very 
loving  ministrations  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Sill,  from  New  York, 
given  in  this  region  in  New  London  through  many  summers.     Both 
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resident  folk  and  summer  visitors  have  been  grateful  for  Mr.  SilPs  un- 
tiring exertion  for  their  benefit. 

The  candidates  for  holy  orders  in  the  Diocese  at  this  time  are  Ora 
Wilfred  Craig,  B.  A.,  and  George  A.  McLucas,  and  there  are  two 
postulants.

I  have  confirmed  in  St.  Timothy's  Mission,  Concord,  6;  in  All 
Saints\  Littleton,  lo;  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Concord,  15,  one  of 
them  for  St.  James's,  Keene ;  in  Christ  Church,  Exeter,  9  ;  in  St.  John 
the  Baptist's,  Sanbornville,  3;  in  Grace  Church,  Manchester,  13;  in 
St.  Andrew's,  West  Manchester,  12;  in  St.  James's,  Keene,  10;  in 
Trinity,  Tilton,  3  ;  in  St.  Jude's  .Mission,  Franklin,  5  ;  in  St.  Thomas's, 
Dover,  42 ;  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Nashua,  14;  in  the 
Mission  of  the  Transfiguration,  Derry,  4;  in  St.  James's,  Laconia,  2; 
in  St.  Matthew's,  Goffstown,  i;  in  St.  John's,  Portsmouth,  12;  in 
Christ  Church,  Portsmouth,  14;  in  St.  Mark's,  Ashland,  4;  in  the

Paul,  36;  in  St.  John's  Memorial  Church,  Walpole,  9;  in  Trinity, 
Claremont,  15  ;  in  Union  Church,  West  Claremont,  7  ;  in  the  Mission 
of  Our  Saviour,  Milford,  5  ;  in  the  Mission  of  the  Transfiguration,  Wilton, 
5  ;  in  Christ  Church,  Salmon  Falls,  5  ;  in  Grace  Chapel,  Kearsarge,  2  ; 
in  the  Mission  in  Peterborough,  i  ;  in  St.  Luke's,  Woodsville,  16, 
and  in  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield,  4.  I  have  also  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop  of  Vermont,  confirmed  41  persons  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  St. 
Johnsbury. 

I  have  also  visited  the  following  parishes  and  missions:  The  Mis- 
sion of  the  Redeemer,  Rochester ;  St.  Thomas's,  Hanover;  St.  Paul's, 
Lancaster;    St.    Barnabas's,   Berlin;    St.   Luke's,   Charlestown;    St. 
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Andrew's  by-the-Sea,  Rye  Beach  ;  Christ  Church,  North  Conway ;  St. 
Andrew's,  Hopkinton,  and  St.  Peter's,  Drewsville. 

To  sum  the  year's  acts :  I  have  ordained  one  deacon  and  two 
priests,  and  one  deacon  has  been  ordained  for  me  by  the  Bishop  of 
Pennsylvania;  I  have  confirmed  306  persons  in  this  Diocese,  and  41 
in  Vermont ;  I  have  laid  the  cornerstone  of  one  church  ;  I  have  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  25  times;  1  have  preached  59  sermons 
and  delivered  32  addresses. 


By  reason  of  insufficient  health,  I  have,  considerably  to  my  sorrow, 
been  unable  this  yeai*  to  make  my  autumnal  visit  to  the  regions  of 
Northern  Coos  County,  or,  in  summer,  to  any  of  the  purely  summer 
congregations,  with  the  single  exception  of  St.  Andrew's,  Rye.  This 
last  mentioned  Church  is  again  under  very  real  obligations  to  Dr. 
Tomkins  of  Philadelphia  for  a  month's  loving,  self-forgetting  ministry, 
which,  as  in  former  years,  has  done  not  a  little  good  to  many  persons 
young  and  old.  Justice,  perhaps,  requires  me  to  say  that  the  correct 
report  of  the  treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions  is  not  able  nearly  to  state 
what  Rye  has  done  in  our  help.  Over  and  above  the  sum  there  cred- 
ited, and  the  full  payment  of  that  asked  of  them  for  expenses  of  the 
Diocese,  three  gifts  of  $50  each  were  sent  the  Bishop  by  members  of 
the  congregation,  to  use  in  his  discretion  in  the  works  of  the  Diocese. 

Bethlehem  has  continued  to  share  in  our  common  work,  as  you  will 
read  in  the  reports,  and  Emmanuel  Church,  Dublin.  Jefferson,  under 
the  loyal,  loving,  strong  guidance  of  Dr.  Littell,  has  almost  surpassed 
itself  this  year.  The  excellent  house  built  for  the  minister,  is  now 
fully  paid  for.  The  sum  asked  for  by  us  for  Diocesan  expenses  has 
been  furnished.  Six  hundred  dollars  we  again  have  for  missionary 
work  in  the  northern  regions.  Everything,  including  one  modest, 
well-deserved  gift  to  China  rises  to  more  than  $2,000. 

Mr.  Macmaster,  now  residing  in  Gorham,  has  used  the  Office  of 
a  Deacon  well,  at  Groveton,  Shelburne,  and  elsewhere  in  the  northern 
parts.  When  in  midsummer  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harte,  lately  archdeacon 
of  Aroostook  in  Maine,  came  into  the  charge  of  Lancaster,  he  took  up 
the  building  of  the  church  in  Groveton,  of  which  the  foundation  was 
placed  a  year  ago.  Through  his  energy,  and  the  working  with  him 
heartily  of  the  people  of  the  mission,  a  very  comely,  modest  church 
will  be  finished  about  New  Year,  and  paid  for,  for  which  I  am  most 
thankful. 

In  Lincoln,  among  lumbermen  and  those  with  them  connected.  Ser- 
vices since  spring  have  been  held  one  Sunday  each  month.     At  first 
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Mr.  Gregson  officiated ;  but  the  Services,  set  agoing,  and  upheld  by  an 
earnest  church  woman  of  influence  there,  are  in  the  general  charge  of 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Emery,  district  secretary  over  that  region.  Both  there 
and  in  the  rural  Church  Settlement  at  Danbury,  my  zealous  brother 
adds  greatly  to  his  parochial  work  in  Tilton,  and  to  the  fruits  of  that 
work. 

At  the  Mount  Washington  Hotel,  at  Bretton  Woods,  early  in  Sep- 
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tember,  I  was  present  by  invitation,  at  a  conference  of  persons,  mem- 
bers of  the  **  management"  of  the  house,  the  clergyman  who  there  or 
at  Mount  Pleasant  House,  has  several  summers  held  Service,  and  a 
few  others,  regarding  the  building  of  a  summer  church  near  that  dis- 
tinguished hotel.     Apparently  a  church  will  next  summer  be  built. 

An  unusual  number  of  parishes  and  missions  were  in  summer  with- 
out a  minister, — Lancaster  (with  Groveton  and  Lost  Natioa),  Ash- 
land, Charlestown,  Manchester,  Littleton,  from  October,  and  Berlin. 
Christ  Church,  North  Conway,  with  Grace  Chapel,  Kearsarge,  was  in  a 
like  case  much  of  the  year.  A  rector  is  not  now  in  charge ;  but  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  a  good  man,  there  much  of  last  summer,  to 
live  in  the  rectory  and  hold  Service  every  Sunday  nigh  half  of  the  year, 
and  to  come  for  one  Sunday  each  month  the  rest  of  the  year,  and  for  sev- 
eral days  at  Christmas  and  at  Eastertide.  All  the  other  places  above 
named  are  now  either  very  satisfactorily  supplied  with  regular  minis- 
trations except  Manchester  and  Littleton,  and  these  seem  in  a  fair  way 
to  be  speedily  supplied.  Upon  the  whole  we  have  been  much  blessed 
in  the  men  we  have  secured. 

Dear  Mr.  Goodrich  of  Littleton,  following  the  sad  example  set  him 
by  his  friend  and  mine,  dear  Dr.  Goodridge  in  Exeter,  a  year  or  two 
ago,  has  found  himself  unable,  by  reason  of  health  broken,  to  continue 
longer  in  the  regular  cure  of  souls.  Mr.  Goodrich  was  a  member  of 
my  Sunday-school  class  in  my  student  days.  Both  were,  much  later, 
students  in  classes  under  me  at  college.  Each  has  given  to  New 
Hampshire  many  years  of  very  loving  and  very  helpful  service.  To 
drop  them,  or  either  of  them,  from  our  toilers  for  the  Master,  grieves 
me  sorely. 

Here  let  me  say  something  concerning  that  list  of  **  Non-parochial  " 
clergy,  that  gives  trouble  to  some  who  think  we  have  no  need  ot  a 
**  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry."  New  Hampshire  has  of 
names  on  this  list  a  full  average  no  doubt,  when  compared  with  those 
of  other  dioceses.  Every  person  having  knowledge  of  each  case  knows 
well,  that  these  two  men  now  mentioned,  and  our  excellent  Mr. 
Himes,  and  one  other  priest  even  further  away  from  health,  perhaps, 
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than  some  of  these,  ought  not  to  be  in  charge  of  a  congregation.  To 
ask  that  would  be  a  cruelty  not  to  be  thought  of.  After  these  come 
three  men,  past  middle  age,  who,  though  without  parochial  cures,  do 
take  very  many  Services  during  the  year,  to  my  relief  and  to  the  advan- 
tage of  congregations  that  would  be  otherwise  without  Services  and  the 
Holy  Communion.  Then  come  about  twelve  who  are  engaged  in  such 
duties  of  schools  as  have  always  in  the  Church  been  accounted  legiti- 
mate occupations  for  even  a  priest.  Of  this  number  most  who  are 
masters  in  St.  PauPs  School  do  a  vast  deal  of  missionary  or  paro- 
chial work  outside  of  their  engagements  proper  in  the  school.  And 
in  the  school  in  the  daily  rounds  much  is  by  them  done,  in  Sacred 
Studies,  in  preaching,  and  in  helping  on  the  work  of  God  in  many 
ways.  One  set  down  as  •*  Non-parochial"  is  rector  of  Holderness, 
with  twice  as  many  duties  as  ought  to  fall  to  any  one  priest.  One  is 
rector  of  St.  Paul's  School,  our  beloved  Dr.  Joseph  Coit,  now  indeed 
in  health  much  impaired,  and  absent  at  this  time,  but  who  has  seized 
every  opportunity  to  set  forward  with  all  his  might  every  good  thing, 
not  at  the  school  only,  but  in  this  Diocese ; — a  thing  which  his  dis- 
tinguished and  saintly  predecessor,  Dr.  Henry  Coit,  always  did  before 
him.  True  yoke-fellows,  both  have  always  been,  and  the  clerical 
masters  whom  they  have  had  at  the  school.  For  their  whole-hearted 
assistance  from  the  beginning  and  for  their  love,  I  do  thank  God  from 
my  very  soul. 

It  must  be  noted,  also,  that  three  set  down  to  us  in  the  Church  alma- 
nack as  **  Non-parochial,"  have  regular  and  full  work  as  instructors 
away  from  New  Hampshire,  but,  as  permitted  by  the  canons  to 
do,  retain  their  connection  with  us  as  presbyters  of  this  Diocese. 
These  are  Jenks,  professor  of  divinity  at  Trinity  College,  Toronto, 
who  takes  care  of  Whitefield  in  summer;  William  H.  Bates,  head  of 
the  Bishop  Whipple  Memorial  School  for  Boys,  near  Sanford  in  Flor- 
ida, whose  purpose  is  to  give  his  summers  largely  to  New  Hampshire ; 
and  Ladd,  now  full  Professor  of  Church  History  in  the  Berkeley  Divin- 
ity School  at  Middletown.  All  summer  Mr.  Ladd,  besides  coming 
up  once  or  twice  during  the  school  year  to  comfort  the  somewhat  scat- 
tered and  disheartened  flock,  at  Berlin,  *»  once  his  own  charge,"  gave 
himself  to  that  mission  to  get  the  things  of  the  mission  well  into  the 
hands — so  far  as  they  may  be — of  the  newly-come  deacon,  Mr.  Cline. 
Him,  also,  we  owe  to  Mr  Ladd.  In  numerous  ways  are  these  absent 
brethren  studying  and  seeking  our  welfare.  To  end  with,  our  vener- 
able friend.   Dr.  Renouf,  this  very  month  keeping  his  87th  birthday, 

does  anyone  think  that  his  high  character,  his  constant  devotion  to 
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the  interests  of  the  Diocese,  his  prayers,  bis  untiring  gifts  of  money, 
his  very  presence  among  us  as  one  of  us,  is  anything  but  a  source  of 
strength,  if  he  is  among  the  **  Non-parochiaP'  clergy  ? 

If  the  agitated  brethren  who  seem  fond  of  rushing  into  the  news- 
papers year  by  year  with  their  troubles  over  so  many  names  in  this  list, 
would  take  the  time  to  examine  each  case,  their  grievance  might  dis- 
appear. I  am  not  commending  any  man  anywhere  who  lightly  with- 
draws from  parochial  duties.  This  is  a  grave  step.  And  everyone 
**  shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God."  I  do  not,  upon  inquiry,  find 
the  evil  a  prevalent  one. 

You,  beloved,  who  read  the  Spirit  of  Missions  and  the  Church 
newspapers,  know  that  an  earnest  endeavor  has  begun,  to  interest  the 
men  throughout  this  Church  in  the  active  missionary  things  now  going 
forward  and  in  those  which  ought  to  be  begun.  The  women,  through 
their  Auxiliary  gatherings,  and  the  children  in  the'  Sunday-schools, 
together  bring  in  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  It  is  now  pro- 
posed that  the  men  see  what  they  can  do  in  bringing  a  large  sum  for 
missions  to  offer  unto  God  at  the  General  Convention  in  Richmond  in 
two  years.  It  is  Suggested  that  this  be  deemed  a  thank  offering  to 
God  for  three  hundred  years  of  the  Gospel  in  our  American  Church — 
that  Convention  coming  in  just  so  long  after  the  settlement  of  James- 
town in  1607. 

I  trust  that  the  Deputies  from  New  Hampshire  will  not  be  left  to 
come  with  empty  hands  to  that  assembly  of  the  tribes.  To- avoid  this, 
althtiugh  as  we  are  just  now  situated  our  contribution  must  be  far  from 
large,  I  have  asked  Dr.  Waterman  of  Hanover,  with  others,  to  act  for 
me  in  the  matter  and  to  set  things  going.     Help  him,  brethren ! 


A  small  thing  it  may  be  to  engage  your  thought  and  time,  but  I  think 
I  ought  to  speak  to  you  of  the  Church  Fly-Leaf.  What  this  little 
sheet  is  and  endeavors  to  do,  you  all  know.  It  has  already  earned  for 
us,  of  good  in  various  ways,  twice  its  cost.  Yet  in  recent  years  since 
it  ceased  to  be  accepted  at  Washington  as  **  second-class  matter,"  the 
deficit  has  each  year  been  considerable,  by  reason  of  postage.  About 
4,000  copies  regularly  go  out.  If  we  would  send  the  papers  as  second- 
class  matter,  which  they  really  are.  the  requirement  is  that  we  make 
up  a  list  of  subscribers  in  good  faith  of  towards  3.000.  This,  at  the 
insignificant  subscription  price  of  ten  cents  for  the  year,  we  could 
probably  do,  if  the  parish  clergyman  would  look  after  the  matter  and 
see  that  every  family  of  his  cure  is  reached  with  an  invitation  to  become 
a  subscriber.     Where  this  has  been  tried  carefully,  success  has  always 
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followed.  I  think  that  some  of  the  clergy  do  not  quite  understand 
what  is  wanted.  If  the  lack  were  simply  want  of  interest  in  the  paper, 
how  would  this  come  to  pass  that  a  rector  who  sent  back  his  revised 
List  for  the  Fly- Leaf  without  one  subscriber,  is  the  very  first  man  to 
send  a  contribution  of  %  i  for  the  paper !  Is  it  a  request  too  bur- 
densome that  each  of  you,  my  reverend  Brethren,  do  appoint  persons 
to  see  to  the  obtaining  of  subscriptions? 

It  is  not  the  money  from  the  subscriptions  only,  that  we  need,  it  is 
the  subscriptions  themselves — the  fact  of  them — that  we  may  secure 
freedom  from  the  large  sum  we  have  now  to  pay  each  year  in  postage. 
Let  this  be  plainly  stated.  To  get  half  enough  subscribers  wili  effect 
nothing,  if  there  be  not  wholly  enough.  All  bills  for  the  paper  are 
paid;  yet  it  is  far  .from  convenient  for  the  Bishop  to  provide  for  the 
deficit  at  each  issue  arising  from  having  to  furnish  ihis  needless  postage. 


The  two  Diocesan  schools,  Holdernessand  St.  Mary's,  have  steadily 
held  on  their  way,  doing  much  of  good.  St.  Mary's  ought  to  have 
more  pupils,  and  is  every  way  worthy  of  them.  Thorough  teaching,  the 
beautiful  home  life  there,  and  refined  ways,  the  love  that  pervades  the 
household,  the  care  bestowed  on  both  health  of  body  and  health  of 
soul,  make  St.  Mary's  School  an  asset  of  real,  and  of  very  consider- 
able, value  in  New  Hampshire.  The  school's  influence  will  be  wider 
when  the  number  of  girls  is  doubled,  in  other  words,  when  all  intelli- 
gent folk  of  the  Diocese  take  hold  of  St.  Mary's  with  a  will,  determined 
to  set  it  forward. 

Holderness  School  is  well  filled,  and  is  vigorously  administered  and 
liberally  sustained  in  its  career  of  great  beneficence.  The  large  susten- 
tation  fund,  the  Mary  Frances  Knowlton  Fund,  marked  the  turning 
point  upward  in  this  most  valuable  school.  Not  from  the  first  has  this 
school  had  a  better  year  than  last  year;  never  before  has  its  condition 
been  so  bright  of  promise  as  this  present  moment  it  is. 

Before  passing  from  details  of  things  in  the  Diocese.  I  certainly  ought 
to  make  mention  of  the  bountiful  Gift,  from  Mr.  Dudley  Tibbits,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Albany,  of  a  Church  House,  to  St.  Timothy's  Mission 
in  Concord.  This  Gift,  which  is  working  much  good,  and  which  cost 
several  thousand  dollars,  is  not  the  first  thing  that  Mr.  Tibbits  has 
done  to  set  forward  his  son's  unselfish  and  beautiful  influence  among 
us,  for  the  glory  of  God,  nor  is  it  the  latest. 


My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  here  in  Council  assembled,  I 
am  come  now  to  the  making  of  a  communication  which  until  events  of

recent  months,  I  had  not  expected  ever  to  make,  and  which  it  grieves 
my  heart  full  sore  to  be  compelled  to  make. 

That  is,  to  ask  you  for  relief  in  administering  our  Diocesan  afEiirs. 
This  relief  is  made  necessary  by  my  advance  in  years,  and  by  the 
infirmities  and  broken  health  which  old  age  has  brought  me.  I  do 
now  give  my  consent  to  the  election  of  a  Coadjutor  Bishop  in  this 
Diocese,  and  I  request  of  you  such  election,  or  relief  in  such 
way  as  shall  seem  to  the  Convention  to  be  best.  To  such  Coad- 
jutor when  chosen  and  consecrated,  I  assign  the  aggressive  missionary 
work,  and  in  the  Diocesan  Schools  and  the  Orphans^  Home  an  equal 
place  to  that  which  will  continue  to  be  held  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese. And  to  him  will  be  the  duty  of  providing  for  the  carrying 
forward  the  religious  canvass  of  the  remaining  towns,  until  every  house 
in  the  rural  parts  of  the  state  shall  have  been  visited,  and  then  of  sup- 
plying such  ministrations  as  shall  be  possible,  with  regular  if  infrequent 
Communions  for  the  scattered  groups  of  Church  people  that  shall  have 
been  found,  and  to  furnish  any  spiritual  help  available  to  the  unshep- 
herded  folk  far  away  from  Divine  Service,  and  who  have  not  much  definite 
religious  practice  or  belief. 

In  the  Visitations  of  the  parishes,  while  relying  largely  on  the  Coad- 
jutor, I  would  hope  to  retain  part  of  this  privilege,  that  once  in  two  or 
three  years  at  least  I  may  look  again  in  the  faces  of  the  congregations 
whom  I  have  grown  to  love,  and  see  how  they  do. 

All  this  I  do  undertake  to  arrange,  and  to  carry  through,  in  a  way 
that  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  elected  Coadjutor.  In  two  aspects  the 
necessity  of  large  relief  has  pressed  itself  upon  me.  The  first  is,  relief 
in  the  great  responsibility  of  missions  and  in  other  things.  I  have 
now  no  creative  power.  The  second  is  that,  as  it  last  winter  and 
spring  became  evident,  I  am  no  longer  able  even  in  the  present  un- 
fruitful way  to  hold  the  Visitations,  and  to  go  through  even  the  routine 
of  things.  It  is  true  that,  by  God's  goodness,  I  did  keep  my  appoint- 
ments, filling  all  engagements.  On  the  pains  attending  this,  the 
extreme  risk,  and  the  inconvenience  to  families  of  the  clergy,  I  will  not 
dwell.  Whatever  in  these  thirty-five  years  and  more  I  have  failed  in — 
and  these  things,  alas !  are  many,  and  are  lamentable — no  one, 
I  suppose,  will  charge  me  with  avoiding  work,  or  with  enriching  myself, 
or  endeavoring  to  do  that,  at  the  expense  of  the  Church.  You  will 
know,  then,  Brethren,  that  I  grieve  to  be  much  laid  aside  from  the  cus- 
tomary activities;  and  you  will  believe  me  when  I  tell  you  that  it  hurts 
me  to  the  quick  to  be  obliged  to  lay  on  you  the  added  burden  of  a 
Coadjutor's  salary.     But  how  can  I  help  it.^     If  this  salary  were  to  be 
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assessed  upon  our  congregations,  few  and  small,  I  would  not  have 
asked  for  relief,  but  would  have  plodded  on,  even  letting  the  Church 
suffer,  until  God  in  mercy  should  release  me  and  relieve  you.  If  the 
requisite  sum  can  be  made  up  by  gifts,  neither  unwilling  nor  burden- 
some, that  is  a  different  thing.     The  whole  matter  I  leave  with  you. 

At  this  particular  time,  a  certain  turning  point  in  our  Diocesan  affairs 
and  of  my  own  life  with  you,  1  will  make  brief  remarks  touching  our 
relations  hitherto. 

I  desire  to  place  up>on  record  my  sense  of  the  honorable  and  the 
generous  treatment  always  accorded  me.  At  my  election  thirty-five 
years  ago,  the  salary  was  advanced  from  nine  hundred  dollars,  which 
my  strong  and  wise  predecessor  received,  to  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  this  simply  by  a  vote,  with  no  dollar  of  Episcopal  Fund  in 
existence.  This  saLiry  has  each  year  been  paid  in  full,  and  after  some 
years  five  hundred  dollars  was  added  and  twelve  years  ago  a  house  to 
live  in.  Meantime,  in  spite  of  some  losses,  a  good  beginning  has  been 
made  of  thirty-two  thousand  dollars,  now  well  in  hand,  towards  an 
Episcopate  Fund.  All  this  was  gotten,  I  think,  without  soliciting  one 
dollar  without  the  Diocese.  And  full  thirty  thousand  dollars,  almost 
the  entire  cost  of  ground  and  the  house  on  it,  for  a  noble  residence  for 
the  Bishop,  came  from  yourselves  in  New  Hampshire.  All  which 
makes  me  thankful  to  that  Lord  who  put  these  things  into  your  hearts 
and  minds;  and  (I  hope  not  in  any  fooli>h  pride)  it  lets  me  hold  my 
head  pretty  high  when  Dioceses  are  spoken  of. 

New  Hampshire  has  done  extremely  well,  and  has  succeeded  admira- 
bly in  maintaining  a  comfortable,  reputable  self-respect. 

Now,  beloved,  I  commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the  word  of  His 
grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance 
among  all  them  which  are  sanctified.      Amen.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire ; 

November  16,  1904.  The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  met 
and  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Crane  Roberts,  D.  D., 
as  president,  and  Horace  A.  Brown  as  secretary. 
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The  preliminary  examination  of  Mr.  Curtis  Hoyt  Dickins  as  required 
by  Title  I  Canon  3,  Section  7  Sub  Section  ii,  having  been  certified  to 
the  committee,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Standing  Committee  proceed  to  sign  the  testimo- 
nials required  by  Section  7,  with  the  request  that  the  candidacy  of  Mr. 
Dickins  be  dated  August  24,  1904,  the  time  when  he  passed  his  exam- 
ination, inasmuch  as  through  no  fault  of  the  candidate  the  Standing 
Committee  had  been  unable  to  secure  a  meeting  since  that  date. 

December  9,  1905.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Charles  Edward  Woodcock,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Kentucky ;  and  the  Rev.  William  T.  Manning  to  be  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Harrisburg. 

February  27,  1905.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  James  Henry  Darlington,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Harrisburg. 

March  6,  1905.  The  Standing  Committee  received  and  considered 
the  request  of  Mr.  Ora  Wilfred  Craig  that  his  candidate  term  might  be 
shortened  and  he  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the 
Order  of  Deacon  not  later  than  June,  1905,  and  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  secretary  be  directed  to  notify  the  Bishop  that  the 
Standing  Committee  cannot  advise  the  shortening  of  the  candidate's 
term  nor  make  the  recommendation  asked  for. 

May  9,  1905.  Mr.  Edward  Everett  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
for  ordination  to  the  Order  of  Deacon. 

June  15,  1905.  The  Committee  signed  the  testimonials  of  Mr. 
George  A.  McLucas,  late  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  denomination,  as 
a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  shortening  of  the  candidacy  of 
the  Rev.  Frederick  Marcy  DeForest,  Ph.  D.,  deacon,  at  his  request, 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  for  his  advancement  to  the  priest- 
hood not  more  than  three  months  prior  to  the  completion  of  his  diaco- 
nate  of  one  full  year. 

A  motion  was  made  requesting  the  Bishop  to  call  a  special  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor ;  which, 
upon  due  deliberation,  the  Committee  by  vote,  refused  to  adopt. 

On  motion,  it  was  Voted,  That  the  president  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee be  requested  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  ascertain  what 
support  in  the  way  of  salary  can  be  secured  for  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

June  20,  1905.  The  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rev.  Frederick  Foote  Johnson  to  be  a  Missionary  Bishop  of  the 
Church  to  assist  the  Bishop  of  South  Dakota. 
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June  27,  1905.  Upon  the  formal  request  of  the  Council  of  the  Dio. 
cese  of  Southern  Virginia,  the  Committee  gave  consent  to  the  election 
of  a  Coadjutor  Bishop  for  said  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia. 

September  5,  1905%  The  Committee  signed  the  testimonials  of  Mr. 
Curtis  Hoyt  Dickins,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  recommended 
him  for  ordination  to  the  diaconate,  and  that  his  candidacy  be  short- 
ened  to  one  year  in  accordance  to  certified  facts  required  by  Canon  5 
Section  2. 

November  20,  1905.  On  the  application  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Sparks 
Cline,  the  Rev.  Edward  Everett,  and  the  Rev.  Curtis  Hoyt  Dickins, 
respectively,  the  time  of  their  diaconate  was,  by  vote  of  the  Commit- 
tee, shortened  agreeably  to  their  request,  and  they  were  severally  rec- 
ommended to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood.

adopted  by  a  General  Convention  held  in  the  City  of  Boston,  in  Octo- 
ber, A.  D. 1904. 

Resolved^  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dio- 
ceses, in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Con- 
vention, in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

That  Article  I,  Section  6  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  adding 
after  the  words  •»  of  the  United  States  '^  the  words  **  and  one  Clerical 
and  one  Lay  Deputy  chosen  by  the  Convocation  of  the  American 
Churches  in  Europe."

The  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson  moved  the  suspension  of  the 
special  order,  and  that  the  Convention  hear  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  New  Hampshire,  and  also  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Convention. 

The  foregoing  motion  was  adopted,  and  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Mat- 
thews reported  upon  the 

CONDITION  OF  CHURCH  FUNDS. 

To  the  Rt.  Re%i.  W.  W.  Niles ^  D.  D.^  President  of  the  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  New  Hamp- 
shire herewith  submit  their  annual  statement  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  funds  in  their  hands  in  which  the  Convention,  representing  the 
parishes  of  this  Diocese,  has  a  direct  beneficial  interest. 

At  our  annual  meeting  which  was  held  in  November,  1904,  the 
desirability  of  finally  disposing  of  the  Western  lands  held  by  this  cor- 
poration was  urged  upon  the  trustees  by  several  members  of  the  board. 
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and  it  was  understood  that  there  was  a  desire  among  the  parishes 
throughout  the  state  that  the  Episcopal  Fund  in  particular  should  be 
placed  upon  a  basis  where  a  definite  income  could  be  depended  upon 
each  year,  a  desire  which  could  not  be  realized  until  the  Western  lands 
had  been  disposed  of.  In  view  of  these  suggestions,  the  matter  of 
disposing  of  the  Western  lands  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Finance 
Committee  by  vote  of  the  trustees.  Pursuant  to  this  vote  an  effort  was 
made  to  find  a  purchaser,  which  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  a  number  of 
offers  for  portions  of  the  property,  but  no  offer  for  the  entire  property, 
such  as  was  necessary  to  accomplish  the  object  in  view,  could  be 
obtained.  Finally,  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Matthews,  the  treasurer,  offered  to 
take  all  of  the  Western  claims  and  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  $10,000. 
This  proposition  the  Finance  Committee,  after  due  consideration, 
decided  to  accept,  the  price  being  satisfactory  and  the  proposition  in 
other  respects  meeting  the  desires  of  the  trustees.  The  sale  included 
all  the  Western  properties  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  and  of  the  pur- 
chase price  $7,350  goes  to  the  Episcopal  Fund ;  $700  to  the  General 
Church  Fund;  $250  to  the  Belknap  Fund;  and  the  balance  to  other 
funds,  held  for  the  benefit  of  individual  parishes,  and  of  which  no 
report  is  made  to  the  Convention. 

This  transaction  has  enabled  the  trustees  to  get  at  the  exact  amount 
of  the  losses  on  the  Western  investments  and  these  losses  together 
with  the  balances  due  on  the  deposits  in  the  Sullivan  Savings  Institu- 
tion have  been  charged  off.  The  amounts  given  in  this  report  as 
comprising  the  several  funds  can  be  counted  upon  with  reasonable 
certainty  as  representing  the  net  value  of  the  different  funds  and  all  of 
the  funds  are  now  invested  in  securities  which  are  apparently  safe. 

In  closing  up  the  books,  the  balances  shown  in  last  year's  report,  as 
due  from  income  to  principal  for  money  borrowed  to  pay  expenses, 
have  been  returned  to  principal  together  with  certain  additional  sums, 
consisting  of  back  interest  and  profit  previously  collected  on  certain 
Western  claims  and  exf)ended  in  recovering  other  properties,  and 
now  again  recovered  upon  the  final  sale  of  the  properties.  These 
latter  entries  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  putting  the  principal  upon 
the  best  footing  that  was  possible  with  the  means  at  hand. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Union  Pacific  convertible  4  percent.  Bonds 
formerly  held  by  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  the  General  Church  Fund, 
and  which  we  originally  purchased  at  a  little  above  par  have  been  sold 
at  133.  thereby  yielding  a  handsome  profit,  and  the  proceeds  have  been 
invested  in  bonds  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  R.  R.,  at 
$102.50,  also  yielding  4  per  cent.,  and  considered  equally  safe.

The  following  was  received  from  Mr.  Edson  J.  Hill,  clerk  of 
the  Trustees,  and  read  by  the  secretary : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Tru.<;tees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
New  Hampshire,  held  at  the  Bishop's  house  November  14,  it  was 

Resolved^  Tliat  the  Convention  and  the  Parishes  for  whom  Trust 
Funds  are  held  be  invited  to  examine,  at  least  annually,  the  accounts 
and  securities  held  in  trust  for  them,  by  means  of  auditors  appointed 
by  them  and  at  their  own  expense. 

The  Rev.  George  W.  Lay  made  a  report  for  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Convention  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  has  held  two  meetings  since  the  last 
session  of  Convention.  They  submit  herewith  two  tables:  one 
being  a  report  to  them  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  New  Hampshire,  showing  the  condition  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  both  principal  and  Interest,  with  credits  to  Par- 
ishes; the  other  giving  the  assessments  on  the  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, with  requests  to  contribute  for  the  past  year  and  that 
ensuing. 

To  enable  the  members  of  Convention  to  understand  fully  these 
matters,  and  to  save  time  that  might  otherwise  be  consumed,  the 
following  explanatory  notes  are  submitted,  In  order  that  the  Con- 
vention may  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  with  convic- 
tion and  promptness. 

The  Diocese  being  responsible  to  the  Bishop  for  the  payment 
of  his  salary,  this  responsibility  must  be  divided  proportionately 
among  its  members.    Hence,  from  the  first,  the  congregations 
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were  assessed  annually  for  this  purpose.  This  continued  tax  is 
Irksome,  and  therefore  early  efforts  were  made  to  add  to  the 
small  endowment  derived  from  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel  and  otherwise,  so  that  a  principal  sum  might  be 
provided,  the  annual  income  from  which  would  equal  the  sum 
of  the  assessments.  [It  may  here  be  remarked  that,  for  a  fixed 
income,  the  principal  must  be  increased!  if  the  rate  of  Interest 
falls.  The  word  "quota,"  which  is  used  in  Journal,  1885,  page  38, 
and  was  in  Article  IV,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  of  1886,  was 
used  to  denote  this  variable  principal;  but,  as  10%  was  paid  on 
all  credits  for  so  many  years,  the  word  was  assumed  by  many  to 
mean  a  fixed  sum,  which,  at  10%,  would  produce  the  fixed  income 
required.] 

This  was  a  desirable  thing.  "I  am  fully  persuaded  that  a  dig- 
nified, permanent  provision  for  the  Bishop's  decent  maintenance 
is,  in  any  Diocese,  among  the  very  basic  things."  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress, page  15,  Journal,  1880. 

In  order  to  encourage  each  Parish  to  contribute  towards  thl^ 
fund  in  a  way  that  would  finally  relieve  it  from  all  assessment. 
It  was  axranged  that  each  Parish  was  to  have  a  credit  with  the 
Trustees,  and  that  the  income  was  to  be  added  to  principal  until 
the  income  should  equal  the  assessment. 

** Resolved,  That  any  Parish  contributing  to  the  Permanent  Fund 
for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  shall  be  credited  with  its  propor- 
tion of  the  income  of  said  fund  towards  any  assessment  laid  on 
said  parish  by  the  Convention  from  and  after  July  Ist,  1875;  pro- 
vided, its  proportion  of  the  income  shall  be  an  amount  equal  to 
the  assessment  laid  for  1875."  Journal,  1875,  page  25.  See,  also. 
Journals  1871,  page  23,  and  1874,  page  24. 

This  is  also  the  provision  of  Canon  14,  Section  2,  now  actually 
in  force,  as  printed  below  in  this  report. 

"We  would  urge  the  annual  and  systematic  contribution  from 
each  parish  of  an  amount  equal  to  one  dollar  from  each  com- 
municant, which  with  the  income  compounded  annually,  will,  in 
a  very  few  years,  amount  to  a  sum  the  income  of  which  will 
relieve  the  parishes  from  assessment."  Report  of  Trustees  of 
Fund  for  Support  of  Episcopate,  Journal,  1878,  page  29.  See,  also. 
Journal,  1884,  pages  22  and  36,  showing  clearly  that  interest  was 
compounded  until  the  income  became  equal  to  assessment. 

The  income  was  compounded  at  10%  from  1872  to  January  1, 

1888,  and  at  9%  for  the  year  ending  January  1,  1889.     Journal, 

1889,  page  43. 

"For  the  current  year  we  shall  credit  8  per  cent,  interest,  and 
shall  hope  to  be  able  to  credit  up  the  income  at  that  rate  until 
the  principal  shall  amount  to  a  sum  which  may  then,  by  the  fur- 
ther reduced  rates  of  interest,  yield  sufficient  for  the  requirements 
of  the  Diocese."  Report  of  Trustees  of  Episcopal  Fund,  Journal, 
1889.  page  43. 

The  reduced  rates  of  interest  foretold  by  the  Trustees  (Journal, 
1880.  page  31),  and  by  the  Bishop  (Journal,  1889,  page  29),  fell 
to  7%  in  1893,  with  6%  prophesied. 

Some  saw  clearly  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  fund;  others, 
wearied  with  past  efforts,  and  with  no  clear  view  of  the  whole 
matter,  considered  that  their  whole  duty  was  done. 

The  Bishop,  In  1889,  when  the  income  equalled  the  assessment. 
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said:  "The  undertaking  begun  in  1872  has  on  the  present  basis  of 
interest  and  of  salary,  been  accomplished."  "This  very  fund  may 
well  be  long  the  recipient  of  pious  contributions  and  of  bequests. 
Rates  of  interest  seem  to  be  steadily  falling;  the  fund  must  still 
be  steadily  growing.  It  will  be  growing,  I  am  confident,  without 
strain  on  the  parishes."    Journal,  1889,  pages  28  and  29. 

The  following  canon  was  passed  1890.  the  part  in  brackets  being 
an  addition  to  Canon  13,  Section  2.  of  edition  of  188G. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Rector,  or  Minister,  having  charge 
of  a  parish  or  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  to  cause  an  annual 
offering  or  contribution  to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
funtil  the  quota  due  from  the  parish  or  congregation  to  this  Fund 
has  been  completed],  and  in  case  of  a  vacant  parish  the  duty  shall 
devolve  upon  the  church  wardens  and  vestrymen."  See  Journals, 
1890,  page  GC,  and  1895,  page  551. 

In  1884,  the  Fund  was  $28,585;  in  1885,  $35,545.  As  regards 
principal,  we  are  now.  with  $31,800.  about  where  we  were  early 
in  1885.  In  1878,  the  income  was  $1,017;  in  1879,  $1,203.  At  4%, 
our  income  today,  less  expenses,  would  be  about  $1,200,  placing  us 
where  we  were  in  1879  as  regards  income. 

In  1895,  the  fund  was  reported  as  $53,823.  The  income  at  4% 
would  be  about  $2,150.  If  there  had  been  no  loss  of  principal, 
we  would  still  have  been  obliged,  as  the  Bishop  so  clearly  put 
before  us,  to  increase  the  Fund  in  order  to  provide  the  needed 
Income  at  the  lower  rate.  In  the  meantime,  the  deficiency  must 
be  made  up  by  assessments. 

There  are  two  courses  open  to  the  Convention.  The  first  is  to 
leave  Canon  14,  Section  2,  as  it  is  and  to  have  the  assessments 
continue  as  large  as  they  are,  while  the  fund  is  allowed  to  grow 
by  compounding  the  interest  arising  from  credits  to  Parishes; 
the  other  is  to  amend  the  canon,  use  all  the  income,  and  profit 
by  the  relief  afforded,  so  as  to  make  the  assessments  less.  The 
Committee  favor  the  latter  course  and  propose  the  following: 

Amend  Canon  14,  Section  2,  which  now  reads: 

"Parishes  which  have  a  credit  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  amount  to  the  sum  assessed 
by  the  Convention  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  shall  be  entitled 
to  draw  their  proportion  of  the  income  to  the  amount  of  the  assess- 
ment laid  by  the  Convention  for  the  current  year," 
to  read  as  follows: 

Parishes  and  Missions  which  have  a  credit  in  the  Episcopal 
Fund  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
New  Hampshire,  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  annually,  through  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  their  proportion  of  the  income  from 
said  fdnd,  provided  that  no  Parish  or  Mission  may  in  any  one 
year  draw  more  than  the  amount  of  the  assessment  laid  by  the 
Convention  for  the  current  year. 

If  this  is  passed,  the  Committee  recommend  the  Schedule  of 
Assessments  as  printed.  This  is  purposely  made  up  this  year 
so  that  the  net  amount  to  be  paid  by  each  congregation  shall  be 
the  same  as  last  year.  Reduction  and  readjustment  is  left  to 
another  year,  when  a  small  working  balance  has  been  established 
and  matters  are  on  a  more  sure  basis. 

In  like  manner,  it  may  be  remarked  here,  the  Trustees  allowed 
only  ^Vj'^e  interest,  since  they  needed  a  slight  margin  in  making

a  fresh  start.  They  Intend  to  credit  any  balance  left  in  their 
hands  by  this  action  to  Income  and  not  to  principal,  unless  ordered 
otherwise. 

This  Committee  also  recommends  the  following  action: 

Amend  Canon  16,  Section  1,  which  now  reads: 

"The  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  In  this  Diocese, 
now  provided,  together  with  what  may  hereafter  be  contributed 
or  acquired,  and  any  accumulation  from  the  investment  thereof, 
shall  be  entrusted  to  the  'Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  New  Hampshire,'" 
by  adding, 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Trustees,  after  paying  the  costs 
of  maintaining  the  Fund,  to  pay  over  each  year  to  the  Treasurer 
of  Convention  the  income  from  said  Fund,  with  a  statement  of 
credits  to  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions. 

That  Section  2  of  Canon  16  be  stricken  out  and  that  a  new 
Section  2  be  substituted,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  In  New 
Hampshire  shall  have  charge  of  all  real  estate  belonging  to  said 
Fund,  and  of  the  Episcopal  Residence,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  make  such  repairs  on  the  Episcopal  Residence  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary,  and  on  the  order  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  said  Trustees,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  pay  all  bills  for  taxes,  insurance  and  repairs  on  said 
Episcopal  Residence,  except  in  so  far  as  the  Trustees  may  be  able 
to  pay  the  same  from  the  net  income  of  the  Special  Endowment 
Fund  for  the  Episcopal  Residence. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  Canon,  to  be 
numbered  Canon  16,  Section  4,  similar  to  that  quoted  above  from 
page  66,  Journal  of  1890,  and  the  addition  to  Canon  15  on  Special 
Offerings  of  the  following: 

"4.  For  the  increase  of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Support  of 
the  Episcopate,  in  accordance  with  Canon  16,  Section  4,  annually 
on  the  First  Sunday  in  Lent,  or  on  some  convenient  Sunday  near 
thereto." 

They  further  recommend  that  in  the  second  item  on  the  last 
page  of  the  Journal  the  words,  "Endowment  Fund  of  the  Bishop's 
House,"  be  changed  to  read:  "The  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate." 

They  also  recommend  that  the  Convention  take  action  towards 
the  creation,  by  subscriptions  and  bequests,  of  an  Episcopal  Fund 
of  $100,000.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Rector  or  minister,  having 
charge  of  a  parish  or  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  to  cause  an  annual 
offering  or  contribution  to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and 
in  case  of  a  vacant  parish  the  duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  church, 
wardens  and  vestrymen. 

Changing  on  the  last  page  of  the  Journal  the  words  "  Endow- 
ment Fund  of  the  Bishop*s  House  "  to  '*  The  Permanent  Fund 
for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate." 

And  adopting  the  Schedule  of  Assessments  as  printed  here- 
with.

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Report  of  special  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion 
of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  requests  assistance  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Diocese. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  whole  question  of  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  or  other  means  of  assistance  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Dio- 
cese, respectfully  presents  the  following  report : 

1 .  That  a  sufficient  financial  support  appears  to  be  assured  for  the 
support  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

2.  We  recommend  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  at  a  salary  of 
$3,000  a  year,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
shall  continue  to  receive  his  present  salary  with  the  use  of  the  Episco- 
pal residence. 

3.  We  further  recommend  that  a  permanent  committee  of  three  be 
appointed  to  secure  annually  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and 
that  this  committee  shall  have  full  power  to  act.  The  Bishop  shall 
have  power  to  fill  vacancies. 

4.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Convention  pass  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  hereby  guarantees 
the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor.

Wednesday,  November  21,  1905,  2.30  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  G.  Robinson,  the  Convention 
resolved  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  Dr.  Waterman  as 
chairman,  for  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  of  Ways  and  Means  for  the  administration  of  the 
Diocese. 

In  Committee  of  the  Whole,  discussion  followed  upon  the 
report  of  the  special  committee,  and  a  very  hopeful  financial 
condition  was  assured. 

The  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hale  moved  that  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  do  now  rise  and  report  to  the  Convention  that  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and 
the  motion  was  adopted. 
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The  Rt.  Rev.  President  resumed  the  chair,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Waterman  reported  to  the  Convention  the  action  in  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  that  the  committee  had  finished  its  work  and 
asked  to  be  discharged. 

In  Convention,  on  motion,  the  resolution  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee, guaranteeing  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  secure  the  salary  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  was  adopted. 

The  committee  to  secure  annually  the  salary  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  appointed  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  President,  are  the  Rev. 
John  G.  Robinson,  the  Rev.  W.  Stanley  Emery  and  Mr.  John 
F.  Webster. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hale,  it  was  VoUd,  That 
the  salary  of  the  Bishop  'Coadjutor  be  $3,000. 

Mr.  Harry  H.  Dudley  moved  that  the  funds  as  collected  for 
the  salary  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  be  paid  into  the  hands  of 
the  treasurer  of  the  Convention  to  be  disbursed  by  him.  This 
motion  was  adopted.

Mr.  E.  B.  Hambleton  moved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor.     Adopted. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed  as  tellers  the  Rev.  George 
W.  Lay  and  the  Rev.  James  C.  Flanders,  and  Messrs.  Lemuel 
S.  Hastings  and  Frank  W.  Rollins. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Roberts  proposed  as  a  preliminary  step  to  the 
election,  that  an  informal  ballot  be  taken,  to  which  common 
consent  was  given,  and  an  informal  vote  was  ordered.  The 
tellers  reported  that  the  Rev.  Edward  Melville  Parker  had  19 
of  the  35  votes  cast  by  the  clergy,  and  20  of  the  42  votes  cast 
by  the  laity. 

A  formal  vote  was  then  taken. 

The  tellers  reported  the  vote  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  :  The 
Rev.  Henry  E.  Cooke  had  i ;  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Parker  had  i  ;  the 
Rev.  Prescott  Evarts  had  i  ;  the  Rev.  Canon  Bryan  had  8 ;  the 
Rev.  Edward  Melville  Parker  had  23,  and  Mr.  Parker  was  de- 
clared the  choice  of  the  clergy. 

On  the  part  of  the  laity :  The  Rev.  Henry  E.  Cooke,  had  i ; 
the  Rev.  Canon  Bryan  had  13 ;  the  Rev.  Edward  Melville 
Parker  had  29,  and  Mr.  Parker  was  declared  the  choice  of  the 
laity. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hale  the  election  of  the 
Rev.  Edward  Melville  Parker  as  Bisliop  Coadjutor  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  New  Hampshire  was  made  unanimous,  and  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Hale  and  Emery  were  appointed  to  wait  upon  Mr. 
Parker  and  inform  him  of  his  election. 

The  committee  then  waited  upon  the  Bishop  Coadjutor-elect, 
who  feelingly  expressed  his  high  appreciation  of  the  confidence 
which  the  unanimity  of  the  Convention  in  its  choice  assured 
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him,  and  his  deep  sense  of  responsibility  which  it  imposed 
upon  him,  and  said  that  their  call  would  receive  his  prayerful 
consideration. 

The  Canonical  Testimonials  in  favor  of  the  consecration  of 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor-elect  was  then  signed  by  the  members  of 
the  Convention,  as  follows : 

TESTIMONIALS  for  the  Consecration  of  the  Re^'.  Edward  Melville 
Parker  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire. 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  fully  sensible  how  impor- 
tant it  is  that  the  Sacred  Order  and  Office  of  Bishop  should  not  be  un- 
worthily conferred,  and,  firmly  persuaded  that  it  is  our  duty  to  bear 
testimony  on  this  solemn  occasion  without  partiality  or  affection,  do, 
in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God.  testify  that  the  Reverend  Edward 
Melville  Parker  is  not,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  justly  liable  to  evil 
report,  either  for  error  in  religion,  or  for  viciousness  of  life ;  and  that 
we  know  of  no  impediment  on  account  of  which  he  ought  not  to  be 
ordained  and  consecrated  to  that  Holy  Office. 

We  do,  moreover,  jointly  and  severally  declare  that  we  believe  him 
to  be  of  such  sufficiency  in  good  learning,  of  such  soundness  in  the 
Faith,  and  of  such  virtuous  and  pure  manners,  and  godly  conversation, 
that  he  is  apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the  Office  of  a  Bishop  to  the  honor 
of  God  and  the  edifying  of  His  Church,  and  to  be  a  wholesome  exam- 
ple to  the  flock  of  Christ.

The  following  resolution,  introduced  by  Mr.  Harry  H.  Dud- 
ley, was  adopted,  and  the  Rev.  W.  Stanley  Emery  and  Messrs. 
Henry  W.  Stevens  and  Harry  H.  Dudley  were  appointed  as  the 
committee  : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  consider  the  advisability  of  publishing  an 
occasional  financial  statement  of  all  assessments  and  apportionments 
in  the  Diocese  and  payments  thereon  to  date ;  and  also  payments  re- 
ceived by  various  treasurers  on  account  of  other  offerings ;  and  that 
said  committee  be  given  power  to  act  and  draw  upon  the  treasurer  of 
the  Convention  for  any  expense  involved  not  exceeding  $20. 

Mr.  Edward  C.  Niles  introduced  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted,  and  the  committee  appointed  are  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Roberts,  the  Rev.  W.  Stanley  Emery,  and  Messrs.  Frank 
W.  Rollins,  Edward  C.  Niles,  Sherman  E.  Burroughs. 

Resolved,  That  a  commission  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen 
resident  near  Concord,  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  cooperate  with  a

oommittee  of  the  Nev  Hampshire  State  Confacnce  of  Charities  and 
Corrections,  and  with  other  similar  committees,  in  the  presentation  of 
an  appeal  to  the  coming  Legislature  for  an  investigation  of  the  condi- 
tions and  laws  of  maniage  and  divorce  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire, 
looking  to  improvements  thereof. 

On  motioD,  the  treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  bills  of  ex- 
penses made  necessary  by  the  business  of  this  Convention,  when 
properly  approved. 

The  following  resolutions  introduced  by  the  Rev.  \V.  Stanley 
Emery  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved.  That  this  Convention  expresses  its  most  grateful  appreci- 
ation to  those  steadfast  friends  of  the  Diocese  who  have  so  promptly 
responded  to  this  last  call  upon  their  interest  and  sympathy — in  secur- 
ing the  jiledges  needed  for  the  salar\'  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  New 
Hampshire. 

And  be  it  also  Resolved,  That  ever}*  congregation  of  this  Conven- 
tion shall  cooperate  in  the  various  ways  which  may  be  presented  to 
them  in  keeping  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion sufficient  to  meet  promptly  the  payment  for  the  salary  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  as  it  shall  fall  due. 

Introduced  by  Mr.  Harry  H.  Dudley  and  passed : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  Episcopal 
Fund  be  raised  to  $100,000  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  that  a  commit, 
tee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  progress  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Rt  Rev.  President  appointed  as  such  committee  the 
Rev.  John  G.  Robinson,  the  Rev.  W.  Stanley  Emery  and  Mr. 
John  F.  Webster. 

Introduced  by  Mr.  Frank  W.  Rollins  and  unanimously  passed : 

Resolved,  That  in  grateful  recognition  for  the  past  thirty-five  years 
of  loving  generous  service  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire  of  its 
learned  and  honored  Bishop  the  Right  Reverend  William  Woodruff 
Niles,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  to  commemorate  this  eventful  year  in 
the  history  of  the  State  and  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire : 

Be  it  hereby  resolved.  That  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  New  Hamp- 
shire be  made  $3,500. 

Mr.  Edward  C.  Niles  submitted  a  report,  the  three  resolu- 
tions appended  to  which  were  amended  in  Convention,  referred 
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to  Committee  on  Canons,  and  by  that  committee  referred  back 
to  the  Convention,  and  finally  adopted  as  printed  herewith  : 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  New  Hampshire : 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  to  ascer- 
tain whether  it  is  desirable  to  merge  our  Diocesan  efforts  for  clergy 
relief  with  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  desirable 
that  the  efforts  of  this  Diocese  in  this  direction  should  as  far  as  pos- 
sible be  merged  with  those  of  the  General  Clerg}*  Relief  Fund.  That 
fund  has  already  attained  considerable  size,  and  is  constantly  growing. 
It  is  carefully  and  conservatively  managed,  and  the  relief  justly  and 
humanely  administered.  It  reaches  all  persons  deserving  of  relief, 
regardless  of  residence  or  of  any  consideration  other  than  good  stand- 
ing in  the  Church  and  need  of  assistance.  It  is  administered  as  a 
matter  of  right,  and  in  an  impersonal  manner, — not  as  a  personal  favor. 
The  unification  of  this  work  will  prevent  overlapping  of  efforts,  and 
secure  an  equitable  distribution  throughout  the  whole  Church.  The 
advantages  of  this  method  are  so  obvious  that  already  about  forty -five 
Dioceses  and  missionary  jurisdictions  have  voted  to  abandon  their 
individual  efforts  for  clergy  relief,  and  devote  all  their  energies  to  the 
upbuilding  of  the  General  Fund. 

The  General  Convention  of  the  Church  recommends  an  annual  offer- 
ing for  this  fund,  and  the  application  to  its  use  of  a  part  of  the  Com- 
munion Alms. 

Your  committee  therefore  earnestly  recommend  the  largest  possible 
measure  of  cooperation  with  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Fund. 

But  there  are  certain  difficulties  in  the  way  of  a  complete  merger 
which  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 

The  existing  Diocesan  Fund  of  about  ten  thousand  dollars  consists 
almost  entirely  of  the  proceeds  of  two  bequests,  by  the  terms  of  which 
the  income  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  relief  of  New  Hampshire  clergymen, 
and  their  widows  and  orphans.  To  divert  this  income  to  any  other 
use  would  unquestionably  be  a  breach  of  trust. 

An  arrangement,  however,  is  feasible,  which,  while  securing  the 
application  of  the  income  of  this  fund  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is 
held  in  trust,  will  provide  for  its  expenditure  through  the  agency  of 
the  General  Fund.  Such  an  arrangement  would  involve  the  retention 
of  the  principal  of  our  existing  Diocesan  Fund  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  payment  of  the  income  of  that  fund  to  the  Trustees 
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of  the  General  Fund,  to  be  by  them  paid  out  to  New  Hampshire  bene- 
ficiaries under  the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this 
Diocese.  If  in  any  year  the  entire  income  should  not  be  so  paid  out, 
the  balance  unexpended  should  be  returned  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  be  added  to  the  principal  of  the  Diocesan  Fund.  The  Canonical 
offerings  hereafter  made  by  the  parishes  and  missions  of  this  Diocese 
for  the  purpose  of  clergy  relief  should  be  paid  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
General  Fund,  to  be  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  that  fund. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  plan  would  involve  the  adoption  of  amend- 
ments to  Canons  i8  and  15,  and  of  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Diocese  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
General  Fund  embodying  the  terms  above  suggested. 

We  append  to  this  report  such  resolutions  as  will  be  required  to 
carry  into  effect  the  proposed  merger,  and  we  respectfully  recommend 
the  adoption  of  those  resolutions.

Resolved,  That  Canon  18  of  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  entitled 
••  Relief  of  aged  and  infirm  clergymen  of  this  diocese,  and  of  widows 
and  orphans  of  clergymen,*^  be  amended,  so  that  said  Canon  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  fund  for  the  relief  of  aged  and  infirm. clergymen  of 
this  diocese,  and  of  widows  and  orphans  of  such  clergymen,  shall  be 
held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  New 
Hampshire.  All  offerings  and  bequests  specifically  devoted  to  the 
above  uses  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  that  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  income  from  the  above  fund,  as  received,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  treasurer  of  that  corporation  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the 
Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen,  and  of  Aged, 
Infirm  and  Disabled  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  commonly  known  as  the  General  Clergy 
Relief  Fund.  The  income  so  paid  shall  be  applied  by  the  Trustees  of 
said  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund  to  the  relief  of  aged  and  infirm  clergy- 
men of  this  Diocese,  and  of  widows  and  orphans  of  such  clergymen. 

Sec.  3.  Payments  from  the  income  of  said  fund  to  beneficiaries 
shall  be  made  only  upon  the  order  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
this  Diocese. 
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Sec.  4.  The  name  and  corporate  title  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
Fund,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  treasurer  and  assistant 
treasurer  of  that  fund,  shall  be  annually  printed  on  the  inside  of  the 
cover  of  the  journal  of  Convention  of  this  Diocese.

Resolved^  That  Section  i  of  Canon  15  of  the  Canons  of  this  Dio- 
cese, entitled  ^^  Special  Offerings ^"^^  be  amended,  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  i  .  For  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clergymen,  and  of  Aged,  Infirm  and  Disabled  Clergymen  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  on 
Quinquagesima  Sunday  or  on  a  Sunday  near  thereto. 

III. 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
New  Hampshire,  hereinafter  called  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Orphans  and  Widows  of  Deceased  Clergy- 
men, and  of  Aged,  Infirm  and  Disabled  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  hereinafter  called 
the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  a  contract  embodying  the  following 
terms : 

1 .  The  said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  continue  to  hold  the  Fund 
for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  and  of 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  such  Clergymen,  now  held  by  them,  and  all 
additions  hereafter  made  to  said  fund. 

2.  The  treasurer  of  said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  pay  the  income 
of  said  fund,  as  received,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  General  Clergy 
Relief  Fund. 

3.  The  income  so  received  shall  be  paid  to  such  aged  or  infirm 
clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  or  widows  or  orphans  of  such  clergymen, 
as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese  may  direct. 

4.  All  offerings  of  parishes  and  missions  in  this  Diocese,  and  all 
sums  hereafter  given  or  bequeathed  in  this  Diocese  for  the  relief  of 
aged  and  infirm  clergymen  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  clergymen 
deceased,  the  application  of  which  is  not  specifically  restricted  to 
clergymen  and  widows  and  orphans  of  clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  for  the 
general  purposes  of  that  fund.     An  annual  offering  by  all  parishes  and 
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missions  of  this  Diocese  for  the  purposes  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
Fund  shall  be  required  by  a  canon  of  this  Diocese. 

The  said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  may  insert  in  said  contract  such 
further  provisions,  not  incotisistent  with  the  terms  above  set  forth,  or 
with  the  provisions  of  Canon  i8  of  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  as 
amended,  as  to  them  may  seem  reasonable. 

Said  contract  shall  be  executed  in  duplicate,  and  a  copy  thereof  re- 
tained by  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  report  to  the 
next  annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese  their  action  under  this  resolu- 
tion, and  the  form  of  the  contract  entered  into  with  the  said  Trustees 
of  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund. 

The  Rev.  Henry  K  Hovey  moved  to  amend  Article  IV  of  the 
Constitution  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  Bishop  "  in  the  first 
line  of  Section  2,  the  words,  "the  Bishop  Coadjutor.'*  In  ac- 
cordance with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  this  was  approved 
by  a  majority  of  each  order  voting  separately,  and  will  be  in 
order  for  final  action  at  the  next  annual  Convention. 

The  following  was  introduced  by  the  Rev.  George  W.  Lay 
and  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  and  hereby  is  requested 
to  report  to  the  next  Convention  what,  if  any,  changes  should  be  made 
in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  Order  of  Pro- 
ceedings, and  in  the  Rules  of  Order,  in  order  to  perfect  and  simplify 
them  and  bring  them  into  harmony  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention. 

The  following  report  was  submitted  by  the  Committee  on 
Christian  Education  and  adopted  : 

The  committee  report  to  the  Convention  that  it  has  found  no  defi- 
nite work  to  do,  and  in  the  belief  that  there  is  no  proper  sphere  of 
action  for  a  standing  committee  on  Christian  Education,  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  committee  be  discontinued.

The  following  report  has  been  received  since  the  adjourn- 
ment  of  Convention : 

THE  REPORT  OF  HOLDERNESS  SCHOOL. 

It  is  with  a  sense  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  that  the  trustees  of 
our  Diocesan  school  for  boys  would  report  a  year  of  prosperity  and  of 
growth  in  all  things  that  contribute  to  the  making  of  a  good  school. 

That  the  intellectual  work  of  the  place  has  been  of  a  high  order  is 
testified  to  by  the  admission  of  Holderness  boys  to  college  and  by  the 
large  number  of  boys  attaining  honors — which  means  an  average 
m^rk  of  90  per  cent. — in  a  very  large  number  of  studies. 

The  tone  of  the  school  has  been  high,  the  moral  atmosphere  pure, 
and  the  interest  in  spiritual  matters  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that 
there  have  been  ifive  adult  baptisms  and  fifteen  persons  confirmed  in 
the  chapel. 

During  the  Christmas  recess  the  trustees  voted  to  increase  the 
charges  from  $350  to  $400,  with  the  usual  reduction  of  $50  to  New 
Hampshire  boys ;  and  there  was  naturally  some  fear  that  our  numbers 
would  be  somewhat  fewer  this  year  in  consequence  of  this  advance. 
But  the  confidence  of  patrons  in  the  school  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
not  a  single  boy  dropped  out  of  the  school  for  this  reason,  and  that 
the  public  does  not  think  the  charges  too  high  is  proved  by  the  further 
fact  that  the  school  is  larger  this  year  than  at  any  time  within  the  past 
fourteen  years. 

During  the  summer  vacations  hardwood  floors  were  laid  in  all  the 
dormitories,  masters'  rooms,  and  the  laundry,  and  two  steel  ceilings 
were  put  up.  A  concrete  walk  has  also  been  laid  from  the  main  build- 
ing to  the  schoolhouse,  which,  it  is  hoped  will  obviate  the  colds  that 
come  from  dampened  feet. 

Only  one  change  in  masters  is  to  be  recorded  for  this  year.  Mr. 
Edwin  L.  Baker  has  taken  Mr.  Tyng's  place  as  the  teacher  of  the  mod- 
ern languages  and  as  organist. 

The  alumni  have  had  plans  drawn  for  an  Alumni  Building  which 
they  hope  to  erect  within  a  year  or  two,  and  thus  supply  some  of  the 
school's  most  pressing  needs.     The  outlook  is  distinctly  cheering  and 
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the  need,  the  raison  tV  itre^  for  the  existence  of  Holderness  School 

was  never  more  apparent  than  now.

ST.  MARY'S  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  School  the  past  year  has  numbered  twenty  pupils,  fifteen  house 
girls  and  five  day  scholars.  Of  these,  five  were  graduated  in  June,  one 
receiving  a  certificate  for  Vassar  in  addition  to  the  diploma  of  the 
School.  The  work  of  the  scholars  has  been  good,  their  interest  lively, 
and  the  general  tone  excellent.  Lectures  have  been  delivered  at  the 
School  by  various  gentlemen  from  Concord  and  other  cities,  and  there 
has  also  been  opportunity  for  attendance  upon  lectures  and  concerts 
outside  the  School.  A  drill  of  the  School  in  vocal  music  by  Mr.  Landi, 
, organist  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  produced  good  results,  and  a  class  in 
sewing  was  conducted  by  a  former  pupil  of  the  School,  who  gave  her 
services  that  the  girls  might  profit  by  her  advanced  work  at  Pratt  Insti- 
tute. Through  the  efforts  of  pupils  and  alumnae,  and  with  the  aid  of 
friends,  the  ten  volumes  of  the  Century  Dictionary  have  been  added  to 
the  library. 

The  School  very  much  needs  an  adequate  gymnasium,  and  an  up-to- 
date  physical  laboratory  for  necessary  work  in  science.  The  health  of 
the  School  has  been  excellent,  and  during  the  winter  regular  gymnas- 
tic work  was  taken  several  times  a  week,  but  the  present  gymnasium, 
which  has  always  been  a  make-shift,  is  now  almost  unfit  for  use. 

The  same  efficient  corps  of  instructors  has  now  for  two  years  con- 
ducted the  work,  and  the  results  are  such  as  the  friends  of  the  School 
may  regard  with  satisfaction.     We  hope  that  some  of  these  friends 
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may  be  moved  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  School  in  the  matter  of 
gymnasium  and  laboratory  and  to  act  accordingly.

The  Rev.  Arthur  N.  Peaslee  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  had  entire  charge  of 
the  services  during  the  past  summer,  and  maintained  them  for  ten  Sun- 
days with  great  success.  The  congregations  were  good,  and  the  offer- 
tories and  gifts  met  all  the  expenses,  and  exceeded  the  same  by  a  bal- 
ance of  $54.50.  Of  this  sum  $20  was  given  to  the  Diocese  as  the 
assessment  due;  $34.50  are  kept  to  provide  next  year  a  board  walk 
from  the  road  to  the  church  door.  We  are  thankful  for  the  good  ac- 
complished thus  far  by  this  summer  church,  and  hope  for  still  better 
results  in  the  future.

Bethlehem,  for  the  summer  of 
1905,  showing  a  small  balance  for  deposit  in  the  Littleton  Savings 
Bank  ($25.68).  I  also  enclose  herewith  my  check  to  your  order  for 
$35.61  which  represents  the  proportional  amount  received  in  the  special 
ofiering  for  Diocesan  Missions ;  the  balance  of  the  offering  was  for 
church  repairs.  I  have  sent  my  check  today  to  Mr.  Henry  W.  Stevens, 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  at  Concord,  for  $30  in  payment  of  assess- 
ment  this  year  for  account  of  the  Bishop^s  salary. 

Notwithstanding  the  unusual  number  of  rainy  Sundays  the  Church 
attendance  and  offerings  have  been  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

1  herewith  append  a  memorandum,  showing  who  of  the  clergy  offi- 
ciated during  the  season.  Six  children,  residents  of  the  town,  were 
baptized  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Homans  and  Booth.  The  church  edifice 
has  been  thoroughly  painted  outside  with  two  coats  of  the  best  paint, 
and  the  labor  perfbrmed  by  the  best  workmen  in  Bethlehem.  I  hope 
next  year  to  have  the  building  entirely  reshingled.  The  plaster  around 
the  chancel  and  west  windows  has  loosened ;  this  also  will  need  atten- 
tion next  year.  I  therefore  reckon  that  we  will  have  to  expend  for 
these  repairs  about  $200. 

Morning  Prayer  every  Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  on  Saints^  Days 
were  said  through  the  season,  and  early  celebration  at  7.30  o'clock 
every  other  Sunday.

— The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Drumm, 
St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  N.  H. 
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The  staff  of  workers  is  as  follows:  Mrs.  S.  G.  Moreland,  matron; 
Miss  Mary  J.  Millard,  Miss  Mary  A.  £.  Stockett,  Miss  Mary  H. 
Higgs,  and  Miss  Katherine  K.  Hutchins,  teacher.  Miss  Ide  resides 
at  the  Home,  giving  part  of  her  time  to  the  work.  Rev.  J.  K.  Tib- 
bits  is  chaplain  and  superintendent.  Mrs.  Moreland,  having  com- 
pleted 14  years  as  matron,  was  granted  two  months*  leave  of  absence 
in  addition  to  her  regular  vacation,  and  was  away  from  December 
until  April.  Miss  Higgs  returned  to  the  Home  to  assist  in  the  girls^ 
house  during  Mrs.  Moreland^s  absence,  and  she  has  remained  in  the 
position  left  vacant  by  the  departure  of  Miss  Bertha  M.  Babcock. 
After  four  years  of  hard  and  faithful  work.  Miss  Babcock  left  in  May. 
The  Home  has  also  lost  its  janitor,  Mr.  Octave  Maheux,  who  has 
been  obliged  to  give  up  his  position  because  of  ill  health. 

There  are  43  children  in  the  Home  at  present,  of  whom  25  are 
boys,  and  18  girls.  During  the  year  three  boys  left  to  work  upon 
farms.  Five  boys  have  been  received :  two  from  Henniker,  two  from 
Rochester,  and  one  from  Concord.  All  the  children  come  from  towns 
in  the  state,  as  follows :  Concord  18,  Tilton  6,  Nashua  4,  Manchester, 
Penacook.  West  Claremont,  3  each  ;  Rochester  and  Henniker,  2  each  ; 
Cornish  Flat  and  East  Andover,  i  each.  The  general  health  of  the 
children  has  been  excellent.  Dr.  Walker,  Dr.  Cummings  and  Dr. 
Sumner  have  been  uniformly  kind  in  giving  their  services,  when  a 
physician  has  been  needed. 

The  sum  of  $487.80  was  expended  by  the  trustees  on  certain 
changes  and  repairs  in  the  plant.  The  older  wooden  building  has 
been  torn  down,  and  the  larger  wooden  building,  containing  the 
schoolroom,  infirmary  and  library,  has  been  repaired,  painted,  and 
connected  with  the  central  brick  building  by  a  covered  walk.  To 
meet  this  expense  $470  was  given  by  the  following  trustees,  and 
friends  of  the  Home:  Rev.  J.  H.  Coit,  D.  D.,  $100;  Hon.  John 
McLane,  Hon.  Hiram  A.  Tuttle,  Hon.  F.  W.  Rollins,  Mr.  F.  W. 
Estabrook,  Mr.  Walter  M.  Parker,  $50  each ;  Rev.  Howard  F.  Hill, 
Mr.  Edson  J.  Hill,  Mr.  H.  W.  Stevens,  Mr.  R.  W.  Pillsbury,  $25 
each;  Mr.  C.  S.  Knox,  $20.  The  house  and  barn  owned  by  the 
former  janitor,  situated  on  land  owned  by  St.  PauPs  School  on  the 
Silk  Farm  road  directly  opposite  the  Home  buildings,  has  been  bought 
by  the  trustees  for  the  sum  of  $1,400.  It  is  occupied  by  the  new 
janitor,  Mr.  Everett  Angwin.  The  fence  surrounding  the  Home 
property  was  repaired  by  workmen  of  St.  Paul's  School. 

During  the  last  six  years  the  average  number  of  children  being 
cared  for  at  the  Home  is  40.  The  average  yearly  expense  (allowing 
about  $150  for  additions  and  repairs)  is  $5,500.  To  meet  this 
expense  the  Home  receives  about  $1,900  from  interest  on  permanent 
funds  and  board  paid  for  the  children,  $1,050  from  the  Pearson 
estate,  and  the  rest  from  contributions.  These  contributions  have 
averaged  for  the  last  six  years  $3,113,  of  which  sum  $2,291  comes 
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through  St.  PauPs  School  (including  the  annual  fair),  and  $290  from 
St.  PauPs  Church,  Concord.  All  the  other  parishes  and  missions 
have  given  an  average  of  $532  yearly,  or  13.7  cents  per  communicant. 
There  are  strong  reasons  why  a  large  part  of  the  money  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Home  should  come  from  St.  PauPs  School  and  from 
Concord.  It  is  also  true  that  nearly  1 5  of  the  average  of  40  children 
come  from  Concord.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Home  is  a  diocesan 
institution,  and  all  the  people  of  the  diocese  should  claim  their  privi- 
lege of  bearing  a  fair  share  in  its  support.  A  great  deal  is  done,  in 
tnaterial  assistance,  by  the  Woman^s  Auxiliary  throughout  the  diocese. 
Some  parishes  and  missions  give  generously  in  money.  But  it 
t-emains  true  that  many  places  give  either  nothing  at  all,  or  they  are 
represented  by  only  one  or  two  individual  gifts,  or  their  offerings  are 
Very  small  compared  with  the  number  of  communicants.  This  is  not 
said  necessarily  in  criticism,  for  there  may  often  be  reasons  for  not 
giving  more  largely.  But  it  is  said  to  stir  up  the  diocese  to  an  effort 
to  get  a  far  larger  number  of  gifts,  whether  large  or  small.  To  this 
end  the  chaplain  of  the  Home  begs  the  assistance  of  the  clergy  in 
distributing  to  the  congregations,  on  the  Sunday  before  the  yearly 
offering  is  to  be  made,  leaflets  giving  information  about  the  Home, 
and  envelopes  for  contributions.  These  envelopes  could  be  sent  to 
the  church,  or  could  be  collected  at  each  house,  in  case  the  recipients 
are  not  present  when  the  collection  is  taken  up.'  The  chaplain  of  the 
Home  hopes  to  write  to  each  clergyman  asking  on  what  day  the 
annual  collection  in  his  parish  is  to  be  made,  and  urging  him  to  carry 
out,  if  possible,  some  such  plan  as  the  one  suggested  above.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  this  way,  without  any  real  burden  upon  any  one,  the 
necessary  support  for  the  Home  may  be  obtained  through  direct  gifts 
of  the  Church  people,  and  other  friends,  in  the  diocese.

lion  to  order,  and  every  member  shall  remain  in  his  seat  unless  he  rise 
to  address  the  chair. 

3.  The  President  shall  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
^other  members,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Convention  by  any  member. 

4.  When  the  Convention  is  equally  divided,  the  President  shall 
decide  the  question  by  his  vote;  and  when  his  vote,  given  in  the 
minority,  shall  make  an  equal  division,  it  shall  also  be  his  duty  to 
vote,  and  in  such  case  the  question  shall  be  lost.

8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  mem- 
ber wishing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

9.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  a  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  excused  for  special  reasons  before  a 
division. 

10.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President  before  being  debated,  and  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if 
so  required  by  the  President. 

1 1 .  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to 
commit,  to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely, — which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

12.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order;  that,  and  the 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  always  be  decided  without  debate. 

13.  When  a  motion  has  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  or  the  neg. 
ative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  majority  to  move  for 
jsL  reconsideration  .thereof  .on  ;the  jsame  day. 
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14.  No  question  shall  be  taken  on  any  report,  unless  upon  a  mo- 
tion to  print  or  recommit  it ;  but  reports  shall,  as  of  course,  lie  upon 
the  table.  If  a  committee  deem  any  action  of  the  Convention  desira- 
ble,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  present,  in  writing,  such  Resolutions, 
Acts,  or  Canons,  as  they  may  think  proper  to  offer,  which  only  shall 
be  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

1 5 .  Clergymen  officiating  in  this  Diocese,  but  not  canonically  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention,  visiting  clergymen  in  good  standing,  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders,  and  Licensed  Lay  Readers  of  this  Diocese,  and 
officers  of  the  Diocese  not  delegates  from  any  parish  or  mission  shall, 
on  their  names  being  recorded  by  the  Secretary,  be  entitled  to  seats  in 
this  Convention,  without  the  right  to  vote. 

16.  The  Rules  of  Order  and  the  Order  of  Proceedings  shall  be 
printed  with  the  Journal  of  last  Convention.
